Men and women are too haughty, and form too ele- 
vated conceptions of the diftance between them and 

the little race of mortals who are, for a feafin^ their 
dependants. There is a freedom of accefs, and a chafl 
tized familiarity^ which is very compatible with a due 

^irit of government ; but mild dignity is an aflbciation 

too little known, and too rarely exemplified in the pref- 

^cnt order of things. 

The truft rcpofed in parents and preceptors, is in- 
deed important \ the character of the rifmg generation 
Vol. It B Is 
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is in tlietr gift, and the peace or anarchy of focic^y 
muft refult from them. When we conlider how few 
parents are endowed by i^turc, or qualified by im- 
provement, for the judicious difcharge of duties fo e(^ 
iential, we ,are ahnoft ready to give our voice in farvour 
of that plan, which, in a certam celebrated comrmuni- 
ty, placed their youth under the tutelage of the State, 
commiting their education to perfons deliberately cho- 
fen, and properly qualified for their high office. Yet,^ 
againft this arrangement, the authority derived from 
tlie Father of the univerfe, forcibly pleads ! The feel- 
ings of the parent indignantly revolt ; and my right to 
direcS my own child, is, in my own eftimation, unquef- 
tionable. Well tiien, Acre remains but one remedy- 
Let the cultivation of the minds of the roan and 
woman, in miniature, be of that defcription which 
"will, in future, enable them to aiTume with advantage* 
the guardianfiiip of their defcendants. 

Much, in this momentous department, depends oa 
female admimflratkn ; and the mother, or the woman 
to whom fhe may delegate her office, will imprint on 
the opening mind, characters, ideas and conclufions, 
which time, in all its variety jof viciffitudes, will never 
be able to erafe. 

Surely then, it is politic to heftow uposn the educa- 
tion of girls the moft exadi attention : Let them be able 
to converfe correctly and elegantly, (in their native 
ftrains) with the children they may uftier into being } 
and, fince the pronunciation is beft fixed in the early 
part of life, let them be qualified to give the little pro- 
ficients a pleafing impreffion of the French language ; 
nor, it is conceived, ought it to be confidered as unfixualf 
if they W(ere capacitated to render the rudiments of the 
Latin tongue familiar. An acquaintance with hiftory 
would capacitate mothers to feleft their nurfery tales 
from thofe tranfadlions which have a<5hially taken place 
upon our globe, and thus ufeful knowledge would fu* 
perfedc fairy legendary witches, and hob-goblins* 
Geography alfo might be introduced, and the little 
prattkrsy by information that the great globe whereou 

tbcf 
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Aey move, has received the form of that orange which? 
ie pleafingiy regales their palate^ would, ere they were 
aware, be ufliered- to the^^venues of indru^on. Af^ 
tronomy too ^ may lend its aid ; the blazing fire may 
reprefent tiie fun, and the little bird revolving to ity 
flstme, on which they fo impatiently wait to feaft, un- 
der the diredion of the well informed' and judiciour 
tntorefs, may gradually account for light and heat, 
the grateful viciffitudes of night and day, with the 
s^temate fucceffion of the feafons ; and thus would tlie 
ta(k of the future preceptor be rendered eaiy, a thirfl: 
for knowledge created^ and the threihold of wifdoni' 
ftrcwed with flowcrsw 

But children commonly pafs from the hands of 
their parents to that of their tutors at a very early 
period ; and was I invefted with the powers of legifla— 
tion, or was the gift of conferring honours mine, there 
19 no order of citizens which I would fo liberally en* 
^w, and FaM*e to fuch diftindtoi^ as* thofe individuals 
"who devote themfelves to the education of youth. 
But then they fhould be perfons unqueftionably qual-^ 
ified for their office, and entitled beyond all contro- 
▼erfy to the approbation' of their country. Arduous 
is the undertaking — the fiiA abilitie^are requiiite^-and 
it is tmpoflible to rate too high- the worth of thofe 
who are thus fuitably accompliih^d. Permit me, 
reader, to fketch the outlines of the charadler of a Pre- 
ceptor whom I (hould delight to honour. Imagination 
this moment prefents him— he blends exquifite fenfi- 
bility with uniform patience-^— he is remarkably en- 
dnrinfir — ^nevcr hafty or impetuous— -calmly deliberate' 
ia all Lis movements— carefully inveftigating, nor ever 
iadidling punifliments, but fuch as both in quantity and 
quality are righteoufly due. He pcffejfeth extenjsve 
kuo^xiedge ofthefcience or fciences nvhich he t^ad^s^^ht is 
f»ee from every external blemiih, and remarkable for 
no unfortunate fingularity — his manners are elegant, 
and in the beft fcnfe of the word defcriptive of the 
gentleman. He is cdebrated for benevolence — ^he isi 
aa. indxfputable philaathropiftr-^be pofiefieth the hai^* 
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p7 ftcrel e£ affimilating dignity and condefcenfioa-- » 
hts inborn integrity is undoubted* and he is mafter of- 
fnficient addrefs to obtain an entire afcendency ov«r 
the minds of his pupils — z ftranger to prejudicet he is^^ 
firi^y fpeaking, impartial — and, to iay all in one 
word, he embodies every virtue of which humanity is 
lufceptible : Nor is the &etch too highly wrought, for 
it is affiirtfdly true, that to accommodate the mind to 
the various difpofitions to be found in a large fcheoI» 
and fo to underftand the intelledhial arrangement of. 
each individual as to-be capable of rendering him the. 
important fervices, which are neceiTary, mult indifpu* 
tably require every ezcelltncey and theutmoft perfec- 
tion of our nature. 

The auftere man can never be fuccefsful ; he wiU^' 
banifh fmiles from the face of that feaiba which is» 
made for joy % and if the iftudent. is not uacommonly:> 
endowed by nature,, he will create in him an averjibiif 
to his book* Severity will .always operate upon th^:* 
opening mind, like the chillinig blafts of wioter upotir 
the tender plaait ; it droops its blighted head, its pow- 
ers are rendered torpid, its ftrength is proftrated, and 
it is well, if the progreffing principle (if I may fo ex* 
prefs myfelf) which is at prefent latent, doth not be*- 
come wholly extin<a. Blows are the moft eafy expe« 
dient, and are, perhaps for that reafon^. too oftea. 
reforted too — the cajisgation o/the boy^firquenily gratifies^ 
the pafions of the majler^ and he is f0me;times vindidlive 
and inhuman in his puniihments. If the giving a. 
lurong found to a letter^ or forgetting afintencCf is to be 
marked by bIo*ws-^-what refiurce^ permit me to afk^ has the- 
Preceptor In the event cf capital crimes f A man who iss 
himfelf free from error, or, which will have the fame 
effedl upon his pupils, who is ftudious to conceal his. 
foibles from their knowledge, who is folicitous to attack 
(hem to bis perfon, and who carefully ino^relfes an., 
idea of his own affedion toward them, who labours:: 
to obtain their confidence, and makes free ufe of that 
mt/e incentive f Praife — ^fuch a man will feldom, I im* 
agine, find it nopcfiary to^ have recourfe 1» fevertty ;:

and it IS inconteftiblf true, that panifliinentSy eJpeeJaU 
fy hJowst ihould be repeated as feldoxn as.poilible ; for 
a^redly» nothing, can. be obtained, by rendering t}ie 
little o^endeTt catious>,, familianzing him to difgrace^ or 
hanijhit^ frofa hii bofom the hope. of unblemijhed reputation*. 
The jirfi offences of children j whatever may be their na*- 
tare, ihould invariably be conildered as venial ; and it 
would be always rtght» if pradicable, to convid them 
nvMout a nvitasfi — ^we cannot be. too folicitous to ipare. 
the m h&frji blujh of guilt ; the fecotid ivill not he fa deep%, 
and they will too foon leap the boundaries of inno- 
cence. I would affe£i to fuppofe them incapable of the 
turpitude oFa criminal adion ; and I would conftantly 
repeat, while there remained the leail ihadow of prob<>- 
ability for fuch an avowal, that I was confident they 
would never dehafe themfelves by the infamy of delib- 
erate vice ;.. thps, it is poffihk^ that the fear of forfeiting. 
OUT fiippofed good opinion would engage xhtm Jslently to- 
trtad back the path they ba%fe. reprehenjibly entered. 

L remember, fome time fmce, being greatly ihocked 
at receiving an account of an arrangement (which L 
would fain hope is Angular) in a certain fchool of 
fome celebrity, fituated in one of our fea-ports not far 
diftant from the metropolis. Rewards are offered,, 
and every method taken to prove a crime — fay, for. 
example, a falfehood. While the child, in all the fim- 
plicity of infantile confidence, remains unconfcious of. 
the confpiracy formed againll him ! Irrefragable con- 
vidlion is at lengtli obtamed, and the culprit is imme-» 
diately proclaimed thraughout the fchool — he is en*- 
tered upon the lying lift^ and take^ his feat upon a. 
range which produces him. a proper fubj|e<5l. for the, 
ill-natured ridicule of the whole flock. Nor is this. 
enough — ^his name, is written in caputals with the igno^ 
Bunious t«rm, Liar^ at the end of it.. The defama- 
tory ientence is pofled. up in fome confpicuous place,. 
fi)r the infpeiiion^ not only of the children^ but of every in* 
dividual luho may happen to vijit the fchool ; and this mark, 
of infamy once affixed^ is not taken do^n as long as the- 
^^reft/r continues ajiudent in this feminary it I My faea

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glcrws with indignation, while penning this relation^ 
What has the little wretch to hope tor under iuch 
ttndon ; after fuch a procedure, (labouring under the 
weight of a moft opprobrious verdift, and the vi^m 
of unwarrantable feverity ) where will he find fpirits to 
purfue, with the requifite alacrity, his appointed ftnd- 
ies ? Or how can he advantageoufly receive le^Tbns 
from the mouth of him, who has thus unmercifully 
bliftered his reputation ? Are not the ill eSeiSts of this 
arrangement both upon the /c^ooi in gemraly and ih^ 
offender in particular^ Sufficiently obvious ? Is not undue 
degradation, envy, rancour, implacability, everlaftfeg 
difgrace, and confequent defpair, thus fyftemat^zed^ 
and embattled againft that order, harmony, and im* 
provement, which would inevitably rcfult from the 
adoption of a mild fpirit of government ? Gracious. 
God ! — ^but let me exerctfe the patience that I would 
recommend as the uniform companion and bofbtn 
friend of the preceptor, and of which a view of the 
fituation to which the foregoing difcipline, or, tnore- 
properly fpeaking, infamous tyranny,* muft reduce the 
offending ftudent, had well, near deprived me — ^and let 
|He, with all due deference ta the general merit y alid^ 
fuperior ahHities of the gentleman, who will feel himfelf ■ 
itoterefted in this reprefentation, calmly afk, would it: 
not be more judicious to aim at afting the part of an^ 
Hwi^hle fpyy continuing a filent obferver of every adioa.. 
lintil the tran%reffion is evident or Jirongiy fufpe^ed^ and. 
even then would it not be well to follow the oflfender 
hj private admoniti&ns — ^to addrefs his reafon ;'to etllift 
bis affecftions; to delineate in forcible language hi*: 
error, and energetically to defcribe l^e tremendous 
confequences of an ob(^inate adherence to guiky pur- 
filits ? Public Jhmmy in the recefs of a privtite intervie^y 
might hefiajhed in his face ; probably he would ihrink. 
from its horrors, and the hope oftfeapingfi indelible oh 
ivili might engage him to return to the haunts of vir* 
tue — might enfure Kis dercli^on of vice. 

Many of my reader* wtH recoiled the method plw*- 
Ibed hy <^ganeU| irtieti an iiiferior Ecclefiaftic, for 
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the recovetj of a beloved and notorioas offender ; and 
all iKrho do, will not fail to applaad. It is, however^ 
a melancholy truth, that thde mild efforts will not 
always procnre a reformation* But furely, pterions^. 
to a pubiication of difgrace^ a confultation of parenta 
or guardiaais ihould be obtained % and as thoTe deeply 
intereiled charaders ought invariably to coalefct wM 
$te preceptorx in *whdm they confide^ no important ftep, 
ftould be. taken, without xheir knowledge and appro* 
bation* I am aware that this precludes the udea or 
fiorecy in regard to fchool difcipline ; and I muft confefs», 
that I feriouily wifh the telling tales out of fcboolj was. 
no longer held up as a bug-bear to children, and that 
^ terror it has io long excited^ was entirely aboliihed*. 
Redita4e fubmitteth its adminiflration to the firidefr 
Scrutiny ; the more it is known, the more it is admir*>. 
cd ; and the arrangements of equity foliciteth inquiry.. 

The magnitude of my fubjed, bars the fuppofltioa 
that it can be too warmly expatiated upon. Children*, 
I iniift, (hould be brought forward with gentlcnefs*. 
The wife king of Ifrael was not alnvays wife; and whea 
he is found fo petulantly exclaiming, '< Spare the rod and, 
,^oilthe cbiid^^ the probability is, that, crowded upon by 
the 'iU^regulatod offspring of his illicit and multifarious: 
0f»ouriy he had loft that balance of equanimity, which. 
is fo proper to the philofopher. The tutor (hould ncT- 
^ be permitted to a^ the part of a deipot ; he fhoold 
ev«r be free of accefs, and while he uniformly prc- 
lerves a mild fpirit of 'government, the pupil, under 
|ir<^r regubtions, (hould be permitted a fufficient lat-^ 
Htude of inquiry^ 

Every aiixious parent experiences the difficulty o£ 
obtaining a preceptor, to whom he can confide the 
izare of his children^ But if the emoluments of the 
•ffice were proportioned to the folicitude and impor- 
tance of ibt undertaking, if it was more honorary, and 
if there were greater diilin^^ions annexed thereto, an 
adeqii9te number of candidates, of meritorious candi* 
4sl«i|. would pre&flit* CoivatkTs advantages would 
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accrue to families, and confequences the moft benefi-^ 
cial, would refult to the community at la^e. 

The ancients, we are told, formed fuch juft ideas o£ 
the nature and momentous confequences of education^, 
as to efteem the cultivation of the minds of their young: 
people among their moft dignified offices ; and per- 
sons of the firft confideratiouy poifeiHng affluence, and. 
.osbtaining genei;al confidence, engaged in the arduous- 
taik, delighting to employ themfelves in (haping the: 
principles, and pointing the views, of thofe who were: 
to fucceed them in the great drama of life. And was 
not this perfedlly right ? The good- preceptor is of 
coiirfe ennobled ; and no juft. reafon can be given why 
he (hould not take rank in the higheil grade of the- 
community. For my own part, L again repeat^ that. ^ 
deliberate reflexion upon the nature of his duties, and? 
the ' magnitude of thofe effedls which frequently de- 
pend upon his regency, has conllrained me to regard, 
him as more confequential, and of higher importance^, 
than even the authority which is conftituted fupreme. 
in any country ; nay, further, that fchool dame, redu- 
ced by adverfe circumilances to confer the rudiments^ 
of inftrudHon, and to call into adtion the latent feeds 
of worth, is of more value (fuppofing (he judicioufly 
and fai^fuUy performs the truft repofed in her] in the, 
great fcale of excellence,, than (he, who, fr^m confider— 
ations of wealth or. beauty, receives > the adulation o£ 
gathering crowdsw This is- an obvious truth, inaf^^ 
much as it is the exertions of the tutorefs, fucceeded by .^ 
the more exteniive. operations of the preceptor* tliat^ 
will render eafy the feat of the magiiirate^ and fuper^ 
cede the neceflity of coercive interpofition, giving uni-. 
verfal order to take, place,. siSt naturally as the hours< 
fiicceed each other^ or as the bleffings of light proceed, 
from the orb of day. From whence is derived 'the fe* 
licity of families ? Undoubtedly &om a due regulaticm- 
of the individuals of which they are compofed^ and' 
particularly from a proper arrangement of the .young: 
people who conftitute fuch- important. p;3irts thereof 
from what fource 'reiults the well-being of the great. 

body 
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hodj of the people i Ixidifpntably &om die isfonnsH 
tloiiy corred^ moTements, and order of its members* 
And is not the due qualification of teachers, and the 
fkitliful difcharge of the duties of their office, the broaxl 
^[id folid baHS) on iTvhich is ereded the fuperftru^ure 
of whatfoever is necefiarj in the economy of private 
life, public ufefulnefs, or. general celebrity i I iay thes» 
tfthefe things art true^ let us encourage by every means 
die ijjortby preceptor ; let us cherifh him as the origin of 
virtue ; and. while we difcountenance every vefirge of 
tyranny, let us £rmly refolve to flrengthen the hands 
ojf thofe, to whom we have deUberat^ij confided the.

The queftion whether private or public- education is 
of the moft general utility, has agitated the minds, and' 
employed the pens, of. many ingenious writers j but' 
the fubjedt, as far as I am informed, ftill remains prob^ 
lejnatical ; nor fhall I arrogantly pretend to decide, 
where thofe Do(5lors of literature fo widely difagree* 
Yet the Gleaner, without incurring the charge of temer- 
ity, may perhaps be permitted toaik whether it wouI3. 
not be wifdom to defer the choice of public or private- 
tuition, until the difpofition of the child is afcertained ^ 
The modeft, diffident mind, may, ftand in need of all*' 
thofe ftimulatives that are in the gift of a. large fchooL. 
Retiring efforts are often roufed to adtion, b^ emula- 
tion ; and that fame which a con^icuous fitoation fre- 
quently confers, may at once allure, and give a, mo- 
tive to ambition* There are minds, peculiarly attu<^ 
ned to all. the fenfibilktes^ which are at once the ce- 
ment, the ornament, and the iburce of thofe gentler' 
virtues that conned, diat meliorate, and that aduate* 
beings who combine^ and who are formed toculctvate' 
the endearing' charities,, the elegancies, and. the blef^ 
fings of focial life.. T^ accommodate- an intelled of' 
this defcription to the multifarious and- frequently dif- 
cprdant fcenes that are to be encountered in a: worldi. 
where ill-judged afperities too often wound the exqui- 
fltely delical;e feelings of fufceptibility,.a various and' 
extenfive ihtercourfe with mankind may be neceHary* 
But the boy, whofe bold afpiring temper precipitates' 
him upon an undue afTumption of imponance, who ' 
fttddenly rufties forward to thofe diftindtions, which arc ^ 
only proper to maturity ) fuch a boy, methinks, fhould;

receive the checks of retirezneht ; fhould be formed to 
knowledge and. to virtue, amid the fhades of fequef^ 
tered life ; care beiivg taken to fumifh him with thoie 
views, which may gradually aceuftom him to a proper 
eftimation of himfelf. 

My wifhes, relative to the inftrudion of young peo- 
ple, comprife every thing which can be confidered as 
ufeful or ^omamental ; but I am efpecially folicitous, 
that they fhould be .made critically acquainted with 
that language, in which they are deftined to converfe^ 
iranfaH huftncfs^ and adjuji their ^leafurahle purfuits* 
Some of any .acquaintance have made greater profi- 
ciency in tmanj branches of ftudy, than in their mother 
tongue ; and I know perfons who can pafs rapidly 
through a Latin author, who cannot ea£ly trace the 
lineage or defcription of the feveral parts of fpeech in 
their native Englifh ; who cannot readily decline a 
noun ; who hefitate with refpeft to the eafes nomina- 
tive, po^eifive, and objective ; and who are at a lofs to 
follow the verb through number, perfon, mood, and 
[ tenfe. 

Laddius fhould be a good Latin fcholar ; he has 

lecdved the honours of a univerfity ; and yet it is a 

&ft, that Latidius cannot write a billet, in which an 

£n^{h grammarian will not be able to point out, I 

had almoft faid, as many errors as there are lines ! Is 

Latidius cenfurable for this deficiency ? Perhaps he is 

ittudi lefs fo than thofe who had the diredlion of his 

education. Great care was taken to uftier him into 

Ac world, perfeftly accompliihed in every requiiite 

wcept his vernacular tongue ; but, while engaged in 

tte ftttdy of the dead languages^ he was never taught a 

4ic deference for, or proper eftknation of, his own.

stiTuredlj 
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afllircfly troc ; and, to the well-meatiing and candii 
objcdor, I calmly anfwcr — / iave no *where propofed »»f- 
felfas a modtl : It may'hey that I am experimentally quah^ 
tfedto decant upon the difadvantages attendant upon early 
inattention, ror aught thou knotvefl^ the Gleaner may 
iyave been doomed to the toilfome drudgery cf gleaning his 
information^ nuhen years ^ diminijhing the fiey:ibility of thz 
mental faculties^ have rendered it difficult for them to re^ 
reive impreffions ; and, if I am thus circnmftanced, I 
may be allowed to delineate the inconveniences ^^ 
and energetically to lament a deficiency from whic^ 
i fo eflentially fuflPer. Admitting, I fay, this to be the 
cafe, I may, with the ftrideft propriety and tlie utmoft 
xonfiftency, proceed to point out the flioals which 
too often impede, and frequently ^c41y arreft my 
progrefs. 

One thing is certain ; for the rifing generation, the 
devout orifons of my fpirit are daily breathed. I have

Neither tfie Greeks nor the Romans in- 
cumbered themfelves with a variety of tongues ; thetf 
own language always obtained a juft pre-e7ninencey and 
never failed of engaging their earlieft and moft unre- 
mitted application. The refult was, natural children 
Were qualified to converfe, and to exprefs themfelves 
on paper, with elegance and accuracy ; they were in- 
itiated, in the morning of their days, into an acquaint- 
ance with all the varieties of grammar ;» they could 4e' 
lineate the jfeveral parts of fpeech ; the intricacies of 
their language were rendered familiar to their ttndei*-

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towers the arts and fciences, formings in their feveral 
orders, a fuperftrudture replete with elegance, beauty 
and ufefulnefs. It is from this fource that the orator 
jnuft draw .his materials } }>oets too fubmit to its ad- 
meafurement ; .and the grave hiftorian muft be tried 
by its rules. Indeed, an early acquain<:ance with tlic 
nature, conftrudtion and latitude of a vernacular lan- 
guage, is of fuch importance tg every clafs of people^ 
that it is wonderful tiiere fhould be found parents and 
preceptors who can preferve their equanimity, while 
confcious that thofe committed to their charge are, in 
ihis truly eflential part of education, almoft totally 
negledted. 

The train of refleiflionjs introduced by my fubje<5l,^ 
this moment prefents to my mind a perfon, who is 
now fuffering much from this unnatural omiflSon ; and, 
as examples often enforce conviftion more eflPed^ually 
than general remarks, I preient him by way of illuf- 
iJration. 

' Leontius, bom in the midft of affluence, was nurfed 
in the lap of plenty j and being the only fon of deferr- 
ing parents, who were generally judicious in their ar- 
rangements, his jeducation was regarded as a matter of 
the great eft moment. No expenie w as fpared ; and 
his preceptors were rewarded for tli^ir exertions not 
only with a liberal, but with a laviih hand. He had 
hardly completed his fixth year, when it was judged 
iieceflary he Ihculd ccnunence his ftudies of the Latin 
to^igue ; and from that moment, hurried on from one 
(lage of -erudition to another, no portion of time was 
found to attend to his progrefs in that language, from 
w hich h^ was in a great meafure to derive his Ature 
refpedability. It was abfurdly fuppofed, (if indeed it 
ever obtained a place, in the refied:ions of either pa- 
rents or tutor) that Englifh would be a matter of 
courfe 5 and thus the boy was left to fonn unto himfeLT 
a Ilyle, juft as whim or caprice might dire^ For a 
pl^ce at a celebrated feminary he was early prefented 
a Candidate ; his acceptation was full and honorary—-* 
fee pafled, through the uciverfity, attending the accuf* 
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tSomed! routine of mfttudibn, and, enriched Vith aca- 
demical applaufe, he received his firft degree. Thus 
«ndowed', he made his entrie upon fociety, better quali- 
fied to figure in any walk than as an Englifh fcholai:.- 
Without arrogating the gift of prophecy, it was eafy 
to predi^ an event, which was precifeiy Uiat whic^ 
reafon would have calculated. Awkward and untaught, 
his education had'm efFed produced him, a Rranger to 
thofe fcenes in which: he was hourly called upon to 
take a part. If he alfiiyed the, to'him, arduous tafk 
of entertaining his friends with an Englifh book, falfe 
pronunciation, emphafis, and accent, were vilible in 
every paragraph ; comma's affumed the diilindion of 
full (lops, while . tlie finely turned period loil all its 
beauty,:. Colons, femicolons, notes of Interrogation 
and admiration, thefe were all promifcuoufly huddled 
together; and. while by one continued monotony of 
found, ideas were jumbled, and the auditory nerve dit 
guftedyit was in vain that his hearers fatigued themfclves 
by an expedtation of the fentiment of an author. Har- 
monious accents, delicate inilexions of voice, and that 
animation, or energetic propriety, which is the vehi- 
cle of intelligence — of thefe he had no idea ; he feenl- 
ed in eflfeft the. determined foe of good reading, and 
be ought to have been arraigned as the murderer of 
fenfe. . Candour would, however, have appeared as 
YiAs advocate ;. and fhe might truly have fpecified, that 
filch erroneous concluiions had obtained. in his bofom, 
as taught ■ him to regard every thing merely Englijh 
with a fenfation bordering upon contempt*; and, Ihe 
would have added, that he had been unavoidably pre- 
cipitated upon thefe conclufions, by the total filence of 
his preceptors; As a writer, too, Leontius is highly 
deficient; and a girl who is dependent upon her nee- 
dle for her. fupport, , fuppofing ihe has been properly 
educated, oiight to blulh if fbe could not furpafs him 
in the corrednefs of her epiftolary produ<5bions.. 

Yet it was expeded that our young gentleman woulA 
attain eminence, deferve well of his country, and makfe 
Ids way to popularity among a race of beings who.^

Ingrati- 
tude canneDrer take root in a noble mind ; it could 
*lliecef ore. find no place, either in the bo&m of Mi^ 
Hswjihoxir or .that of the father of his Macgaretta. 

The abilities of Mr. Melworth were, on this ocoafiou^ 
<c€9nizien£xrate *with his<wiflies ; .and, after devoting a 
few days to pa:temal claims, asKl inakiog .^nupk proi» 
-viiion &r the complete adjuftment of Hamilton's af«> 
iairs>Jieihafl«d upon the. broadly. philanthropic wingft 
^ ben^yoleQce, to South-Carolina. His .dignifieii 
^zrebiy confpicuQUs merit, and letters of.addr^iS, pro* 
«cured him a free .acccfs to the creditors of Mr. S^y» 
assour; and^.with that di^^atch which. evinced* the thor^ 
^mgh accomptant, .their Ibveral. claims -were axaminedy 
and a. fund appropriated fully adequate to .the reim- 
'.hnfCbmefit jof .every juft.tieht, while. the .unfortunate 
^debtor, unconfcious of the fteps taking in his favour* 
-^rcreaway his Tueknchdiy. hours imnaured within tho 
trails of. a. prifon. 

The miaibrtuacsof Scymoar were not the refolt of 
mifcondud ; if there was a fault in - hi& arrangements^ 
the principk which produced it, conferred thereon a 
ialkre which gave it, both in appearance and effe^ly the 
rich colouring of the moil fplendid virtue. It is im- 
poiUbk but he who fuSers by his extenfive benevolence^ 
and his commiferation fbr the unhappy, mud carry 
with him iiis rr^y^xr/itf// cffiiperhr ♦w^r//'— *^muft exhibit 
tuiequi vocal tellimonies of the juilice of his title to 
adanlration* It . is true that the injun^ion to be jufl 
before we are generous, is worthy of obfervation ; but 
if I endow a fellow creature with the means of obtain- 
ing a competency to-day, and to-morrow the ihip in 

which 
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>^hich was contained my remaining property, is, by a 
ilroke of Providence, vrhelmed beneath the waves, 1 
xJo not fee that I am greatly cenfurable becaufe'I did 
not, in the dreadof this evil, withhold the folace which 
it vj^.% yefierdoy in my poiuer to give, Mr. Seymour was 
of that clafs of men who never-fhiit their ears a^ainft 
<SL tale of ^oe, and by confequcnce he conld not lay up 
to himfelf much treaftarc ; and 'when his Ihips of mer- 
chandize were either wrecked 6r captured, he had nt) 
^eans of fatisfying thofe rapacious creditors, who, op- 
erated upon by ' principles the reverfe of thofe which 
tiduated his bofcftn, purfued haii with unrelenting fe* 
Verity. 

It was not'tintil Mr, Melworth had 'procured a reg- 
ular courfe of proceedings ; until every thing was in 
train 5 legal documents obtained, and the ibrmalities 
tieceffai^yta his liberation completely adjufted, that he 
waited upon Mr. Seymour in his confinement ; and he 
introduced himfelf to the then, (in his own eftimation) 
xinfortunate- man, bywords to this eflPeft ?— t 

" My name, Sir, is Qiarles Mefworth. I am no 
llranger to the feelings of the unhappy. I am perfeft- 
\j acquaifnt-ed with the hiftory of your rectitude, of your 
misfortunes, and of your generous jnunifikrence. But, 
Sir, youmuft not expert to contribute fo nobly to the 
neceffities erf" ^n Edwstrd Hamilton, and to exercifc 
toward that young man fuch unexampled forbearance 
with impunity ^ The day xf retribution is at length ar* 
rived; the pn if Charles MePworthj thehtifbandoflm 
^Margaretta, mujl notfiibmit to unretumable obligations, 
Herey Sir 9 is your difcharge in^ull ; ytni arciffom this 
tnomenti exonerated fro^n a prejfure^ nuhkh niujl have been 
4ruly irkfome to a mind 'like your\ ; and yon receive this 
exoneration- as -a debty 'which is your incontrovertible due* 
At liberty to purfue your own wilhes, you will, doUbt* 
lefs, be expeditious in departing from a?place fo little 
'fuited to your feelings and your chara<3:er. But ^ ere 
you gOy as ive are nonv upon even grotind, I requeji,ii leafe 
-of your good' opinion^ to l^e- continued or forfeited^ as I Jloall^ 
4n future', ^nteritn * ' 

MelwortH 
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MelwoFth might have proceeded uninterfttptedlf to 
'a: much greater lengdi ; the Undetftanding of Sty* 
luaur underwent a kind of temporary petrtfa<f(ion ; 
aftonifhment abfbrbed/ his every faculty. Melworth 
paofed in vaniy and ic was not until he had taken a 
variety of methods to roufe him to attention, that he 
• was cz^able of liilening to a regular eclaircifTementt 
Biit to iketch his feelings, when the liberating troth firft 
opened upon him^ were a fruitlefs attempt j as well 
might I delineate to mortal view a difembodied 
fpirit, as give the form of language to thofe exquiiite 
fenfations which then pervaded the bofom of Sey* 
tnour ; he however draggled not againft the extricat- 
ing hand of his nobly generous friend— *-his compoii* 
^tion contained not a particle o£/a/fi ate/fcac/'-^c was 
confcious that a change of circumftances would have 
'produced in him a fimilarity of exertions ; and his 
tinexpefted enlargement, while it confounded his ene- 
mies, reftored to his numerous friends that peace 
'which his iuisfortunes had chafed from their bofoms. 

His emancipation, giving him aft opportunity of 
san accurate inveftigation, he difcovcred many frauds 
by which he had been grofsly injured ; thefe he expof- 
cd, and debts to a conuderable amount were recover- 
ed, while the return of feveral cargoes, that had been 
detained hy the Britijlo fir adjudication^ by putting him 
in pofleflion of confiderable property, once more un- 
furled for him the golden wings of fuccefsful com- 
merce ! Again he floated buoyant upon the Aream of 
prosperity ; and the expanding buds of hope obtained 
in his bofom primeval vigour.

.and to whom they weie effentially indebted among 
: the moft diflinguifhed of their lives, Margaretta ad- 
vanced to meet the prote/tor of her hujbandy with that 
. chafle and elegant freedom which the dignified mat- 
ron knows to afl'ume, nor did fhe conceive fhe tranf^ 
grefied any rule ©f propriety when /her fnowy hand 
was extended to his manly prefTure, and her lovely 
cheek was modcftly bent to his falute.

itude were, however^ evinced in her every gefture ; 
and her exprefllve eye beamed thofe unequivocal Jiokens 
of welcome which her tongue refufed to utten 

Edward ardently wilhed to reward the deferving 
Seymour, by fome fignal .token of his grateful affec- 
tion. He regarded tlie hand of ^his fifler as an inefti- 
mable prize— too rich, in his ellimation, to be con- 
figned to the pofleffion of any but his friend ; and 
Seymour, on his part, from the moment he beheld 
Mifs CliiFord, became the mod impaflioned of men. 
But Serafina, devoted to the family of her4»rother, 
had repeatedly declared her ahfolute and unalterabk 
p^ediledion for a fingle life. Seymour was .privately 
advertized of this rcfolution, and its inottvey by Ed- 
ward and Margaretta ; and thus obtaining a fearet 
clue to her ajfeniom^ he made his approaches witli that 
addrefs, which, in this age o£ji/:dJf'ey feems to.be a nee- 
e/Tary part of the charader of a £niihed gentleman.

Ham- 
ikon and hif channtng luife ; the little gentleriiari, ii:kcm 
Serafina regarded as a prodigy ^ luith the infant Margarct- 
ta ; thefe 'were the themes ofpanegyricy on mihich the r;;^;z:- 
oured dejtgner copionjfy divelty during thofe intcrvie^ws thht 
fwere frequent^ extended far beyond the limits ivhich iroiild 
have anfwered the ivifhes of common afftity. The hours 
paJfed unheeded by ; they were fentimental and refin- 
ed ; the heart of' Serafina was deeply imprefrcd ; fhe 
-was confcions of her fituation, and flie fecrctly ex- 
claimed — " Vesy thefe delicious inorncntsy fjttitched ^ivith the' 
man nvho ' hath thus imperceptibly inter ejled my hejl ajfec* 
thons^ are produCilve^ of fiipre highly zejied pleafuresy than J 
have ever yet experienced.*^ 

Edward and Margaretta faw that their utmoft wifh;- 
es for their lovely" fmer was- on the point of *^ gratifica- 
tron, and tliey felicitated themfelves on the profpedt of 
an eftablifhment for Mifs Clifford, thait was every way 
commenfurate with her beauty and^rare qualifications. 
The7 were careful* not to interrupt the progrefs of a 
union they had fo much- at heart.* Apparently uncon* 
fcious of the growing importance of* a friend, to -whom 
they were fo warmly attached, not a fmgle obfervation 
cfcaped tliem- ; and thus was Serafina entrapped and 
capfhatedy before (he had received the leaft fufpicion .

Serafina, overcome by a deelaration which ihe haii 
long fervently wifhed, jisbd avertgd her face for th^

. ing in rebellion againft their lovely miftrefs, crjmfonod 
her face, and filled her eyes with tb« mqft ijejido^s 

r tears fiie had ever ihcd. Soon, however, refuming her 
native fortitude, {he- wiped from her cheeks thofe <)f- 
iScious drops ^ and, fmiling with more beauty than poets 
ever yet attributed to the dewy morn, with mild dig- 
nity (having previoufly entreated the fupplicating Sey- 
mour to quit his humble poftore) (he thus r,efppnded :

True, I imag- 
ined myfelf unalterably attached to it ; but why fhouul

The now, affianced lovers received the congratula- 
tions of their friends, with their accuftomed dignity of 
character ; no unnece/Tary delays were permitted ; a .

Wnis, in this elegant and ufeful art. Novels, I think, 
may very properly and advantageoufly conftitute the

"provided always thdtjhe purfues her retiding under the ju* 
items dlre^ion of her guardian friend : By the time Hie 
hathcompleted her fourteenth year, (fuppofing the voice

NO courier ever produced a letter with an air of 
greater importance than did our boy PlatO; when, ten 
moments lince, he handed me yours. Indeed he 
fcems much elated with his new office ; and I freely 
own to you, my dear girl, that I am fond of giving 
pleafure even to Plato. When pleafure refults from 
duty, as in the* prefent inftance, it can hardly be en- 
joyed too hixuriantly. Thofe beings who are fre- 
quently fubjedled to the caprice of the petty tyrants 
whom they fei-vc) derive their exiftence from the fame 
fource with their mafters and miftrefTes ; their deftlna* 
tion is alfo fimilar to ours ; and, confidering the natur* 
al love of liberty which predominates more or lefs ii> 
every human boibm, and the pangs which muft confe* 
quently refult from fervitude, it is a duty incumbent 
upon us to raider that ftate of fubordmation in which 
fervants are providentially placed,^ as eafy as poffible.

Of injujiice, becaul'e, as I have juft hinted, we 
t/iereby condemn,' or make an individual fuiFer,.for a 
circumflance not to be avoided, and which tlic voli- 
tion of the being, v/hofe misfortune we thus aggra^- 
vate, was no how accefTiiry in procuring. Of ifftpiety^ 
becaafe we thus irreverently fubjecl to rldicvile, and 
tacitly arraign, the wifdom of that Supreme Being 
who p^refents^ his produ«5kicns precifely in the order 
and manner which, to his unerring judgment, feem- 
eth be/l. There can be. but one good reafin, for hold- 
ing up to the view of the world at large, or the indi- 
vidaal la particular^ a- def<)rmLty either in tlie intel- 
le(^aal or animal conformation. It is fuperfluous ta 
*add that this is refdnnatton^ and where this is not the 
objed, thofe. who remark thereon are both off.cious and 
. ilt-natured^ THe truth is,: the perfon of Mifs Hay den 
is uncommonly beautiful, her underflanding is natur- 
ally good, and had her education been proper, Ihe 
"would undoubtetUy. have been acknowledged a very 
lovely young perfon.

!iand» as I was feated at my writlng-deik, in a clofet 
adJ4Hnine toMargsu-etta's, a few disjointed fentences» 
which fcdl from the lips of my wife, during one of thoie 
hours appropriated to the inftrudtion of her heloved 
charge, I tranfcribs them from my minutes. 

" There are, my love, a variety of means, by which 
fou may infure to yourfelf the general good wiflies 
and edeem of all thofe with whom you aflbciate ; and 
liiis, too, without parting with a Ihilling of your prop- 
erty, or the finalleft inconvenience to yourfelf.

The heroes of antiquity, grouped together, 
conHdered as a fplendid conuellatton, illuminii 
tremendous periods, which, fraught with bio 
murder, unveiled fcenes that feemed to thres 
univerfal wreck of nature ! Lycurgus, the Lac 
nian leeiilator, evinced his integrity in the moi 
ous adions of his life ; no difficulties were tc 
for his enterprizing ipirit. Zealous for his cc 
weal, he endured every hardfhip ; vifiting the 
men in various cities, that he might, by their c 
wifdom, become qualified to coimilt the genera 
His valour was equal to his love of informati( 
early life he was proof againil the ^ault of pe 
beauty ; he cheerfuUy rengned royalty ; and, al 
fome of his regulations, apparently at variani 
nature, may be deemed rigorous and cruel, 
cannot call in queilion his probity, nor the light h 
he himfelf regarded his inilitutions, when we fi 
voluntarily yielding up his life, in the hope of i 
their perpetual operation. 

Solon, the Atlienian law-giver, united wifdi 
clemency ; bisjphilanthropy was demonftrated 
remijfion of dehtsy and his exempting the bodyfr 
ure in cafes of infolvency. He abrogated the 
laws of Draco, and equity was the balls of 1 
ceedings : He ordained, alfo, that no one ihou 
evil of the dead. Thefpis, the immortal father 
drama, was cotemporary with Solon. 

Numa Pompilius was a virtuous prince. He 
born to humanize the ferocity of the Romans ; 
tivated the arts of peace ; and his fuppofed inte 
with the goddefs Egeria, giving him the afce 
over the minds of the people, he became indeec 
ereign, and he employed his power for the emo 
of his fubjedls. His acceptance of the royal < 
was in conformity ta their perfevering impoi 
and he juftified their utmofl coufidencet. His 
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were defcriptive of wi^om ; he ereded public. 
£s ; he fhut up the temple of Janus ; and» al« 
h he exercifed fovereignty for the fpace of forty- 
years, this temple waa never again opened dur- 
s reign. Numa exhibited an example of juftlce^ 
ncy and goodnefs ; and the benign virtues of 
nity prevailed tluroughout his dominions. The 
IS of contei^tion were cut off ; .the gentle breezes 
nplacency Were abroad ; the healthful and tran-. 
zing- occupations of agriculture were diligently 
cd ; the.au^ority of religion was eftablilhed ; 
>eqple faw .good . days .; . feiUvity. gladdened . their 
s; and amufements,. under the aui'pices of virtue, 
veftablilhed. Xtaly afTumed a face. of confidence 
contentment ; an amicable intercourfe fucceeded. 
tboftilities which had dil^radled the land ;:a per- 
oa of fecurity obtained, and commerce revived, 
alerius [became illuftrious by his virtues. He was 
r'md.af.the people ; his condefcenfion to > their feel- 
obtained for him the fimame of Publicola. He 
itli&ed, without hefitation^ the fuperb manfionr 
h gave them, offence ; he inverted the injigma of 
3rlty as he approached their. aiTemblies ; >thus \n^ 
ig.Ws reverence for their fentiments, and his ac- 
^kdgment of their fovereignty. By thefe judicious 
eSions he cut afunder the fuiews of envy, and ef- 
iM himfelf in the hearts of the many. He was. 
irft Horaian conful that ever mounted a triumphal 
iot. ; and the oration which he delivered at the. 
ral of Brutus, is faid to have originated that cuf- 
among the Romans.^ Publicola.ena<5bed wife and- 
table laws, , and he communicated to his adminiA 
on the requifite energy. He gave liberty to of^ 
»s, condemned by the confuls, to appeal to the 
f. No perfon> could legally excrcife. any office, 
bad not been ele<5ted by the free fuffrages of th^. 
'*i andhe .exeifipted the poor from any cujiom^ or iuL^ 
^f^ defcripthn i He ordained queflors ; he exer^ 
tibimfetf in ads qf liberality ; and he was induf*. 
^ in eJfciblUhing all ,that equality 'wkich is coHfiJka$; 
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with the regular adminljiration of government. He wa» 
an intrepid warrior ; he was vi^orious over the ene- 
mies of his country ; he was frequently ele^ed conful ; 
his triumphs were repeated ; and he died, honoured 
and regretted. The Roman ladies, to demonftrate* 
.their high fenfe of the merit of this illuftrious citizen^ 
appeared in black one 'whole year after his deceafe* If 
Solon's -definition of happinefs rs adinitted, Puhlicola- 
fjjas happyy for he nvas virtuous ; he ferved his country- 
honour ahly as a legijlator and a general^ and his fervices 
nvere gratefully compenfated. He died amid the continued 
vi^ories of the republic^ tuhich had attained refpe£lahility 
under his aufpices ; and to hint is referred the fpUndor and^ 
anceflry of the noble houfis of the Public^ f the Meffallo' 
and Valerii. 

Marcus Furius Camillus bore many honourable of-^ 
iices under the Roagan commonwealths Perhaps, iF 
we except the Decii and the Regulii of the Roman 
hiftory, it records few, if any lives, that exhibited more- 
uniform and glowing patriotifm. He was five times 
chofcn di(5tator ; and hts deeds of worth rendered thc- 
family of Furia illuftrious. The authority which de- 
volved fingly upon himfelf, he judicioufly communicat- 
ed ; and when he was aflbciated with^ others, the ele- . 
vation of his underftanding, giving him to originate- 
every feafonable and important regulation, rendered' 
his fuperiority apparent. It is remarked of him» that 
he commanded ^without envy^ and that hi« contemporaries- 
cheerfully yielded him the preference. It was during a 
conteft relative to Camillus, that the Roman ladies 
evinced their patriotifm by parting with their jewels r 
in confideration of which, a decree pafled the fenate, 
that orations Ihould be . pronounced at the funeral of 
meritorious women. The indignation with which Ca- 
millus received the infamous pedagogue who betrayed 
the Falerian youth, bafely conducing the ftudents 
C(mimitted to his care into the Roman camp, and his 
equitable decifion relative to the traitor, demonftrates 
the wifdom and integrity of his charadler ; while his re- 
marksy on that memorable occafion, are defcriptive oi 

magnanimity, 
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gnatiiihity, heroifm and reAkude. War^ iaid hcj 
f'ltfslf a ftifficient evil ; opprejjion^ cruelty and bhodjhed 
in itt train : Nevertbelefsy the man of probity *will 
' fiuare his ailions ty the rule of right ; he ivill not 
ft a vi^lory obtained by perfidy ; but he nvilltrufl to his 
valour to procure for him that decijion^ ivhich thejuf 
of his caufe may authorize him to expe^. Virtue, as 
ften happens, was, in this cafe, its own reward.'

Providence at length invefted, him witJi ti© 
fovereign authority ; but his dominions were pr^ouflf 
reduced to the very brink of deftrudtion, and his prof- 
pe(fls wer^ indeed truly lamentable.

y^ARY, utterly averfe to the departure of the 
.Vi kingy oppofed it by every proper method i 
id her condefcenfiony upon this occafioiiy was truly 
niable, truly femmine. But his peevifhnefs and his 
iftmacj reiiXained invincible^ and it was in thofe in« 
refting monoients that he conceived the ungratefid 
Hign of divefHng Mary of that fovereignty to which 
|ewasbom— of placixig the crown upon the head of 
is infant foa, and of afloiutngt as his father, that au«. 
tority he was fo ill qualified to maintain. Yet the 
leen, although apprized of thefe proceedings, perfe« 
red in the mild fyflem (he had adopted .; and, while 
T hoars of retirement were devoted to forrow, Qie 
•Qtbued in public, to difguife her grief by an aflum- 
i gaiety ; and her elegance, urbanity and native 
g^tfyprepofFefled in her favour all thofe with whom 
e a&ciated. 

The perturbed fituation of her niind brought on, 
Jwever, a dangerous illnefs : It was apprehended her 
& momenta were at hand ; and (he yielded herfelf* 
ith holy refignation, to her fate. The king contin- 
'd unmoved, nor deigned, even at the moment when 
^ death was pronounced inevitable, to make her a 
E^gle vidt. But (he was reftored to health ; and in 
« fucceeding indifpofition of the king, (he exhibited 
feverfe of condud, which refleds the higheft honour 
pon her principles and her humanity. Uninfluenced 
ftheremonftrances of thofe who eagerly folicited her 
^ procure a divorce, her hu(band*s danger awakened 
^^ teadcreft fympathies of her generous bofom, and 
'^ ceafed, in the calamity of the moment, to remem- 
^ ier maaifold injuries ! Days and months had re< 

volvedy 
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irolved, and their lenient influence had blunted hct 
ieen fenfe of the wrongs flie had received. She Vas by 
nature placable ; her atiger refembled the pafling clou^ 
t^rhich, for an inftant, intercepts the mlldry beam- 
ing radiance of day ; and while her ftreamtng eyes 
evinced her grief, no vindi<flive paffion hafboured in 
her bofom ! Her tender melancholy paved the way to 
the renewal of her affedtion, and every fenfe of difobli- 
gation, every idea of his inferiority, Kke the vifion of 
U)me dark and comfortlefs night, in-ftandy vanifheA 
away. The king too, placed, in his own apprehen* 
fion, on the verge of di Ablution, experienced the faluta* 
ryfenfations of remorfe; and he reproached himfelf, iff 
the bittereft terms, for his ingratitude to the queen. 
The news of his relenting was expeditioufly conveyed 
to her; and all that impaffioned tertdernefs he had 
originated in her bofom, rufhed upon her memory-^ 
the felicities of wedded amity — ^the hour, which in tbt 
bloom of youth, and the full perfedion of her perfbuaf 
charms, devoted her to Damley — the lovely inhst 
whom (he hourly preiTed to her bofom — thefe inters 
cfting confiderations obtained in her mind their dw 
weight ; and, quitting her palace iii the depth of the 
wintry months, (he haftened to attend him ; with afi 
fecftionate affiduity flie hovered round his Ijed of lan^ 
guiihment, and her prefence, and her endearments op- 
erated as the fweeteft folace ; the mind of the king 
became tranquil, and health again glowed in his veins. 
He acc(Hnpanied the queen to Edinburgh, and her 
demonftrations of fond folicitude were unwearied. 

It was at this jundlure, that the nobles, who, by aar 
aggravated reprdentation of the king's oflFenccs, ha4 
cherifhcd the refentments of the queen, apprehenfive 
that the confequences of the reconciliation- bet ween th^ 
royal pair would be deftru<5Kve to tficmfelves, contrir- 
cd and perpetrated the murder of the king ! The

ed^ Ihat if hw kingdom and her life were the forfeit^ 
eUl 'thofe y^hio had pt\>cured a cataftrophe fo ihocking, 
(hotxld be profecttted to the death. She called on her 
efiemlAed nobles to aJIift her in her juft purpofe, of 
deHrering up to/cotidign ptmiftment, offenders fo 
nts^yciocis ; and, with flteaining. eyes and heart-affedt- 
ii^ eameftneisi {}ie<^onjared'tnem to leave no means 
iii«eflayed,wlMch might involve th^ remoteft probabil- 
t^ of a ferrender fo impoirtant. She pathetically la- 
inentedy tbot in a moment, when the funny beams of 
liope hadrwWitcd her bofom, when the clouds, which 
gathered romfd her profpedls, had began to difperfe, 
and the fercnepkafuresof domeMc life' were opening 
tolacrview, (be lliould thus fatally, by the audacious 
handof gttik, be overwhelmed 5|i fbrrow, and confign- 
€d over, the faaplefs vidim of a tranfa<ftton, darb, une* 
qtmMed, and tremendous ! . 

The circumftances attendant upon the kmg's death, 

wtre fufiictent tQ enkindle in the bofom of hismanity 

the keeneft regret ; and to this canfe the extreme de^ 

jedioti of Mary is to be attributed. The moft af- 

fedionate and meritorious of men could not have 

been lamented with more unequivocal demonftrations 

of grief. I^imured in the deep recefles of her caftle, 

Ihfc reflgned herfelf : to the moft lively forrow ; her 

apartments were hung with blaek^the light of the fun 

Wis'cxcluded ; and the* faintly burning taper but fcrved 

to mark the glooms which hovered' round her;

Bat emerging^ at kfigthi Scorn this extreme of griefi 
fhe adopted the iQoft vigorous meafures for appre* 
hending the regicides* Many cfrcumftance^ produeej

addition of a &ee amnefly, was proffered to the con- 
fpirator^ who (hould make an unreferved difclofure of 
his own.guilt and that of his accomplices* In conie* 
quence of tliis proclamation, placards were affixed iq 
various public places, accufing the Earl of Bothwellf 
aiiid .others, as die murderers ; bjat as thofe papers and 
placards infuiuated, that tAf queen h^rfelf had been a 
party concerm4^ fhe very juftly efli|iiated their ipnoccncc 
}>y her own* Both well, fol.emnly attefting his integri* 
J:y, loudly demanded a trial, and he inveighed bitterly 
^gainfl )iis calumniators ; no pofitivc proofs were ad^ 
d.uced of his guilt ; tjie E^rl of Lennox ^one appeared 
^gainil him, and not ^ fingle witnefs to corroborate 
the .charge was produced. The queen'js council afe^' 
ed to confider Both well ^s the fubjed pf rancorous 
pialice* ; the principal nobility warmly efpeiifed hb caufcf 
and they charged the Earl of Lennox with adding un- 
der the influence of tlje moft igjaoble paflions. The 
queen had frequently remai ked that Lennox was Mi 
picious, revengeful and paifionate. The defamation, 
in fuch geflier^l circulation, might probably, rcfult 
^om his arrangements; and befides, the imprcffiot^ 
that the aflaffin was armed againil her own life aUb, 
being ift^libly infixed upon her mind, a dcfig^^^ 
fitrocious, widi refpcdl to her, could apt confift witlj 
the unbroken fealty, and uniforxp homage, which the 
fondudt of the Earl of Both welj had invartablj exeni' 
plified. Bodiwell was, however, brought to a pubii? 
trial, and the jury, acquitteqi him of all (hare in the 
king's murder I If this judgment is Zfi, eyiicnceof

Imd juilice» however ignominious it Vfizj be deemed^,-

©f the ]^uthful Douglas— we hail the emanc^atedi 
^een, and we would gla^y dwell upon the narratjoiv 
•f her fhort-lived triumph ! — ^The ' aft ' of anmcfty>' 
which, withf&ch. unparalleled clemency,: ihs tendered' 
to tranfgreifors of fo deep a die, was exa<5lly corifoiliK 
able to that divine benevolence, which. gave a luftrcto 
all her adlions. But nothing lefs than, her utter rcitf 
could coimplete the fanguinai-y views of lier virulent 
adverfaries.

Elizabethy in 3ier own dominions^ ^as. .nearly deA 
pptic f ihe maintained an afcendency in the Scottifli 
councils.; It would have been eafy for her to reinftat^

^dure would have been pmcely, it would have be^ 
jgreat) and nobly worthy the combined claims of ihx, 
of kindred, of misfortune^ and of QueenJhip 1 It 
ivould have been an a^ion fuited to the majeEy of the 
fovereigpi of a powerful and gallant nation. But if 
Elizabeth could not ibar fo high, had ihe marked the 
arrival of Mary by thofe tender offices of friendfhip 
nrhich are the balm of life-— had (he received her as 
her gueft, yielding her thofe honours which were 'due 
20 her rank^ — ^had (he. exercifed her authority and iiw 
£uence to render her (ituation eligible — ^had (he indul- 
ged the lovely mourner with tnofe intercourfes of 
amity, which in every period of her life were fo.com* 
f letely in unifon with her feelings— the forrows of her 
kear^*had been aiTuaged j we (hould have regarded 
Elizabeth with complacency, and fought for the mo- 
tives of her limited icindnefs, in that policy, to the ob- 
fervaace of which, the exigencies of ftate may fre- 
quently condemn the philanthropic mind. 

But the condui5l of Elizabeth was unfexual, unjuft* 
and infinitely cruel. The defolate queen, rudely de-

How pathetically interefting, how modeftly digni- 
fied, and how charaderiftic of the amiable writer. 
Iput Elizabeth remained unmoved; the enemies of 
Mary were infpirited, fanftioned and patronized, while 
^« interpofition of her friends was wholly difregard* 
^« ComAiilfioners for the trial were appointed, and 
^ey were dire^ed by Elizabeth to proceed in fuch a 
'banner, as to infix upon the reputation of the Queen 
Vol. IL P of 
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' of Scots an indelible (lain ! Yet in the courfe of theif 
inveftigation, inconteftible proofs of her honour preff- 
ed upon them, and they could not but commifcrate a 
princefs fo unforttinate. The deputies of Mary infill- 
- cd that fhe iliould be heardj but their remonftrances 
were difregarded. ** v/» jaccufationy^ faid they, " U 
given ;. the perfon accufed is anxious to defend herfilf; this 
privilege is denied to hevy and yet a demand is to h£ fnade 
for the vouchers of her guilt ! What is this hut an open^ 
violation of jujlice ?** Thus was every xneafure cruelly 
calculated to deepen the diftrefs of the Scottifh queen. 
Tremendous was the crifis Ihe had obtained-— thick 
darknefs overftiadowed her — of crimes of the deepeil 
dye fhe was acciifed, and pretended proofs were on the 
point of being produced ! Had flie been confcious of 
guilt i fhe nvoiild have JJjrunk frtnn the ordeaU but flie i«- 
plored and demanded permifiion to confront her adver- 
faries ; and this privilege^ diis important requeft, this 
rightf was barbaroufly denied her ! Tlie artifice and 
duplicity of Elizabeth fucceeded but too well ; for al- 
though no formal decree was obtained, yet upon the 
credit of papers proved (by internal conviSiiony andafi- 
ries of ificontejiible fa^Si) atrocious forgeries, anatteznpt 
was made to ftamp upon the public mind a laibng 
impreffion of Mary's guilt.

•* tereft of dillrefe, the dignity of tmmcrlted misfor- 
** tunes, and the pride of injured integrity. She was 
•* alarmed with guilty terrors ; the image of a hated 
•* rival iathe moment of viftory haunted her; and 
"her difturbed imagination painted the lofty de- 
** meanour of the Queen of Scots — her indignant emo- 
•* tions, and the lightning of her eye. She could not 
" think of confenting tb a meafure, where Ihe had ev- 
" ery thing to lofe, and nothing to gain ; and flie was 
•* too wife to exhibit herfelf an open and detcftable 
** monument of fpleen, difappointment, perfidioufnefs,, 
•^ rivalfhip, jealoufy and anger." 

Thus did Elizabeth facrifice true glory to her paf- 
.fions. Had the Queen of Scots been lefs beautiful^ 
kfs accomplijfhedj and lels meritorious, Ihe had not 
Wome the vidim of hatred and perfidy- When it 
is remembered that the ingrates who appeared to ac- 
cufe their fovereign, abfolutely flood charged by the 
Earls Huntley and Argyle, as the abettors of the 
king's death, and that the expe6l:ation.6f the formal 
prefentment of the proteftation of the two Lords, ac- 
celerated the difmifiion of the murderers from the 
€Ourt of Elizabeth, it will excite equally our aftonilh- 
ttent and: our indignation ; and humanity will.blufh« 
at a tranfa<5lipn j which perhaps has not a parallel in 
^e annals of hiftory I 

In the midft of thpfe dark clouds in which Eliza* 
^th was feeking to envelope the Scottifh princefs, her 
beauty and various, accomplifhments made, upon tlie- 
toe of Norfolk an indelible imprcilipn ;- and, con* 
winced, of her innocetice and her integrity, he fought 
^th impaffioned ardour to obtain her hand in mar- 
riage; but to indulge Mary with the foothings of am- 
*ty, would, have been a. mitigation of her fate, that 
came not within the plans or Elizabeth ; and at the 
foment when the mutual efteem of this illuftrious^ 
J^d amiable pair h;ad ameliorated into the tendereft. 
W, the attachment of the duke of Norfolk proved' 
^niin, and he loft his life upon the fcaffbld, while 
^e inaccent obje(ft of his preference was fubjedled to. 

fieih. 
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frefli indignities ! At this period, to pronounce in the 
prefence of Elizabetlx, the name of the Queen of Scots, 
was fufficient to diftort her countenance by all the fren- 
zy of paffion ; and the Earl of Huntington, interefted 
in procuring tlie death of Mary, was alTociated witft 
her more humane keeper ! he was ferocious, and un- 
feeling, and his commiflion authorized his inhuman 
feverities ! her diftrefles were to Huntington matter 
of exultation — ^her favourite domeftics were torn from 
her — the number of her fervants were curtailed — the 
moft fcrutinizing watch was fet upon her condudl — or- 
ders were iflued for intercepting and conveying to die: 
queen of England, letters written in the confidence o£ 
tender friendlhip ; and if her prifon fliould be furroundi' 
ed wij^h a force adequate to her refcue, Huntington^ 
had dire<5tions ta aiTaffinate her 1! 

The Earl of Murray renewed and continued Hi 
traitorous pra6iices. He had covenanted' with Eliza* 
bcth to furrender to her the fon of Mary, whom fte , 
was folicitous to involve in the ruih of his mother, and 
to receive from her the C^een of Scots, with full lib* 
erty to inflidt upon her whatever indignities might 
fuit his wifhes — when he was arrefled by the dart of 
death. Nor do I wonder that my Margaretta ihed 
no tears at his exit. His talents, though eiercifed 
in the mofl criminal practices, were great 5 andthefe-,, 
with a prepofTefling exterior, opened his way to that 
dignity, of which he was eminently unworthy. Yet at 
his death, Mary, pious and aiFe<aionate, lamented a. 
brother, whom (he confide red as launched into etepu^T 
under the prefTure of unparalleled guilt. 

The enormities of which the Englifh queen had been 
guilty to the Scottifh princefs, enkindled in the bofonjs 
of foreign princes the deepell refentments ; but thetf 
remonftrances ferved only to call into a<5lion the ad* 
drefs and perfidious diflimulatlon of Elizabeth I The 
death of Mary was only wanting to fill up the meafor^ 
of her wrongs ; and although even her enemies, wh» 
witneffed her behaviour, declared that the " candoo^^ 
** fincerity, and moderation, which fhe diiplayed, ^^ 
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•♦'foil ailurances to them that on her part there nvas n^f 
** occafion to apprehend any improper policy or art ,•" yet 
pretences to elFe^uate her ruin were induftrioufly. 
ibught and embraced. Mary, in the midft of her mii- 
fortuhes, ftill remembered that fhe was a queen ; no im- 
proper conceflk>ns efcaped her ; the fe verities exercifed; 
toward her, produced no undue humiliation ; her mindi

endeavours, to imprefs upon the public mind, a per- 
fuafion that her exiftence, and the profperity of the 
realm, were incompatible with the emancipation of 
the Queen of Scots... Mary had flattered herfelf that 
•when years fhould. permit her fqn to affume the reins- 
of government, and to a<5b decifively, her forrows,. 
ttrough hia intervention, would know a period ; and 
this maternal hope operated upon her grief worn. 
inind, as the. fweeteft folace*. But Elizabeth had been 
careful to implant in the mind of the prince the feeds 
ofdiftruftandanimofity againfthis royal parent j and 
while fhe excited and countenanced the rebellion of hi* 
to>je£tsifhe diredbedand awed his councils, and through, 
ierinfluenca the embroidered garment which hi&moth- 
^> in die dreary folitude of her prifon had finifhei 
®rhim, together with the jewels which ihe had intend- 
f^ as a memento of her affe<Sion, were returned, with; 
^i^eccnt marks of difrefpedl ! ! 
Elizabeth was purfuing with the fon the fame track 
|. ^ich hod. produced the ruin of the mother ; and: 
- figged letters were employed by her ambaflador, Ran- 
"P*ph»,for the purpofe of depriving.him of^the confi-- 
^nt whom he loved. Under fuch accumulated etils., 
*^ is not matter of aftoniihment Aat the health of the 
^ptive queen was rapidly declining ; yet, although the; 
^oft preifing reprefentations on this fubje<5t were mad^: 
^ Elizabeth, they were ineffe<5tual to procure- her thifc 
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fmalleft abatement of the rigours of her confinement t 
She was unfeelingly denied the prefence of the friendJ 
who would have foothed her forrows ! and fhe waJ 
even refufed the means of taking that air and exer* 
cife, on which her exiftcnce feemed to depend 1

^*' impartial triaL^^ Her enumeration of the injuries 
which fhe had received from Elizabeth is pointed bj 
truth ; and the fucceeding queftions which Ihe putsW 
that princefs with her fubfequent recital, muft ba^^ 

been barbed by conviction. *< After that I had cfcap- 
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•* ed from Lochlevin, and was about to give battle to 
«* my rebellious fubje<fts, I difpatched to you, by ex- 
«* prefs, the diamond which you fent me, as a token of 
** your love ; and I craved your aidv I thought that 
«* what I had 'received as a pledge of your aSedlions, 
<* would awaken them ; and, when you beftowed it, I 
** was not only flattered with large promifes of your 
" afiiilance, but you- even bound yourielf by your royal

" Xerruptedi. Tou arefludious^ to tear afunder the nearejl 
^ and the kindiieji ties of nature j and to feparate and di^ 
^mdi a mother and a fin I Is it fair or reafonable that 
" I, 'who am' a mother^ fhould be reftrained not only 
•*from giving j:ouncil to my fon, but that the diflrefles 
•'of his condition Ihould he artfully concealed from 
* me ? Let me befeech yon by the crofs and the pajjion of 
^Ckrifl our Redeemer, that yow ixiill bind to yourfelf him' 
*^andpiey in everlaJHng gratitude^ by permitting me to re-- 
^ fiejh my decayed body finienuhere out of England, after 
^ the languors of fi long andpainfuka Gonfinement, For 
**nje, this world has loft its greatnefs \ and if a prifon 
** is ftilV ta be my lot, if I am to know no joy on earth, 
,** do not rntennipt and oppofe m« in my hopes of heav- 
** en. Let me have a Catholic prieft to diredl me in 
"the road to another life, and to perform to me the 
'* offices of that religion in which I have lived, and in 
* which I -am to die. Reajfume the natural kindnefs of 
y^^ir difpofition ; fiften your difpleafure to a princefs ivho 
^^fo nearly related to you in blood \ attend at length, io 
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♦< my J uji complaints.; lit a* tender reconciliaihn take placn' 
** between us ; let not the groans and ftghs of 'my affli£ki 
^^ foul aftend any longer unto God i and let me. depart in 
^^ peace from this feene offorr$w,^ 

James would gladly have aiToctated mth his mother 
In the government of Scotland ; but Elizabeth nefari'^- 
oufly oppofed plans for the cftablilKment of Mary>» 
which fbe^heifelf, to anfwer a tlien prefent purpofe^had: 
originated. The rebels of Scotland boldly urged their- 
daims upon Elizabeth, by affinning that they had loft 
the confidence of their fovereign, and. their patrimonial, 
inheritance hi confequence of their combinations in 
her favour ! That Mary was eager to emancipate h&r-^ 
felf from the tyranny and cruelty of .Elizabeth, is be- 
yond a doubt. A queen* detained ^inp^iA)ny and bar-- 
' baroufly treated, while her. yirulent aldv^rfaries are.- 
permitted to ravage -her native realm — A mother^ fep- 
arated, during twenty revolving years, from a fon^. 
whofe opening mind ihe had wilhed to form, embracef^ 
with ardour, every propofition by which fhe may hope- 
to return to her dominions, be reftoredto the e;wrcifc: 
of her royal prerogatives, and to her maternal duties— 
Thefe were die crimes^ of which Mary, during her cap- 
tivity, was affuredly guilty \, and upon this foundation f 
was raifed the fuperftruiiure of tliat procefs, -which*, 
procuring her death, tenjxinated gloriouily, for herfdf,, 
and blafted with eternal infamy her malignant adver- 
lary*. The cruelties eacercifed towards' Mary in hei 
priibn, iaan outrage to humanity ; any inftance of be- 
nevolence or pity, exhibited to the Scottilh. queen, wa$ 
conftrued into a. breach of fidelity to Elizabeth, andi 
her flatterers became emulous in a(5ts of cruelty ; while- 
a hope was entertained that the aggravated calamities- 
to which the. royal priioner was fubjedled, would pre*; 
cipitate her upon fome rafli adlion, by which Ihe wouli- 
become in reality a criminal.. But her integrity re- 
mained inflexible ; and her. upright mind, nerved H 
confcious innocence, engaged witli. ardour in the habits-. 
of piety ; and, fupported by the confolatory truths ^ 
xeligioni coJitinued gjreatly fuperior. to the dcteftab^*- 
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plots fabricated for her deftni^ion. , Her adversaries 
were enraged at the inefficacy of their diabolical ar* 
rangements ; and, fruftrated in their moft fanguine 
purpofes, Leiceder, prime minion- to Elizabeth, dif^ 
patched aflaffins to feize, tn the gloomy recefles of the 
prifon, that life which had been fubje^acd tafuch a fe» 
ties of calamities ! 

But here, even the virtues of thofe haxd-hearted fav*» 

ages, Paulet and Drury, made a ftand ! They fpumed 

the emiffaries of Leiceller, and felt the degradation to 

which they were fubjecfled. Yet, notwith (landing they 

ftopped fhort of death, they were in the exercife of the 

\itmoft rigour. Her apartments, but two in number, 

were poorly funiifhed ; neither were they fufficient t9> 

fliield her from the inclemencies of the weather ; andj. 

that they might inflid: on her every fpecies of indigni-^ 

t^, they rendered her prifon a receptacle for comnMit 

offenders ; confining in her viewj a young man, whom^ 

after much perfeciition, they deprived of life, without. 

judge or jury ! They were indaflrious in cutting off 

every avenue, which could poilibly become an. inlet of 

pleafure to the unoffending vidtim of their rigoun. 

Through the medium of a lervant, (he had indulged 

the benevolence of her nature, by a regular diftribu** 

tion of charity among the fons and daughters of wanr,, 

"Who abode in the vicinity of Tutbury Caftle I And 

• who but muft execrate that unequalled inhumanity, 

'Which, having difcovered*, ftemly denied even thil 

foothing alleviation of her unparalleled woes ^ 

But Elizabeth had not yet attained the fummit oT 
^cr wiflies ; and, perfeveiing in her atrocious career, 
ber obfequious parliament gratified her by an unw 
precedented ftatute, which made " afovereign and tip- 
** dependent pptncefi- anfwerabk fir her condu^ to the fuh* 
*^je^s of another patentataP* Thus was the way opea 
for the accomplilhment of that tragical cataftrophe^ 
^t which the languinary views of the Englifh. queea 
bad fo long pointed ; and it i^nly remained to involve 
"^€ Scottilh princefs in real or fuppoftiious guilt. T<a 
*^are and betray the injured fufferer, arts the moft 
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sxquifitelf iniquitous were employed; nor was ajif 
temptation left uneflayed, which might allure her ia* 
to pra^ice$ agajnftjthe dignity and life of Elizabeth*. 
Babington's coufpiracy prefetited a favourable occa- 
fion, and every probable meafure was embraced to* 
engage her therein ; but her virtue and her difcretioit 
remaining inacceflibler was proof againft every af-. 
fault ; 2iXid.firgery became once more the dernier refirf 
of her implacable foes ! Letters were written for her, 
to which Ihe waj5 an utter ftranger ; and upon thofc, 
letters were founded her trial and fubfequent execu- 
tion ! ! Her clofet was rudely broken open, widiout . 
her previous expe(^ation of fuch an event, and her 
cabinets, borne to Elizabeth, were examined in her 
prefence ;, yet, amid the multiplicity of gapers they 
contained, to the no fmall regret of her eneimes,^ 
eriminating fyllabk inias not to be found i The nj^gM- 
nimity and genuine dignity, with which Mary replied. 
to the Qpmmiffioners, appointed- to proceed againil 
her, aftpnifhed and confounded even her moft. dcterf 
mined foes. " It is," faid fte, with admirable com- 
pofure, "a matter altogether unconamon, that Eliza- 
** beth ihould command, me, tofvhmit to a trials as '^l 
■^^ivere her fuhjell*. I am an independent, fovereign,, 
** and, . will not tarnifh, by any meannefs, my high 
•* birth, the princes my predeceflbrs,,andmy fpiw- To 
**fpeak to me of conwniffioners, is a vain mockery of! 
** my rank.. ' Kings, alone, can be my peers.. The laws 
" of England are unknown to me, and I have no coun- 
" fellors,.to whofc wifdom I can apply for inftro&on.. 
•* My papers and commentaries have been taken from 
••" me ; and tio. perfon (lan have the perihus couraga to fp- 
^ pear as my advocate.'' 

Thedefolate captive perfifted in denying the ao* 
diority of the commiflloners, yet flje was aware dat 
they would, notwithftanding, proceed to her tri?l> 
and a fweet hope of obtaining that triumph, to which 
Jier integrity entitled her, induced this truly intereftflJ? 
fuflPerer. tp wave for a moment her hereditary <i^*^' 
fliip, aiid to ag|)eai:. before the. tiibu^xrfthofe ute 
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^TS, "wlio wer^-predetermined to condemn her. Dig- 
nity, modefty, majefty and innocence, were ftrongly 
^ourtrayed in the matter and manner of her defence ; 
<3ind an attention thereto muft wring fympathy from 
the coldeft lieart that ever beat in a famman bofonK 
^ The accufatioh," faid fHe, " preferred to ray preju- 
** dice, is a moft deteilable calumny. I was not en- 
^* gaged -with Babington in his conspiracy; and I am 
"^^ ahogether innocent of having plotted the death of 
** Elizabeth." After having produced irrefragable 
proofs of her integrity, (he adds — ^** I will confefs that 
" I have yielded to the ftrong impulfes of nature ; and 
"** that Kke a human creature, encompafled with dan- 
■** gers, I have exerted myfelf to recover mj greatncfs 
■** and my liberty. The efforts I have made can er- 
** cite no iblufhes in me, for the voice of mankind mud 
** applaud them. Religion, in her fterneft moments 
"** of feverity, cannot look to them with reproach ; 
**and to confider them as crimes, is to defpife the 
**fanftimonious reverence -of humanity, and to give 
"\^ay to the fuipiclous wretchednefs of delpotifm. 
^^ But the attainment of my kingdom, the recovering 
"** of my liberty, and the advancement of that religion 
** which I love, could not induce me to (lain myfelf 
*' with the crimes which are obje<Eted to me. I Avould 
^* (^dain to purchaie a crown by the afTaffination t)f 
** the meaneft of the Jinnian race. To accufe me of 
** Icheming die death of the queen, my fifter, is to 
** brand me with the infamy which I abhor *moft. It 
^* is my nature to employ the devotion of Efther, and 
** not the fword of Judith. But amidft the inclement 
** and unprincipled pretenfions, which my adverfaries 
** are pleafed to invent, to overwhelm me* with ca- 
** lamities and anguilh, I can trace and difcover the 
** Teal caufe of their hoftjlity and profecution. My* 
^* crimes ar^, my births the injuries I have been compelled 
** to endure^ and my religion^ I tint proud of tl?e firjly I 
** can forgive thefecond, and the third is a fource to me of 
*^Juch comfort and hope, that for its glory I nvi/l he con" 
^ tented that my blovd Jfjall fow upon the fcaffold.^^ 
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. llie foul-affeAing pleader evinced her cxquifite fen- 
iibility and deep fenfe of gratitude, when, during her 
^rial, reference being made to tlie Earl of Arundel, 
ivith ftreaming eyes Ihe pathetically uttered the mem- 
orable exclamation^ which has been fo often cited : 
** Alas ! alas ! honv much has the illufirious houfe cf 
** Ho'ward endured fir nie /" Beauteous and deeply 
Vrronged mourner I never was calamity more dignifi- 
ed, never was forrow more ennobled ! In vain did 
fhe folicit permiflion to juftify herfeif before the Brit- 
ilh parliament, or Elizabeth and her privy council. 
Her enemies continued deaf to her folicitations, and 
with unprincipled effrontery, under the fanc^ion oi a 
legal procefs, in which the greateft outrage was don^ 
to jufUce, fcntence of death was pafled upon the Queea 
©f Scots ! nor was tlie execution of this unprecedented 
fentence long delayed ! \ 

Meafures were taken to procure the confent of James 
to this violation of hofpitality, decency, and nature I 
But the propofal filled him with aftoniftiment, grief, 
indignation <ind remorfe. He fpumed, with filii de- 
teftation, every fuggellion upon this head, and haften- 
ed to difpatch to Elizabeth the moft fpirited and re- 
fentful reprefentations, upon the enormous violence of 
her proceedings.

" lam happy 9 Madam^ that lam arrived at the tajiflage 
^ofmy long and lamentable pilgrimage. My fate y though 
'* altogether unmerited^ I fhaU encounter loitb cheerfulnrfs. 
•' There are now a few circumftances only which at- 
^ traA my attention ; and for tliofc it is proper that I 
" apply diredtly to yourfelf In England, which has de- 
" parted from the true religion, I cannot hc^e to be 
"interred with the kings, our progenitors, according 
**to the ceremonies of the Catholic church. In Scot- 
**land, the fepulchres of my anceftors have been pro- 
** faned and violated* When my enemies, therefore, 
"have glutted themfelves with my blood, I entreat,, 
'^ that my remains may be carried by my domeftics to 
" France, where the bones of my mother are depofited. 
** There, my body, which never knew any quiet while 
"jny foul was united to it, will reft in peace. As my 
" fecond requeft, I beg that I may not be abandoned 

* to the fecret tyranny of my advedaries. They may- 

* confume me with lingering torments ; or, what I 

* dread more, they .may fully my fame with foul flan-p

' and deep anguilh, which* marked the concluding hours 
of Elizabeth, and which operated fo forcibly as to ex- 
tend her, for the ten fucceeding days and nights imme- 
diately preceding her exit, upon the floor of her apart- 
ment, exhibit a Rriking contrail to that ferenity "which 
illumined the parting moments of the Queen of Scots, 
and forcibly point the difference between the fenfations^ 
of that mind, which, ftained with guilt, becomes the 
abode of remorfe, and the calm refle<5tions of the bofom 
which hath cherifhed the propenfities of integrity, and^ 
in which white-robed innecence hath delighted to dKvdl. 
It i« worthy of remark, that Elizabeth refigned 
with her life, all pretcnfions to that crown, of the 
titles and fucceffion of which fhe was fo tenaciour; 
that the fon of Mar^ mounted the EnglHh throne ; 
that a princefs, lineally defcended . from her, iff the 
fourth generation, had the glory of uniting and cohfol- 
idating the realms of England and Scotland, unrfcr 
one general government ; and that, if we except the 
ufurpation of Oliver Cromwell, the BrJtifh fceptre 
hath, from- the death of Elizabeth, been^ centinaaHy 
fwayed by the pofterrty of the Queen of Scots. 

Defirous, my dear Margaretta, to delineate to you-- 
my fentiments, together with, the reafons on whicL 
they are grounded, I have engaged in a more copi' 
ous detail than I had defigned ; yet it 'may leadyo^- 
to an accurate ftudy of an interefting piece of hlftoiry ;

k S it^is of importance to form juft Ideas of pcr-

ive Sully's Memoirs a fecond perufal; and, that'you. 
iay do diis both with profit and pUafure, I proceed ^ 
imycuifory remarks.' ^ 

You ought, my love, to confider that tlic Duke of. 
iillj was, co?ftpariztivelyy2L private man. Henry was 
Srn for a nation, and the duke was bom for the king.. 
enry midoubtedly poffefled tlie talents of a great 
irrior.-and a great monarch— Sully was an able 
inifter of incorruptible fidelity -and uncommon dif- 
:ereftednefs. But whiW we do' juftice to this illuf-. 
ous ftatefman,we cannot, however, regard him as a. 
iltlefs^ chara<5ler ; we think the treachery and diffim- • 
Ition by. which he obtained from: the Count of Soif- 
is, and the Pfincef^ Catharine^ tlieir marriage con- 
ift, was highly reprehenfible ; nor are we quite fatif-. 
i with the duke of Sully for fo frequently- holding 
to public view the diiTehfions of the royal pair. He 
) often unveils his hero ) he dwells too circumftantial- 
upOii tllat purt of his charader in which alone he 
s vuliierable.. It is true the iniportance of the minil- 
is thiis augmented/ but this does not diminiih our * 
^ft at the recital j and when- he relates fo much, 
d with W afF(^dlation of delicacy, pretends to conceal, 
rreai ^W, 'left it fhould ' obfcure tlie luftre of his 
ifter^' glf^rjf the impofition becomes grofsly palpa-. 
; ; we lofe fight of the. uniformly faithful fervant,;. 
d toehold only the ungenerous and abfurd egotiih. 
Sully, it muft be confelTed was always at |iand to ' 
aicatei.but ht is not therefin inveftcd with a( general >' 
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fiiperiority of chara^er. The mind, impajtcned^ and 
debilitated by any particular circtimftancej becomes, in 
the moment of wihecility^ unequal to cool deliberation ;. 
and, amid the hurricane of tlie paffions, it is incum- 
bent upon the man of reafon to point the better way.. 
If Henry'i difpleafure at his mi^fter was frequcndy 
without a caufe, hi& rcfentments appeared to hiin'^^\ 
and when invcftigation difcovered his error, hb frank, 
acknowledgments were worthy bi» chax5i<5ter ; and 
the noble- condefcenfion with which he invariably 
fought a reconciliation, was an abundant compenfation 
for any vehemence of paffion to which his ardent na- 
ture fubjefted him, Conftantly the firft to condemn^ 
himfelf for every intemperate ajft or expreffion, te 
delayed not the reparation, which, was always as am- 
ple and explicit as language could render it ; and he 
declared that confequent on every amicable ecIairciiTe- 
ment his flumbers were more fweet, and he efteem-^ 
ed theadjuftment of thefe grievances as an addition to 
his felicity. We cannot deny, that if the value and 
importance of the minifter was tlius_ deroonftrated, a 
moft enchanting idea of the franknefs and candour o£ 
the monarch is alfo given. Henry was aware of the 
natural vehemence of his difpofition, and his good' 
fenfe was cpnftantly arming him againft the inroadi 
of paffion. He was fully fenfible of the errors into 
which the angry man is often precipitated ; but virtue 
nerved his bofom, and he fuccefsfmly oppofed the af- 
faults of impetuous rage. A feries of csuamities, to- 
gether with his innate lenfibility, invefted him with /elf 
command. Reafon took the lead, and every refcntful 
impreflion fubmitted to her diiftates ; he became mSi 
by habit, and reflexion rendered him uniformly jnlt. 
Generofity was inherent in his foul ; and his innate 
coufcioulViefs of fuperiority, while it was far removed 
from the ddajlng effeSfs of felf partiality, invariably 
taught him to difdain a malicious or ignoble action* 
Sully obferves, that Henry ** never Jfirgot to re^DOrdan} 
** additional^ trouble by Jbme neiv injiance ofhif houtf^H* 
•* and that $fi^y proof of kindnefs made upon his mini^ 
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^ mMkle imprefiw ;** and indeed hiis liberality tvas oti- 
sffl occafions truly princely. 

No, my dear — l&ily was not the prineipal artMicer 
of Hemy^s glory ; nattjare had early marked upon the 
mind of the. youthfid prince the features of herotihi ; 
lis face was an index of his mind, and an elevation of 
ttpreflk)n and a prepc^Iing franknefs formed its- 
general contonp. His manners were infinuating and 
rail of wracity ; and even, in the commencement of 
fcs career, his virtues and his talents extorted the 
approbation of aM who knew him ; while his bntvcry 
and his military abilities rendered Kim the ibul of his- 
party. Henry cannot be juftly charged with a want 
»f tendemefs, becaufe Sully's memoirs prefcrve no 
record of his regrets on accoant of the death of h». 
»iother. It Ihould be remembered that at the demife 
^tht queen of Navarre, Rofny did not occupy that 
place in the king's bofom, to which his merit after- 
Wards iijtrodnced tiim. Catharine de Medicis waff« 
m^rdfs of f\iflicient addref* to garb her treacherou*^ 
and bloody politics in the alluring habiliments of 
l^fpedful kindnefs ; the Queen of Navarre, her family 
and acflierents, were efFe6i;uany deceived ; nor did the 
'wifdom-, experience and remarkable penetration of the 
-Admiral de Coliquy, efcape the foares which had. 
Wen laid with fuch exquifite diffimulation. 

The maffacre of 8t. Bartholomew, which may be 
J«iflcipally charged to Catharine de Medicis, wiH al- 
T'^ys (land prominent in the lift of bloody tranfac- 
fi'ons. Neither high birth, riches, virtue nor talents, 
^we a ppoteftion from the fury of thoie licenfed mur- 
derers, who were inhum^y let loofe lipon an unfu(^ 
pefting multitude ! Peaceable and unarmedy the de* 
fencdefs inhabitants imagined themfelves in tfie utmoft 
fecttrity, when, in one tremendous moment, the horri- 
ble dieftni^ion commenced. More than ten thoufan<f 
perfotts, with circumftances of aggravated and unpar- 
^elcd cruelty, were barbarouffy butchered! and fa 
compfehenfive was the infernal mandate which au* 
Aorizedtfak ftoeking caxnage^^ that k extended evta; 
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ta itifaatsr atitlie br^aft^. ' The ftreets ran vith' blood i* 
and» ** W/,' i///, majfacre^ the Huguenots ^ was thej 
watch'Word of the furiouily zealous Catholics !- That 
Henry, in a cataftrophe fo deeply tragical^ {hould fecl^^ 
hife individual griefs abibrbed in the national iafamf, > 
in the natiOHsu "Calami tyi) -is a eircumftance wMch^ 
evinces the patriot ifl»^ of his charader^^ and it became v 
him alfo to oppcfe, to the unprincipled and uiflcHoas^ > 
dcfigns of Catharuie de Medicis, a plan which might 
ferve as a barrier to <thofe mifchiefs {he dill contenK 
plated* ' Henry was in na inftance deficient in fenfi' 
biiity. His fifter had made an unworthy choice, audit 
became him, as-her^fovereign andber brother, to di-^ 
re^fb and ppint her confidence ; nor can his -fraternal ^ 
attachment with propriety be quellioned. - 

Henry's firft reception -of Rofny does honour to his^ 
leelingSyto his gratitude^and to his liberality \ and if.' 
he was bleft with an able miniftery his minifter alfo- ' 
was amply recompenfed; - The* confidence which the- 
king repofed in Sully, was a proof of his wifdom and ' 
penetration ; for it was. th& regularity and economy of ' 
tbe youthM candidate for his favour, which firft ad- 
TasTced him in^the efteein of hi& fovereign \ and-thi$>' 
ele<flionrin a monarch,- young, brave, impaffioned, and ' 
izv fome .inilances devoted to. plfafurev* fully evinoed ^ 
the folidity of hisunderftanding.,; But a fondnefsfon 
order feemed- inherent in the bofom, of Henry — ^Ht\ 
^^'nvas Sofin luitb the. virtues and method ^feconxmiyy of^' 
** therefore. praiiijed . them -nmtbout^ conftraint.^^ ' He dif- 
tinguifhed jjidicioufly ; and,^xiifcTiminating chara<f^€r* ' 
witLthe utmoft precifion, while he divefted falfehood/ 
o£ its glare, he^feemed tapofTefs a Jdnd of intuitive - 
knowledge of trutliw « 

His martial geniusy intrepid 'i)tavery,'and full prf- 
feflibn of military .taWts,*in all their fpkndid variety^ 
was evinced, by his remarks, while ye,ta child, upofl* 
the terrors of th6 veteran foldier 5 by the ardour whiA ' 
the relation of battles enkindled in* his youthful bo^ 
&m ; by his.undaunted heroifm and juft obfcrvations aj 
tbe^battLe of Moncontouri when he had hardly attalc^ 

bis 
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Bis iisteentb year ; by his addrefs and bravery, ia 
quelling the mtitincers in the city of Eanfe, while his 
i^cmiffion, of their oflFences gave thofe indications of his 
eJemency, which his fucceeding life abundantly con*» 
Srmed ; by his admirable condud at Nerac, extricat- 
ing himfelf by his valour from imratncnt danger ; by 
the order of his march to, and his attack of, Cahors ; 
by the hardfiiips which, for five fucceeding days and 
nights, he endured before that city ; and by his un- 
daunted and memorable reply to thofe who counfelled' 
a retreat — ^** 'TV/ Heaven luhhh dictates «ivhat I ought t9 
" da upon this occafion, Reme??iher theriy that my retreat 
^ out of this city J /hall be the retreat of my fiul front my 
*/* body. My honour requires this of me ; fpeak therefore to- 
** me of nothing but fi^litin^^ conquej}^ or death J^ Henry's, 
wfourccs in the midft ot difficulties, and the fplen(for 
mth which he emerged from the moft defperate cir- 
etonftances, with the facility with which he accommo- 
(iated hhnfelf to the moil laborious occupations in the 
military department, conducing the miners in perfon^ 
and animating the workmen by every proper exertion^, 
together with his capability of enduring fetigue, can- 
not but excite our aftonifhment 1 His viftory at Con- 
ttras — his commiferation for the children of adverfity> 
and the Yencrattoi;!' in which he held the meritorious^ 
foldicr — ^his generous aid of Henry HI. — ^liis arrange- < 
"inents upon tlie death of that prince — the invincible- 
resolution with which he furmounted difficulties fuffi- 
ctently piDwerful to overcome a hofl of warriors— his. 
«ftonifhing intrepidity in oppofing hilniclf, with only 
three thoiifand followers, to an army of thirty thoofandi 
men, alternately keeping guard ia perfon^ dire<fting 
the trenches, fnatching his hafty fuftenance in die ditch, 
and denying himfelf a moment's refpite from his un- 
j^aniHeled fetigues — ^are fo many fplendid claims upon. 
^ admiration ! His fuccefs, in a combat fo Unequal, 
in point of numbers, as was the battle of Argues, af-^ 
fumes a miraculous aipeA 5. nor can we withhold our 
'feneration, while lillening to his reply to the Count de- 
^lin, who expreiTed his furprife at the inadequate:

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number of .his troops-*-" T(mfi« not ally my friend ; for 
*^(ni reckon not God and -my elabnt ovhojight for meP 
l*he adlion of Argues^ would, fingly have fecured the 
immortality of Henry i but his ajpduous. ftmggles and 
uniform., bravery multiplied his exploits, and gave them 
a brilliancy worthy of the finilhed- chief which pature 
had defigned^. 

The military hero unitescondudt with.courage ; he 
coolly deliberates J and, what he theoretically rdfolves,- 
he pra<aically purfues. . Henry IV. exhibited this com- 
pljction of chara<5ter in ^a very, eminent degree ; and • 
Sully obferves^ that " he never Juffered his ardour in hat-- 
** tie to hinder him from following the calmer diiiates of 
" cwifdom.^^. At the battle of Ivry the Gallic hero* 
gathered frefh laurels': The exoellent difpofition of 
tlic feveral,diviiions, the valour-, with -which h& fought, 
and the vi<5lory. obtained over numbers fo greatly dii- 
proportioned to his own,, covered him wkh glory. On 
the evening preceding this adiony^ind in his fubfequeot 
condud, he gave ftrucing pifOpfs of a virtuous as well 
as a great mind ; . and • his tendernefs for Sully, who 
had. been wounded in tlie battle, is ftrongly evincive of 
that fenJibiUtyi in fnAuclh you fuppefehim deficients Hesrj, 
confidered as a warrici;,^ inpurfuit of glpiy aiui of a • 
crown, (his right to which was inconteftible) gave a • 
remarkable pi;oof of the .franfcendent goodnefs and ex- . 
quifite companion of .his heart, by raifmg the fiegc of 
Paris, at a. moment when its cenqueH was within bis - 
grafp,. merely to prevent that carnage which he had « 
difcovercd his fsldiers meditated, in revenge for the 
malfacre of St* -Bartholomew.^ and- hi& permitting the 
befieged^thofe fupplies which it was in his^pqwer to cut 
off, was a frelh t«umph of humanity. " lAtn not /tf '"' 
*^J>rifd/'- faid Henry, ^' that th^ Spqniar^iji and Jljechieff -■ 
^^ of the league haviC^ no contpaffion^ upon, ihefe^ poor peofki 
^^fheyare only tyrants : For nie^ I am 'their father o-^- 
*^ their ^ king^ and. cannot hear the recital of their calan^' 
**f/>x, *witSout being pierced to the foul, and ardently def^*' 
*^ingj9. bring them relief* J^ 
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"he enemies of Henry bore teftimony to his rare 
lities, particnlarly to his intrepid ^bravery. " By 
avens^^ faid they, *^this prmce- deferves a thoiifand 
rvjns for f>is vahurP' The ardour with whicn the 

expofed his.perfon on many occafions, and the 
mencewith which he yielded to his infatiaijle thirft 
jlory, triumphed, in fome inilances, over that pru- 
e which was generally a balance td his undaunted 
age. , Among thofe daring exploits, which were 
igly 'tinftured with rafhnefs, ^may'be reckoned tlie 
n of Aumale ; where lie oppofed himfelf, at the 

of one hundred foldiers, to the Prince of Parma, 
fe army confided of thirty thoufand efFe^tive men 1 
the valour and conduft of his retreat is perhaps 
vailed inliiftory. The reply of Henry to the re- 
iftrances of his friend, is the beft apology which 
be given for*thefe deviations ft-om his. generally 

and prudent movements — " / cannot do other^wtfe ; 
d'ijince it is for my glory and cro^n that I fight ^ my 
f and every thing elfe ought to he of no conjtderdtion 
thmer 

Xi inftance of "the kind's humanity occurs at Dreux ; 
re, in the moment of vidtory, arrefting the progrefs 
eath, he diftributed fums, proportioned to their ne- 
ties, among thofe who, ^us doubly conquered by 
prowcfs and by his munificent clemency, could 
ily help taking rank among the mod faithful of 
rubje<5ts. 

'i<a6ry attached itfelf to the perfon of Henry where- 
' he commanded ; and it was univerfally acknowl- 
sd, that to his^wn bravery and excellent arrange- 
its, he was indebted for the fplendor of his arms* 
the campaign in Burgundy, and the battle of Fon- 
e Francois, he even furpaffed himfelf. The enemy 
1 whom he fought were two-thirds fuperior in num- 
; but the Gallic hero was abundantly adequate to 
moft arduous achievements ; and his exploits dur- 

that aftion appear almoft miraculous : Every ^ 
ig, he was fenfible, depended upon his own cxer- 
is \ aad| at the hea4 of one hundred and fifty horfe^ 

he 
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he arreAed the flight of that divtfion of his army v^ldi 
had been routed; he oppofed himfelf bare-hes^^d fio 
the irapetuofity of the viiflors ; and, completely defeat- 
ing the enemy, fnatched from them a triimiph of 
which they feemed already fecure j and this admizaUe 
and well-timed exertion of valour, happily faved ibis 
followers from that general carnage which would h^ 
evitably have enfued. But I dp not aim at enumerat- 
ing all the battles and fieges in which this monarch 
was engaged. I only glance curforUy over, the ac* 
tions of a hero, who was neither, elated by profperit]^ 
nor dqwefled by adveriity. He communicated a por- 
tion of his ardour to thofe among his followers wfaj^ 
were the lead ambitious of glory. He was equal to 
every military duty ; and his invincible bravery and 
indefatigable application excited that noble emulatioQ« 
which is the parent of great adlions. 

But it is not as a military hero, excx-usively, that 
Henry is entitled to applaufe — ^he vras a patriot king^ 
His fubjedbs fliared equally his regards, while xaexk 
was fure to obtain his patronage. His entrance into 
Paris ftrongly marked his benignity, and his paternal 
attachment to his people. His foldiers, exadly i^ci' 
plinedj exhibited a degree of regularity that would 
have done honour to a well ordered family ; and, tak- 
ing poffeflion of the fquares and ftreets, in military v* 
ray, the populace fuftained not the fxnafleft injuiyi 
His enemies experience his clemency ; and in that 
triumphant moment when he might have taken an^ 
vengeance, a general amnejiy ivas proclaimed^ and ^ • 
thoie who had borne arms againft him were fully and . 
freely pardoned. On the petition of the injurcdtowns 
and villages, which, from the tremendous devaftaW 
made by die overflowing of the Loire, were ftrippcd 
of all their pofleflions, Henry thus diredls his miniitr i 
** God has given vie fubje^s that I may prefirve thm/V' 
** fxty children : Let them meet nnith tetidcrnefs and cbaril) 
^^frorn my council. Jims are airways highly accfptaikti^ 
•* Godf and in cafes of public mifery more efpecially fo^ 4 
w twoM lf€ heavy on my confdencCf if J neglefled to do a«?. 
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^^ thing I can fir their relief,*^ Thus, in >Brord and m 
deed, did Henry confult the public "weal. He confid- 
eted hlmfelf as placed at the head of a numerous fam- 
ityy whofe happinefs it was his duty to confult \ nor 
^d he helitate In i-elinquifliing his mod favourite puf- 
ftiits, if he might theteby cdntribUte to the felicity or 
ctaolument of his kingdom. ' 

Henry's clemency to delinquents was defcriptive of 
Ae utmoft letiity and tendemefs of difpofition- He 
preferved his fereiiity and cheeifulnefs, even when fuf- 
ftring from the ftroke of the afTaflin, who had aimed 
^ ineffedhial blow at his life. He laboured to preferve ' 
Mareichai Byron and other cbnfpirators ; and he mag- 
ilanimoufly paffed by evei^ offence, as far as was con- 
l&cnt with the fafety of his perfon and kingdom. The 
noble franknefs with which he received all tliofe, who, 
from whatever motive, had joined the league againft 
Km, greatly aiUgments the fplendor of his renown. 
His way to the throne of France had been ftrewed 
DHth difficulties and misfortunes, of a nature which 
required all his bravery and fortitude to furmount ; 
tet, having att^tied his hereditary right, he proved 
himiielf "greatly worthy the royal authority with which 
ht was cloathed* His reception of Admiral Villars, 
■^siio had thrown himfelf at his feet, whom he haftily 
i'Sdfcd, obferving, that fuch fubmiffion was due only to 
Ood — of the Duke of Maienne, whom he tenderly 
^xnbraced, and of many others, was truly magnani- 
llous, and ferves to evince the inborn grandeur of his 
fciil. The cheerfulnefs of his .difpofition endeared 
feim to his friends and the nation at large* " The 
^* Hneaments of his fiice^^ fays Sully, *^had that agreea^- 
** hie tivelinefs fwhich firms afiveet and happy phyftognomy^ 
** and perfi^ly fuited that engaging eajinefs of manners^ 
^ ivhichf though fitnetinies mixed ixiitb niajejiy^ never loft the 
** graceful affability and eafy gaiety ^fo natural to him.* 

' The veracity of Henry was numbered among his 
^arominent virtues. He pronounced an inviolable ad- 
herence to truth, the firft requifite in a man of genuine 
ivery and worth ; and, when dilating the articles 
Vol. IL R > of 
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pi capitulation at, a Acge» the facre4 neg^.d h^iwa% ' 
Icpown to pay to his word, rendered it to the befiegedl 
;iV acceptable a pledge, as tjie ftroj^geft honds whici 
fufpicion could invent- Hei>ry's /eefings, sis a father, 
hath not been furpafled ; As at hu(band, if he vmmi 
uxorious, he .was at leaft manly and polite ; andwh« 
it is remembered, that his matrimonial connexion was. 
ojily the fupe^ftrufture of policy, candour wilj coufefet 
that tjii? was U^e utmoft which ought to have been eao*. 
p'efted from a prince fuperior. to diffirijulation, . U 
Mary cle. Medicrs had been, bleft with diftretion, aai. 
ppffeflSd of thofe.attradlions, addrefs, and feminine drfr 
icacy, which haye diftinguiflied foi^/e Udies, (he Jfiiglj^j 
perhaps,,h5iye rendered Henr^ afeaionate. It \it9 
be lamented, that Margaret of Valpis wjis not to hi* 
jafte. I have always been particularly affeSed by. 
the hiftory of tliis prinpefs ^. her merit .appears ta nwt 
inconteftible ; H^ dignified' refig^jation of the ^ng. ; 
her unremitte4 attention to the perfpn whp fttccec(£A 
her, and the rationaJi,attachnient flie^ontinu^tofiviiJCft 
for the royal pair, are circumftances. which ^naowj^ 
her -truly noble, and place her, in njy. opinion, wi4 
jthe firft of women. 

Henry evinced his love of literature,, l^y his patroa- 
;ige of learned men ; and it is with regret we proceed 
to fay, that virtue muft deplprp the deep itede? too 
often thrown over the, ijiinlng qualities of the Gate 
hero. His illicit attj^chments frequently envdoped'HJ 
clouds the noble endowments of a mind,, capable tf 
exhibiting a^finifbed mo^el of trazjfceu^ent excellency 
Yet, while we lapient'a deviation fo. capital,, it is ^A 
pleafure we repeat a fad, which.muft be cpniSdered as 
ah ejfpilial. palliation' of this Jingk error* Hfnry f^^ 
fuffered a purfuit ofpleafure^ of, «wha{ever dffcriptioni ^9

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lei individual, are not always fuitable to the head and

France bied at evefy fore ; flie iXras tbrti fey inteftine 
^ViidCAis ; arid hei* eXtenfiVe provinces were on die eve

l^etpetuated the mifef y of millions, merely for the iake 
tf ideas, viKicYiy ftri^ly fpe^^ingy cannot lejaid to afnfli^ 
$ufe the fundafnefiiai articiis of religion ? Henry was a 
Ipatriot King— 'Muft he exhauft t&ofe talents which 
tfftJre calcukted to eftablifli the happihefs of a nation,^ 
fo deftroy tng a people he was bom to protcft ? Henry 
^as a tneritorious prince ; he \^as. entitled to felicity-— 
Muft ht devote himfelf to the calamities attendant up-

'ITie truth is, lienry w^ apKilanthrOpiff ; and thofe 
beneficent plans which, at an early period, occupied his 
mind^ not confined to France, included the whole 
Chriftian world/ Indeed it is from thbfe general ar- 
rangements, which;' calculated upon a large fcale, em* 
braced all Europe, that he is iriore particularly. enti- 
tled to the appellation great ; and, the probability . is, 
t&at had he accompliihed his vaft piirpofes, his wifhes 
would only have been bounded by the univerfe. • Heniis 
ry wlas well qualified for the completion of his mag- 
fianimods defigii ; he pofTelled an accurate knowledge 
€>f the ftate and various inter^fls of all tliofe countiies, 
the generalemolument of whTchhe contemplated; and 
Ks intrepidity, profound wifdom, and rare abilities, .

Tlje boundaries which he affixed to the fevcral powers, 
eifeftually barred Frkncefrom all acqtiifition ofterritorf$ 
and he only referved to himfelf the glory of dii^emma^ 
ting over the face of Europe the rich bleflings of.bsa-- 
mony and peace. That Henry fhould have been «ia* 
piible of conceiving this plan, at a period when Treast^ 
was reduced by inteftinc divifions to the verge of 4t- 
ftrudion,.and when he hrmfelf was nearly overwhcbs.- 
ed by misfortunes, is truly aftonifhing t and diat "wll&i 
thus ftruggling with calamity, he was able *o originate 
and organize the moft ardent and beneficial unite- 
taking that could occupy the mind of inan> lis a cir- 
tumilance which muft remain an incoritefiible procjf 
of the grandeur of his intelledt.

Charle«» mild and peaceable, and attached wit^ 
tven paternal tehdemefs. to his fubje^tsi. entered ^Mi' 
tfee Titmoft reluftance into thofe fknguihary meafintl^ 
that were deemed nefceflary to the prefervation cf re^ 
gal authority. Vigorous exertions^ at tSe coHunetitCf 
ment of the civil war>mitht have arrefted diattorrtttt 
of misfortimes by which he was afterwards ovoj 
whelmed.

Imagination prefents thi intereffing and highly in- 
jured prince. We behold his venerable head, .pieina- 
turely bleached by misfortune ! his beard is negledled, 
and even his apparel, worn and decaying, evinces his 
defolate fituation ! one decrepit fetvant only attends 
him ! he is forfaken and folitary ! he exhibits an af- 
fefting example of the inftability of human grandeur 1 
Over this melancholy figure of a deeply oppreffed fove- 
reign, we cannot but weep — every fentiment of com- 
miferation is embodied — and we Ipontaneoufly revef- 
ence the royal captive 1 

In the fate of Charles, and Mary, Queen of Scotjj 
who was his immediate grand-parent, there is, in many 
inftances, a ftriking refemblance. Like her'Sf ias 
troubles in a great meafure originated in religions dif- 
fcnfions. The fame fpirit, which in the days of Mar/ 
perfecuted Popery, how manifefted equal acrimony 
againft Epifcopacy ; and the fame vehemence was in ex- 
crcife againft the ufe of the liturgy, as had been hereto- 
fore oppofed to the mafs. Both thofe fovereigns hai 
the grief to meet in hoftile fields their rebellious fub- 
je€ls, and both were compelled to fly for fhelter to aa 
implacable foe ; both were betrayed, and in both it* 
ftances zjfecial edi6l was procured, on which to grouni 
- the procefs that aimed at the lives of thofe illuftriofl» 
fufferers I They were alike ftripped of th^ exteiti^ 


t$f xxsf akft and t&ey jmgfiSuaUy preferred their ardent 
folicitauoxis to be beard in their own defence in the 
prefence of the two houfes of j>arltament ! while^ by a 
iifiupat]0n of authority^ and under the regency of di- 
abolical paffions, they were alike produced upon the 
ica&Ld. The fortitude and noble ferenity of Charles 
was 9S exemplary as that of his royal ancellor ; but 
although his own misfortunes wrung no tears from 
bis eyes, or degradixi^ complaints from his lips, his 
«eryfoal was pierced for the calamities of his friends ! 
Yes, It coiaMs with the teflimony of hiftory to afle^, 
that no c6n(ideiation of his fufieringSy as an individu* 
aly could de&roy his equanimity of temper ; and al- 
though feparated from the beloved compatuon of his 
bofom, and dethroned by thofe rebellious fubjeds who 
were hourly aggravating their crimes, by heaping up* 
on degraded majefty every fpecies of indignity ! Al- 
though cruelly maligned, and bitterly inveighed 
spg^ainfty tmprifoned by his moft obdurate foes, and 
infamoufly treated ! yet, ftrange to tell, the benignity 
of his countenance, and the equality of his deportment 
continued uniform and unbroken, while every move- 
ment ittoi^ to ixj'-^In defiance of thofe accumulated 
twlsy nvbicb have confined for my deJiru£iion^ I am fUll a 
fivereign ; and, fupported by confcious reiiitudef tbefub^ 
Uniity of virtue confers upon me that kind of elevation of 
mdiich no earthly pymer can defpoil me. 

The foul-a^is^^ting meetings between Charles and 
his children, having moiftened with the temporary 
tear of remorfe and commiferation, even the eye t)f 
the obdurate Cromwell, muft in trut^ be beyohd the 
power of defcription ! Charles fupported, through his 
mock trial, an admirable prefence of mind ; and his 
Imrepid fortitude and heroic firmnefs, while encoun- 
tering thofe various and brutal indignities to which he 
^^ fubjedled, evinced that true magnanimity, which 
ccmld oidy have belonged to a mind radically Virtuous. 
iRie noble independence of lady Fairfax, and that un-i 
Runted heroifm with which fhe bore her perfonal tet 
timony, even in the jprefence of the mmrderers of the 
^ yo4-. !!• S ^"*g% 
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•Icing, agamft thoTe fanguinary proceedings avowedly 
aimed at the life of her fovercign, will refled etemsd 
iionour upon her memory I 

' To arreft the progrefs of meafures fo atroeioas, it 
was in vain that foreign princes interpofed their good 
offices; the preffing remonftrances of the relet^irtg 
Scots were difr^ar'ded, and the pathetic fupplications 
of the weeping Henrietta were incfFeftual ! ThePalk- 
lands and the H^onpdens of that day, weire, alas I no 
more ! The q.firighted virtues 'had either' fled the Al- 
bion ftiore, or were fequeftered in the bofoni of a few 
tipright perfons, whom the turpitude of the times had 
deprived of all power! Yet amid this general dtrtlk'' 
tioB of humanity, and prevalence of profligacy, we 
hail, with glowing admiration, the names of the 
.Duke of Richmond, the Earls of Hertford, Southhamp. 
ton, and Lindfay, who greatly foficited pcrmiffion to 
felinquifh their lives, if they might thereby redeem 
frpm death their highly iitjured and'virtuous fovereijn \ 
^or can even the iiozen 'bofom of apathy refufe, to 
this attempt to extricate the unfortunate prince, thofc 
unequivocal expreflions of applaufe, that tranfccndent 
worth muft ever extort ! The manly demeanour and 
heavenly cbmpofure, which Charles exhibited, during 
the interval between his fcntence and Jiis martyrdom, 
his exemplary piety, the ardour of his devotion, the 
cheerfulnefs with which ^he -mai^ked the approaching 
hour of emancipatioTi, adverting 'to the clofing fcenc 
,as a *'^ great and joyful folemnlty^^ and lits addrcfs to 
the forrowful clergyman .who attended him in \a^ W 
moments, are fa many finifhing ftrokes of a chstraftcr 
in which we involuntarily take an 'intereft, and to 
which we feel ourfelves ainalterafbly attached. "What 
muft have been the redtitude of that life, a retrofpe^ 
of which CO aid fumi-fh no other fobjeft of remorfe, 
than that extorted cojifent which he yielded to the 
death of the virtuous Strafford ! Efpecially when it i? 
remembered, that the Earl himfelf nobly infiftcd «* 
being made the facrlfice of a reconciliation bet^^ 
the king and the people, and that the withholding*^ 

roysi 
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iroyal fan^tion* would not, upon that occafion, have pre-" 
ferved the generous nobleman. This tranfa<5lion^- 
however, preffed hsird upon the mind of the monarch, 
and he mentioned it with regret upon the fcafiFold. 

Charles pofleiTed-the virtoies of the heart in an un-- 
common degree, and his talents were undoubtedly ' 
great. HiftoEians delineate hint-as a man of fuperior 
worth, and uniform probhy. They defcribe him as the 
moft finifhed gentleman, the mo ft ardfent and faithful 
friend, tlie mofl humane and compafHonate mailer, 
the tendereft parent, the moft affeaionate hufband^- 
and exemplary Cliriftian, that the times in which he 
lived produced. Nor can we wonder at the lighs, . 
tears, and lamentations, ^ which we are told marked- 
his exit ! ! • 

Peter the Great is ouf nextv fubjed ; and this mon--) 
arch, in regard to many circumftances, ftands, as far ^ 
ui I have knonun, upon the page of hiftory without a • 
parallel. A cloud gathered round the morning of 
his days, and his education was little attended to»;'.> 
hot genius furmounts every . dilBcuky J r/V^ in native - 
fplendorsy it is felf iltumtied ; it is fupeyiorto every 
envelopement,. and no barriers oan-confine its progrefs. 
The youthful Czar- early difcovered an infatiable* 
tUirft for knowledge ; his firft arrangements Were de- 
fcriptive of military ardor and talents ; and enlifting .. 
in the loweft grade, • in thofe regiments which he in- 
ftituted, organized and eftabliihed, he became a can* 
didate for preferment ; nor would he accept promo- 
tion, until his- abilities had rendered his right thereto 
iuc6nteftihle. - When we behold the Czar of Ruflia 
engaged as a labourer in the fiiip-yards of Holland- 
and England,, we hefitate not in conferring upon him 
the firname of -Great I ' And. we aie at a lofs which - 
to admire moft, the fmgulawty -or the independence of 
that mind, which, in defiance of cuftopi, and thofe 
euervating indulgencies in the gift of royalty, em- 
braced fuch unparalleled • meafures fbr the benefit of 
^community, which his prcdeceffors had been aceuf- 

tomed 
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tom^d* to ednfid«Y a< created for tUtk ktdividus^ 

emolttxnent. 

Peter was laudably ambkioiss of acquiring everf 
ufeful attainment, and kis infbrma^n was vamiisand^ 
refpe^able. With an eye of the clofeft inveAi^attion 
, he vifited' the artifieery and his knowledge is the 
mechantfm of thofi: arts, to which ht attended, was- 
proportioned to his inde^tigable diligenee. In Iftia, 
and in the academy of fciences in jPeterHnii^, they 
ftill exhibit thofe bars of iton,^wln€l> Peter himfelf, 
without the aid or an affiftant, Yhaped at the forge of* 
Muller, affixing thereon his own mark* He demand" 
ed of Muller the wages which he allowed, to other 
workmen, and he purchafed tkcrewitli a -pair cflhoesp 
which he was particulsu*ly fond of difplaying, alwayt- 
obferving, '* / Save earned them nuell by the fmeat of my 
** hroWf nvith hammer and anviL" Peter drew front 
eirery circumftance all poilible information ; and, fon^ 
of confidering himfelf as the pupi/ of conttngencieff he 
was felicitous to mkke the greateft proficiency. His 
talents as a foldier were far above a mediocrity ; and 
although he was fometimes unfuccefsfiil, yet being 
taught the art of war by Charles XII. of Sweden,, 
• his military fame became coniiderable. 

The Swedifti monarch afcended the throne of his. 
anceftors, at' a period when the nation, (whofe fceptre 
he fwayed) had attained the fummit of proipenty;v 
but, Anzed with a kind, of military frei)zy, , he aban- 
doned his native dominions, fought with prodigions 
intrepidity a number of bs^tles, and achieved fncft- 
aftoniftiing exploits', as plunged his fubjed^s into a train 
of evils, which Well near accomplifhed their ruin \ 

It was from this hero that P^ter learned the art of 
war ; yet the better genius of the Czar finally prevail- 
ed over his mailer ; and, after obtaining- fome impor- 
tant advantages, the decifive vidory of r»!towa cftab- 
lifhed his celebrity, and he had the glory of reinftating 
the depofed Auguftus upon the throne of Poland. 

The -Czarina Catharine^ ranks among the mofl «r- 
traordinary women of whoin hiftory records an ac- 
count 
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coui^ The ^Uld of misfortune, {he was reared bf the 
beneficent interpofition of pious chkritf ; but, elevated 
b^ her beauty and her talents, to^the throne of Ru^» 
ihe jHX)ved hesfelf abundantly worthy of the confidence 
repofed in her. She was the conftant cGRip^ni(m of 
the Czar in all thofe enterprifes ^which he undertook > 
both by land and fea ;. and. (he was, it is fald, bothian 
able coui^ellor, and a brave general. By her wifdom 
and her prefence of mind, Peter was repeatedly ex- 
tricated from the "verge of deftru(5lion, particularly . 
when he was encompaSed on. every fide at the battle 
of Pruth^ and in the naval engagement with the 
Swedes, in the gvilf of Finland*^ The order of St. 
Catharine was iiSituted by Peter, in lionour of this 
Emprefs ; and the invefliture of the candidates were . 
in her gift. . Peter appointed. this illuilrious woman to ' 
fucceed him in. the empire ; and her arrangements up- 
on his death were defcriptive of confummate prudence. 
The academy of fciences, at Peterfburg, was eltablifh- 
^ by her ; fhe augmented the navy, and profecuted, 
the proje<SL of difcovering a north-eaft paifage to* 
China.'. 

Ruilla is indebted to Peter the Great for her civili- 
zation ; he endowed her with power, refpeiflability and 
dignity.- He diftributed her ennobled citizens in fev- 
ejialpai^^f. Europe, that they might thus acquire 
and bring home thofe.. improvements fo neceflary for 
tHe public weal,; ,and large gratuities were tendered to 
foreigners of ability, wha mould confent to become 
denizens of Ruilia. His* inftitutions and ellabliih- 
ments, were numerous ; his armies were organized- 
and difcipliiied after the. moil approved models ; his> 
fleets thronged, thofe ^feas, whicli wafh, the Ruffian., 
iliores ; hi^. ereded foi:tr£ires> and multiplied commo- 
, dio;us harbours; and, allured by a patronage fo pow- 
erful, the arts and fciences, in t}ie reign of Peter the 
Great, firft found an afyhtm in Ruffia. As a legiflar 
tor, he was reipe<Sable. Pet erfburg hails him as its 
fb'under ; and many other .cities which he reared, and. 
. canals which he trained, bear witnefs to his induHryi,^

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and to the wifdoRi of his adikiinllkialkMu He is {aid 
to have been a munificent prince \ and his fmyiifiiinenti 
arc defcribed as the fuperftru^hire of juftice. He isL 
characterized as upright, affidoous and modeft ; and 
we are alfo informed that he had fofBcient iel^ont* 
mand to deny himfelf the intemperate ule of arde&l 
fpirits, of which he was immoderately fbiid% 

Yet many vices are attributed to Peter, tirho«ertam!«^ 
ly, in fome inftanccs, wa$ not great / and even my 
Margaretta complains of his rigour to his ion. B«t^ 
my love, Alexei was ftained ivith many crtmts, be* 
fide that of rebellion ; and you will recoiled that much 
praife has been afcribed to the rigid virtue of the dlder' 
Brutus, who Mnr^lentingly confented to tht dtt^h afhis ^ 
fending children* ^

ed in the arms of deep ; and may your flumbers Iw- 
'peaceful. This letter, which I am tx> place on your

Qulcknefs of perception, brilliancy of imagination,

Suffering the terrors of apprehenfion for the 
worthy Antonia, we are ready, in his favour, to break 
the ftziff of juftice, and to violate thofe laws by which 
the (acred bands of government are clofely bound, and 
all its falutary and ciTentiai rights proteifled. We 
liflen with eagernel's to the newly announced advocate ; 
and we experience a degree of horror while we hear 
him pronounce, tifat the Venetian laiv cannot deny the 
forfeit J that there is no power in Venice can alter a 
decree, &c. &c. Yet we are foothed by his beautiful 
<xpo(lulation — ** The quality of mercy is mtftrained ; it 
'* droppeth as the gentle rain from heaven j upoft the place 
*' hpneath* It is tauice hlejfed ; it hleffeth him that gives 
" and him that fakes J*' But the fentence is pafTed ! — 
Antonia muft prepare his bofom for the knifel 
and. we are ready to wilh ourfelves pCfleffed of the 
j)owet of the bafilifk, that fo we might dafh from ex- 
iftence the inhuman Shylock, who ftuns us by his 
vociferations. " A Daniel covie to judgment ; yea^ a 
^^ DanieL nvife young judge ^ how I do honour thee^* &c. 
Bat if our indignant feelings are wrought up to the 
highed pitch, how exquifitely gratifying is the inftan- 
taneous transition ; and how do we echo thofe applau- 
ks> bellowed on the difguifed Portia, when flie emphat- 
ically proceeds to fay» " Take thou thy pound of ftefh ; 
f* but in the cuttings if thou doflfhed one drop ofChriJlian 
. , " hUodf thy lands and go^ds are^ by the lanvs of Venice f 
^^-confijcate^^^ &c. Thus, upon a fingle thought, obvi- 
ous when conceived, the fcene of death is changed ; 
juftice preferves her facred rights, and mercy beams

. . Every refle^ing mind muft have remarked how

nient produced by Portia, brings to my recoUedtion a 
little narrative that I received from a perfon of intel- 
ligence and ohfervation.

It was a received 'dpinioa . ■ 
that he would fucceed to his uncle's e'ftates, and tic* > 
youtli himfclf had in^bibed, as *a matter bf cdtffe, '< 
thefe reverfionary expedatlons. The old gendemap f- 
was fenfible of this^confe.quence of his indulgent paC- ^J' 
ronage, and it became to him a fource of anxiety.

The careful, the paternal frrend, having thus uttered 
bimfelf, (to conceal emotions which he had till that' 
moment governed) ruihed inftantly from the clofet> 
and fought Ihelter in the retirement of his bed-cham-' 
bfer ; while the young man, finking under a thoufand^ 
mingling fenfations, and almoft petrified by aftomlh- 
ment, paffed the night in a manner which may be.

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|>roduce proof pofitive of xny-aflertion, that the charp 
of plagiarifxn is frequently xinfomtded^ and confeqneftt- 
ly unjtift. Originality is undoubtedly rare, and it b 
probable it will become ftill more fo. - A -writer £nd5 
•many fubjedls touched, and retouched, if not wholly cx- 
haufled; and, fhould his abilities embrace a new oh- 
jedl, or even a -novel arangement, he is condemned, 
ere he can ^cftablllh his hypothecs, however felf evidetit 
it may be, to combat the giant prejudice, to wage war 
with a hoft of cavillers, to oppofe himfelf to the bur-, 
nifhed fhafts pf criticifin, and to withftand the fecret 
machinations of envy. But, every difcouragement 
notwithftanding, I humbly conceive th^e is much 
more originality in the world, at this prefent time» 
than is commonly imagined. 

What, I would afk, conftitutes originality ? or, in 
other words, cannot an original thought be twice con- 
ceived ? Let not tlie critic fneer, before he permits 
me to explain my felf. An idea is exprefled in convcr- 
fation, and a ftander-by declares — " / had this woment 
thejame thou^ht^ Sir.** Query : In whofe bofom was 
the idea origmal ? SuppoJe, that in the days of Ho- 
mer, there had arifen, in the wilds of America, or in 
any other remote part of the globe, a genius, who had 
delineated every idea of* that immortal bard, wha 
had painted the charms of another Helen, armii^ 
monarchs and heroes in the licentious caufe of a per- 
fidious woman \ whofe fertile brain had teemed wi4 
other He<5lors, fkilfully oppofing thera to that Aciil- * 
lean arm, which was nerved for their deftrudion? j' 
fuppofe his fentiments, his fimilies and expreffions had j 
been nearly fimilar ; and, (fince nature, liberal in her 
operations, might have produced a Jec^fiJ fndip 
the fuggeftion cannot be juftly faid to wear the fo 
tures of impoffibility) fuppofe proof irrefragable W 
been furnifhed, that not the fmalleft intcrcourfcM 
fubfifled between thefe children of indulgent muniS' 
cence, and that they had not even a knowledge ^ j 
. each other's exiftence ; fhould we not, in AichaU ar- 
rangement, have characterized both bards^. aus poflcffiflg 
original excellence? For 
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' For my own part, I am fb far from regarding it as 
^Wtoderful, that a JtmUarity of talents Jhoutd exhibit a 
Jtmttarify o/ideas^ and even ofexpreffionsy that lam really 
^ iifioTtiJhed fiich ^milarity is not more frequently demonjlra* 
lie. Let ,ns refle<!l foi^ a moment — ^Two beings, en- 
dowed with ftrong itnderftandings and clear 'percep- 
tiotfe; are educated irt different ;md far diftant parts 
x£ otSr world ; but their language, their government, 
•and particularly their religion is the fame ; from the 
'fehie decalogue their precepts are drawn ; virtue is 
the ^oal to which they are pointed,^ and from one 
fburce every excitement to virtue is educed. Matu- 
iTty is at length attained 5 and, fetting down to con- 
template a given fubjed, ought 'they to be accufed of 
jlagiarifin, although their produdions receive a kin- 
dred ftamp ? 

The good divine, whofe mind hath been early im- 
bued from that identical fount at which his cotempo- 
taries have quaffed, receives a like education, and like 
academical honours ; and with religious fentiments 
exadly correfponding with his brethren, he mounts 
the pulpit^and opens the facred book, ordained at once 
U ftandajd of his teftimony, and the origin from 
whence he is to deduce thofe momentous truths, on 
which h^ is to expatiate. His text cannot vary, and 
he may be a ftranger to the flagitious crime of Jiealing^ 
although the branches growing upon one root, fhould 
Jefembie each other. 

A writer may, ^without being a jujt fubjeSl of repre* 

henjion, enrich his page with the moft brilliant thoughts 

of another ; he ntay himfelf be deceived ; from extenfive 

' and raifcellaneous reading, fcattered ideas, fentiments, 

and fbmetimes fentences, are collected. The volume

liood to ripening and declining years, what multifa- 

!^ rious images are infcribcd thereon/ From this referv- 

^atory we naturally draw, and, it may foinetimes happefi\ 

that ideas deduced from thence, may be mijiaken for 

original produ^ions of the 7711 fid*.

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I once had a friend — ^wcre I at Kberty to name 
Jiun, every indivLdualf acquainted vrith his tmeomtnou 
fwarthp would bow to his fuperior merit : Ah ! how 
have his fine q;aali.ties ajid gigantic talents been- ob- 
feared by a train of adverfe circumftances, all pointed 
and brought hoQie to his boibniy by a natural propenfitjr 
to rnejancboly.

This poet (for a genuine poet he verily was) pofiefTed 
a (brong underfta^nding, with a jcorre^ judgment* and 
9 glowine fa^cy ; an4» what is not commonly an appea- 
dage to mefe advantages* his memorjy alfo» was aiton- 
ifhmgly retentive ; and he was as far removed from 
tjie pra^ice z,a he was from the mcpjfity of plagiariTm. 
Our bard, thus highly qualified, employed himfclf one 
morning in penning a poetical epiftle to a fiiend# 
whofe abilities were refpedtable. The epifUe finifliedf 
forwarded and received, was penifed with much fur- 
prize ; for, ftrange to tell, it contained a number of lines 
that were found verbatim in a favourite author, with 
whofe produ(5lions t^e perfon addreffed had recently 
furniftied his library ! zxi'^faldllms bore on their margin 
no qi^et align marks ! It \s the p^rtof ^. Jincere friend 
\o point out a fault, and our ppet was queftioned 00 
the fubjtdl ; he detefted plagiarifip, and pofitiveff 
aiTerted his entire property in the problematic effay ; 
but, to the lanu and to the teftimony — ^the book was prdf- 
duced, and the poet eagerly feizing it, caft his tje& on 
the title page, Mjhich he no fooner traced, than inftantlf 
recognizing, he clafpedit to his bofom with all that 
ftrong enthufiafm diXid fine frenzy which ever marW 
his charadler. The volume proved an old acquaintance 
. - ri:^}hich had been the delight of his boftfhdaySf andj^'M 
he had long been in purfuit ; and it appeared, that 
writing in a fimilar manner* and on Ae fame topic, l^c 
had drawn thofe lines from the ftore-houfe of hicn«»7;

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confcious that the well adapted fugitives were not the 
true hern offspring of his d^n brain. Now this, gentle" 
reader^ is a kind of plagiarifm, if fiich it caii be called,

And whatever may be the fffe^ of its operation^ it is ih- 
diiputably guiltlefs in its fource. 

But, t^hile I pledge my veracity for the authenticity of 
the foregl)ing anecdote,* I readify grant that circum- 
ftances feldom concur to produce events of this com- 
plexion ; and, conceding thus far, I expe^ that every 
perfon accuflomed to refledi'on, will unheHtatingly ac- 
Ibnowledge th« propriety of what I have advanc^ed, 
(viz.) that ^milarity of ideas eind e:<pre£ionSy ix>hen the 
fuhjeh is thefamey may often originate in different miinds, 
evidently obtaining in thofe Sofofns, wliere inborn integ- 
rity aHd confcious propriety had yxa^xaXitdL p Jirong a 
pnff of right and nurongf as to create a juft and fpontane- 
pQiB abhorrence to whatever c6\ild, in the rtmotefi degree^ 
U denominattd plaparifm, I had lately an opportunity 
of converfmg oS'thisnibfe^k, with a female, to whom I 
am nafuraiiy aitached-^WR has fot ma!fty yieaf s b\;exi' a 
icribbler, and fhe feelingly lamented that flie had re^ 
peatedly feen ideas, and complete fentences, i&e from 
the prefs, which had long beeft contained ih hier manu- 
fcripts, and which (he had flattered heriblf with the 
privilege of pitsfentkig, as original thoughts I This, 
however, happened mere freqttent hi herpro&ic, than 
in ber poetical produ^ions ; yetf even in the laft, ihe 
sMIdueed. fome infiances of eonfiderabk iimilarity ; 
icetci which,' by way of illullration, and for the amufe- 
meht of the leader, I take the liberty to feledt two. 
On the 28th of January, 1784, this penwoman wrote 
fome lines on a particularly iaterofting occafion, which 
lines contain the following fimilc \ ^

that ihe has met with that beautiful production, enti- 
tled, the Botanic Garden, the offspring of an elegant 
European peri,/^]^ pMiJhed in the year 1 793 5 in which, 
fhe obferved, in the following highly finifhed linesix 
the fame thought.

** Wliere bangs the fafe balcony o*er the ftreet ; 

*• Wr^t in her iheet, her youngeft hope fufpciids, 

" Aiid panting, lowers it to her tip-toe friends :

" And now a third, and now a fourth ithe brings ; 

** Safe all her babes, £he fmooths her horrent brow,

Now it is demonftrahly eertat/tf that neither of thefe- 
. "Writers horrofwedy Or, Ynore plainly fyesikmgy-furloiaed^ 
from each other. Producing, therefore, the foregoing 
lines as a proof in point, I proceed to the fecond iiw 
ftance. Previous to her perufal of the Botanic Gar- 
den, (he had been requeued to write an ode on a very 
affeding occafion : This ode was to be ppblickly 
chauuted, for the benefit of a worthy young paan 5. 
and it was an addrefs to the benevolence of the audi* 
cnc^. It is not my defign to give the ode entire ; Ion* 
ly tranfcribe the part which is necefTary to introduce the 
lines that ihe imagined fimiUu: — thus they are exprefedt

The ode was publiflied ; and the writer was fome 
time afterwards attraded by a refemblance in the fol- 
lowing energetic lines, found alfo in the Botanic 
Garden :

" When firft array'd in virtue's pureft robe, 
<* They faw her Howard traverbng the globe \

Many ate the inftances, which, from my own indi- 
tidiial experience, I could record ; and my Tolumes of 
manufcripts, that 1 was pofitive were enriched with 
many original thoughts, from my delay to publifli, 
have now, alas ! been generally foreftalled. My plans, 
my ideas, my metaphors, ah^ 'Mxll-a-day I in almoft ev- 
ery thin^ I have been anticipated ; and whenever my 
lucubrations are prefented, innocent as I am% the prob- 
ability is, that I ihall find myfelf indided in the hi^h 
court of literature for the debafing crime of plagia- 
r^m ! Yet thefe Effays, although the offspring of many 
a careful hour, deducing very podibly their highek 
charm from novelty, have now loft, even in my own 
efttmation, much of their power to intereft and to 
pleafe ; and I do not, I am free to own, very deeply 
lament their fate. 

But a recent difcovery having ftripped of originality 
tbU my youngeft bom, my /r/| that I have cherifhed 
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with fuch unremitted tcadernefs, cuUiiig for it the 
faireil flowers, gieariing every fweet, and adorning it 
up to my beft abilities ; and now to find, that after 
all,- 1 have been rearing the banth'ng of another i It 
is really almoft too much for my philofophy to beatr t 
nor can my utmoil equanimity prevent the hag vexa- 
tion from adding another fcore to thoile mrrows*. 
which time and difappointment have already fo deeply 
indented ! ! ! 

No, I' can never part with it — ^ftill it is the child of 
my adoption, and I muft ever remain its proteding 
father. Sympathizing reader, I will tell thee the ^o- 
ry. Thou knoweft how much I have prided myfclf 
upon the title of thefe numbers : It was ample enougb 
for my purpofe ; it was unaffummg ; yea, as_humble 
as^the fmalleil particles which fall from the granary 
of the optilent dealer ; and yet by the wonderful force 
of its elaftic power, it could extend itfelf over the vaft 
fields of fcience, wandering upon the fuperficies of the 
grounds, and/natching thofe gems which arefome- 
times the reward of induftrious mediocrity. 

It was, I have a thoufand times faid, a complete 
fhield frmt every aetufation t>f literary tt>^» It wa s 
in ihort, it was abundantly commei^urate witli my 
moft fanguiue wifhes ; and what, in my eilimation> 
inexpreflibly enhanced its value, was, that I imagined 
it had never before been thus appropriated. Judge then> 
what were my fenfations, when, two days fince, turn- 
ing over a volume written by Voltaire, I obfervcd, 
among his account of literary publications, the follow- 
ing paragraph, which, by way of excitiikg thy com* 
miferation^ I fhall tranfcribe, verbatim.

nounced the firil people in a vUlagejt a town, or a 
city. Alas ! alas ! how erroneous is this calculation t 
Under ';the fmiling countenance, which, to the fuper- 
ficial ohf<wer, appear^ the feat g£ contentment, what 
woes, what clu;ilerix>g evils may rankle I The broad 
laugh, defcriptive of fuch extravagant marks of glee,^ 
why it may he the frantic expreflion of defpair ;. 
while thofe contemplative features, where penfive re^ 
fledtion fits enthroned, may be the index of a mind 
aittaining tranquillity by viewing perfons an^ things 
precifely in that arrangement which enfureth compla-i 
eency. Appearances, it is undeniably true, are not to 
be trufted ; and the experience of every day evinceth* 
that a fuperb houfe, rich furniture, and fplendid 
equipages, are not always infallible marks of the a& 
fiuence of their pofTeflbr. , 

My friend, Pelatiah Carewell, was returning home- 
ward, after a. wearifome journey, taken for the difpo- 
bX of fonae articles of traffic, for which his frugality 
■ , * * induced 
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induced him to imagine he could not afford to pay 
the commiffions confequent on commiuing their iale 
to other hand& Nefariy exhaufted by fatigue^ he had 
hardy ftrength {tt&cieat to urge forward his hoHe, 
who feemed equally as difpirited as his mafter. He 
was in aa open iletghy on a very rough road ; it was 
in the inclement month of January^ and the rude 
winds buflfetted thofe locks which time had plentifully 
fyrinkled with venerable grey. Thus was Careweu 
circunftaneed^ when a fnperb* carriage, finiihed in 
the highei^ tafte» pafTed rapidly by him ; ^e horfes, 
richly caparifoned, were in a foam ? the curtains in 
the front of the carriage were clofely dSrawn,; it was 
attended by two fcrvants, whofe livery was perfedtly 
well known to Carewell ; and by a glance catched at the 
fide glares, he difcovered a gentleman who was the 
companion of his boyifli years. They were natives o£ 
the fame litde hamlet, were bred at one fchool, anc^ 
began bufmefs with fimilar prolpe^s. But Claudius 
bad left the rural feat of his anceftors, and for many 
years Had fibred on* a very large fcale in the metrop- 
olis. He had been a noted fpeculator* had dipped-^ 
deeply in naviga^on, and had accounts open with ev-' 
ery capital home in and about the city. Carewell 
imagined the prefent expedition of daudiuk had for 
its OD]e£t a vtfit of ftate to his aged parents, who (till 
continued at the village ; and he relieved on the ele* 
Tated iituation to wmch fortune had raifed his quon- 
dam fchool-feilow, with feafations tinged with the 
deepening hues of envy. 

How partial, thought he, are the dii^fitions of 
what we term Providence ; from the hour in which I 
could write man, I have d>fcrved a uniform fyftem of 
economy ; the beloved woman, who did me the hon- 
our to accept my hand at the altar, hath exemplified, 
through her whole life, a perfe^ model of difcretion. 
Frugality has been the order of our houfe ; every uxh 
neceifary expenfe has been abfolutely precluded, and 
yet my circumftances are very moderate ; and if I 

would wx leaTC peaDykis ihok whom I have intro- 

daccd 
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duced into Wng^ I am, in advanced life, necefiGtated 
to continue thow exertions, and that rigid obfervance, 
-which has attended me through, my commercial 
career* " 

Claudius, on the contrarT", entered on the privileges 
oF manhood with marked avidity ; he plunged head- 
kmg into the ftream of picture j he has never been 
known to deny himfelf a fiagle indulgence ; his build- 
ings are magnificent, his furniture is in the highell 
ftyle, his town and country houfes are crowded with^ 
i^rvants, his drefs iis that of a nobleman, his equipages 
^are multiplied and fplendid, and both himfelf and fam*. 
ilyiare in the iVft liae at every place of public and 
private amufement.. What, in the name of wonder, 
is the fourcie of his profpeidty | and to what catife 
son I to trace my own' comparative depreflion ? 

Such were the murmurings of Carewell^ he drew 
ip a. heavy figh* and gloomy diicontent pervaded his 
hiyfom, ll was juft at this jundure that the high 
HicriS of the county pafTed him, as.it feemed, in fuli 
cha«-2 \ This was. a phenomenon that arreiled the . 
whole attention of Carewell ; for an officer of jufttce 
had never before, been known, to vifit the peaceful. 

hamlet of B ^ His curiofity urged hkn forward^ 

and he had no fooner reached his own dwellings thaxt, 
he learned that Claudius had been taken into cuftody^. 
juft as he was entering the door of that cottage in. 
which he drew his firil breath ! that his fine eftates were- 
all attached, and that it was fuppofed, upon an equi-r 
table diftribution of thofe poffeffions which Claudius , ^ 
had fo nefarioufly obtained, his numerous creditors^ 
would liot receive a fingle fhilling on the pound ! ! 

Carewell dropped a teax over the errors and the. 
misfortunes of Claudius*. He entered* his little par- , 
lour— neatnefs prefided, the blazing hearth hadreceiv- . 
cd the polifh of induftry, the kettle boiled for tea, the . 
dbow chair was placed in order, and Amanda, with 
«pen arms, and a fmile. of rapture, welcomed his re- ; 
turn. His children, too, crowded around him ; and 
a little ijruce M'^aiting anaid, under pretence of ar-j 
**'"*"*" * ranging, 
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ranging the tea apparatus, catcHed a peep ; while x 
domeftic, who had grown grey in^iis fervice, took the* 
opportunity of repleniflling tlie fire, to Hatl ciice more 
the benign countenance of his mafter. Carewell feat- 
ed himfelf — ^his eyes and hands were tailed to heaven^ 
and exclamatfons the moft ext^ic Burft fpontancotlflf 
from his lips. 

"This decent and coUipletel)^ finifKed teneitictlt & 
my own ; my income, combined ^th my regular ex- 
ertions, beflows on me the bleffings of competency ;; 
every thing about me is elegant ; Amanda is the 
moft amiable and tender of Women j ifty children' 
come forward with difpofidonff thatf authorize the 
moft pftafing expe^hitibns ; lid man catt advance a 
demand wHicn I cannot fmmediateljrdifchargc; What 
is ftiowy pompy and all the retinue of fafhronable* 
pleafures ? real happinefff dweDs not witK them. Gau- 
dy apparel, cards, plays, afTemblies^ — ^hoicefbrth T 
fpend no figh oh futh frivolities. GontentAent fhalt 
meet me in the bofom of rty femJly, and gratitude^ 
eternal gratitude, fhall raife Reralt^s in my brcaft." 

CareweH and Claudius are conti^fts which are ftrongfy 
marked; but the intervening (hades are liiailyy and frottir 
their example iporc than one ufeful le/!bn ijaay fk dedu^ 
ccd ; the fallacy of appearances are ftrikingly exempli- 
ficdi and we learn to eftimate the vahie of economy'^ 
We have £ud that profnfion is sot generofity ; and the 
propriety of this obfervation muft be fufEcfentlf ob^ 
vious. Many a time has the humane and well defign- 
ing Eugenio been called to lament that his extrava- 
gant benefactions to proftitures, vagabonds, and paf- ' 
afites, have prevented his beftowing fmall fums, thatT 
would have furniflied honeft induftry with the mean» 
of obtaining a livelihood. Society is not benefited if 
the fhilling I fquander on him, who, depofitihg it m 
the next whiiky or rum (hop, will iifue thence a dif- 
grace to his fpecies, and probably in a ftate of inebri' 
cty, which, rendering him incapable of attending to' 
himfelf, may produce him, with diflocated or broiea* 
limbs, a burden o& tbe nest pariib. Siit how deir 
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are his claims on roy property, ndio fues for the means 
of equipping himfelf -with the in;plemaits of agrici^ 
ture, jnanufadure, commerce or navigation. The 
^truth isy the neceiCty of difcrimlnatinQy muft be appar« 
cnt to every fober obferver. Frincipiey plan^ regularity f 
tconomy^ xharity-^9^ wife man will embody every of 
rthefe requifites, and to their combined adminiAratioa 
he will conflantly fubmit his movements. 

Stories feem naturally to ,pro4uce or grow tmt of 
;each other ; and a little narration^ sJthongh perhaps 
jiot exadly analagous to the foregoing obfervation8» 
.floats, notwithftandingy amid the vifions feleded by 
,fa|icy. 

Flauntinetta was Jidtteated by the hand of difcre* 
ntion ; but it is not always that education can overftep 
.nature, and Flauntinetta continued vain, iiUy, and 
confequently devoted to all the vagaries of folly. 
JShe loft her father in her infancy,^ who, repofmg per- 
fed con^dence in the good underftanding, integrity^ 
and tendernefs of her motlier, had left the whole of a 
very decent property at her abfolute and fole difpofal ; 
and committing alfo her daughter to her diredtion^ 
he had refigned into her hands the authority widi 
.which nature had invefted him. Flauntinetta was 
foon capable of calculating her mother's income ; flie 
Jmew fhe was in eafy circumftances, and her warm 
imagination reprefented her fnnds as fufficient for ev- 
ery thing, which vanity and ambition had taught her 
to confider but as reafonable appendages to a young 
lady of her figure and rank, and who was, befides, an 
only child. Honoria had educated her daughter on 
the moil liberal plan ; and, labouring to implant in/ 
her opening mind a perfuafion that the mere exteriors 
of pomp were beneath her attention, no day paft, in ^ 
which Ihe was not folicitous to inftil fome elevating 
principle ot meliorating truth. Flauntinetta, how- 
ever, continued refractory,; flie fickened for the 
haunts of diffipation ; was never happy but when vifit- 
ing or receiving vifits ; and thofe public entertain- 
mcntS| which ihe was not permitted to partake, were

tives, of undae ieverity, and want of affe^ronw 

Honoria, while flie aflkhioufly endeavoured to tniti 
her views into a right channel, and to ere^ thofe cau- 
tionary guards, which her tenderness and her anxiety 
conviiKod her were ne^effary, firmly petfevered in 
prohibiting every improper indulgence. ' She was ^ 
difcrcH as well as a fit^ mo^r ; and her a€e6iion 
was chaftened by judemept. The circles in wWch^ 
ihe permitted her dau^ter to mingle, paficrd mdivid* 
ually tsmdtr her judicious ii^pe^on ; and mftead of 
the richly covered brocade dr golden ttfliie, 1^ gen« 
Ceel perfon of Flauntinetta was habited in a neat, 
plain luteftring ; her laces were chiefly Englifii rather 
than Bruilels ; and whenever her muflins were 
wrought, the flowers were the refult of her own in- 
dttilry. She was fometlmes feen at a public aflem- 
bly, but more frequently at a play ; and thdfe amoft- 
ments, with private' dancing parties, occafional vifit- 
ing, and fome rural excurfions, duiing the fine weath* 
er, conftituted the routine of her diverfions, 

But'thefe economical regulations were a conftant 
fource of vexation to Flauntinetta. ^^ Sietmamma^^ 
ihe would exclaim, " htt^ rkhly yonder Ivtdy is hahitee^X 
Ihe looks divinely enchanting, and abfolutely moves a 
goddefs.'* « And fee, my dear,'* returned Honona, 
•* yon beauteous nymph, how exa6Hy that plain muf- 
lin \s fitted to her elegant form ; (he is a lovely young 
woman ; her countenance is an index of ferentty, and 
I could almoft venture to pronounce, that friend- 
ihip, truth and honour, with every feminize virtue, 
are the refidents of her bofom." Still, however, 
Flauntinetta entirely disapproved her mother's con- 
dudt ; and fhe determined, whenever fortune fliouU 
put it iivher power, to make bcrfelf large amends /ir 
V tie 
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the penuiious difcipllne to which ikt "wzs, for the 
jrefent, conftrained to fubmit. 

Thus rolled on the hours and days, which at length 
ufbered in the deflined monii equally dreaded by 
Honoria, and wiflied by Flauntinetta. It was the 
morning that was to witnefs her eipoufals to a man 
of merit, and of handfome property. The beauty of 
Flauntinetta had procured her. an eftablifhment, that, 
had her mind correfponded with her perfon, would 
have been fully commenfurate with thofe fine qualities 
(he would then have pofTefTed. And Honoria, ere fhe 
refigned that power over her daughter, with which 
nature and the confirming arrangements of her huf- 
band had invefted her, enforced with increajing ardour 
all thofe excellent precepts fhe had fo often inculcated ; 
but Flauntinetta heard her witli alarming coldnefs, 
fecretly refolving to difobey her in every particular ! 
aad Ihe was no fooner a houfe-keeper, than, rufhing 
into the ftream of difllpation, fhe mingled with the 
mofl inconfiderate of its votaries, freely- indulging in 
amufements which reafon and difcretion refufed to 
warrant. Over the mind of her hufband fhe obtained 
an entire afcendency, who was ready to exclaim with 
Mikon's Adam, " That ivhat Jhe twills to do or fay^ 
*^feems nmfejly virtuoufejiy difcreetefly beft ; all other kno^wl- 
" edge in her prefence falls degraded,''* 

Honoria flill hovered round her, and like the mat- 
ron bird would have pointed out the danger ; but the 
prudent regency of Honoria was no more ; and Flaun- 
tinetta, who had ever regarded her mother in a falfe 
point of view, now triumphed in her liberty, conftant- 
ly receiving the admonitions of her anxious parent 
with an averted face, and fuch freezing expreffions as 
-would have thrown the icy darts of death at any affec- 
tion Icfs than maternal. A period of ^vt years, how- 
ever, terminated tbe career of vanity, and the cataflro- 
phe was truly deplorable 1 Sicknefs followed in the 
traia of poverty, and a melancholy and premature 
death brought up the rear i

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Flanntmetta, the long incorrigible Flaununetta* 
became a widow ; and both herfelfand children were 
-totally deftitute 1 ! It was in the moment of her ca^ 
;] amity, that the eyes of her underllanding being open- 
ed, Ihe confequently beheld the revered guardian of 
her youth, adorned with every virtue which can digni- 
fy humanity ; and, once more fhekered under the ma- 
. temal wing, ftie hath, at lengtli, learned to eftxmate 
the value of rational tranquillity. 

To Honoria (he feek the weight of her obligations ; 
but even delicacj^hefitates |iot to cferifh and .to 2.yow 
the moft unbounded gratitude to the fource from 
whence extftence is derived ; and fhje is frequent and 
fervid in her acknowle4ginents, diat ihe is indebted 
to the difcretion and economy, which fhe fo often and 
fo madly profaned ; that her children have yet a paren- 
tal dwelling ; that they are indulged with the means of 
education, and of making decent figures in thoie cir- 
cles, in which their birth and their exped:ations give 
them a right to mingle.

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33tant paffions are frequently mollified and duly' attem- 
ffered by adls of kindnefs ; Yet it is a melancholy 
truth, that there are individuals v^ho are proof againft 
the- interference of tendemefs ; and it is beyond a 
doubt, that in fuch inftances coercive meafures become 
abfolutely indifpciifable. Adverfity fometimes proves 
a powerful operator ; • it throws down the barriers - 
reared by the impious hand of atrocity ; it breaks in 
pieces the nefarious purpofe ; it affuages the tumult, 
and fmooths the afperities of the foul ; and it brings 
to light and eftablifhes thofe fentiments of virtue, 
which were proftrate in the bofom. A* well authenfei- 
eated illuflration of this^ truth is ftrikingly prefented-in 
the records of a family-, who have long been refpedable 
dwellers in the State of New-Haniplmre. 

Mercator, an opulent gentleman^ in the interior part 
of that divifion of our country, beheld the wealth he 
pofiefied, and all the independence it conferred, as the 
fruits of his own induftry ; and having in early life 
-at^ the bread of carefulnefs, he knew how to appreciate 
the harvefl:, confequent on his laudable exertions. He 
had laid in her griave the aflfe^lionate companion of his 
yjouth ; but he contiiHied v^iedded to her- memory, ; 
amd two boy€, the only furviving pledges of their mu- 
tual love, jfhared equally the affedions of his bofom. 
Their education was precifely the fame ; but nature,, 
tine to herfelf, afferted her own prerogative ; and, in 
defiance of every rule of art, produced themLperfed* 
contrads to each other. 

Acetus, the eldeft, was' a prodigy of vice ! Deprav- 
ed, to the utmoft degree of- which humanity is eapaWe, 
he feenJ^sd to know no joy but inth« moft diiring ads 
of atrocity ; and it was wonderful that he flopped 
ihort of an ignominious deatli. Yet, although highly 
criminal, . he, however, pofleffed the mod infinuating 
addreis i and having the art to throw over his enomoi- 
. ties the tranfient veil of concealmentf he had obtained, 
while on an excurfion at a diftance from his native 
village, .the heart of a truly amiable woman, whom he 
vedded } . suxd it was bop.ed that a -virtujous connexion 

would* 
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would produce his reformation. But ill habits are not 
cafily correfted. The libertine too foon threw oflF the 
niaik ; and the misfortunes of the ill>fated Matilda^, 
with her two beautiful children, were pronounced ir- 
remediable ! ' ' 

Adraftus, the younger fon of Mcrcator, was indnP 
trious, frugal and difcreet ; and with the exercife of 
generofity and every ennobling virtue, he was familiar. 
To Acetus, as his eldeft bom, Mercator had appropri- 
ated the better half of his^polTeffions ; and he purfued. 
every method which involved the leaft probability oT 
rendering him worthy his name and family : Alter- 
nately he reroonftrated, foothed and threatened ; but. 
Acetus was inaccefllble to every mode of attack ; and 
large fums, conferred by the indulgence of his father,, 
inftead of being converted to the aid of an injured- 
wife and her helplefs innocents, were devoted to thc. 
bottle, fquandered at a gaming table, or lavifhed on 
proftitutes ! Mercator had but one ftep more to take : 
He -aflured Acetus, that his fucceeding to any part of 
his eftates refted wholly on his total change of condud« 
Acetus fmiled at the unmeaning threat. That Mer- 
cator fliould difmherit him, he conceiv€d, an event not 
contained in the chapter of poflibilities ; and, confid- 
' ing in ihejeverely tried affe^iion of his father, he difre- 
garded this, as he had every other previous meafure,, 
and perfevered in the path of ruin ! 

Months rolled cn» Mercator drew near the clofe 
of life ; and, being in the full exercife of his reafon, he* 
deliberately proceeded, in the mod folemn manner, to 
the conftituting that teftament, which, bequeathing ta- 
Adraftiis, his youngeft fon, Jiis vaft po^ef&ons, pro- 
claimed that young man his fole heir^ and legally cut 
off all the prior pretendons and natural expectations of 
Acetus ! A few fucceeding weeks placed Mercator 
' upon his death-bed ; and his diflblution, accelerated, 
podibly, by the atrocious irregularities of his enor- 
moufly offending fon, was fpeedy and unexpefted ! 

The hopes of Acetus now utterly extinguifiied, att 
the energies of his foul took the alarm \ and deif»^» 
< ia 
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Ik his bofbniy became the parent of the moft aftonifh- 
ing exertions ! With a kind of fullen indignation, he 
fbrode from the maniion of his late father, and making 
iale of tjie few moveables which remained to him, in a 
tenement cendituting.a part of the paternal eilate, and 
now devolving to his brother, he pathetically addrefied 
the innocent viftim of his unwarrantable irregulari-* 
ties: " Go> my Matilda^' ' ia,a tone of defppndency 
he exclaimed, -" go — ^return to the fcene of thy better 
days—/ b/ejjt God thai thou haft yet a father tojhelter 
Vit^tf— Take thefe cherub children ; bear them to the 
author of thy being— he will receive them — he is hi*' 
deed a father^ — ^Acetus has no more a dwelling — I dif- 
dasn the little- moment that I breathe under this roof I 
Leave me^jny Matilda, fole obje(51; of my love and of 
my. commiferation — ^leave, to his unparalleled mifer^ 
lies, thy wretched hufband* Acetiis has not nonv the 
ability to provide fir Matilda, or. to fuccour her infant j^^* 
Through all the devious paths of vice, in which Ace- 
ttis had fo daringly ftrayed, Matilda had never wholly 
IbfLthat afcendency, which- a mildly virtuous woman 
fo naturally maintains, even in; the bofom of culpabil-; 
ity ; yet,^ on this occafion, ter tears and her remone- 
llrances were ineffe<Slual I On her bended knees (lie 
fupplicated him ftill to continue her the psirtner of the 
woe-'fraught fcene-»--but fhe fupplicated in vain .; and, . 
well near finking under the migluy^ prefTure of her 
calamities, fhe returned to that abode, which had wit? 
nefled her early hopes and fears, and from whence, on 
the wings q£ high-plumedexpedtationi, fhe had fo late- 
ly flown. But, to> receive the haplefs. wanderer and 
ber lovely childieny a fatber*s wide extended arras, and 
ftill more amjje. heart, were, tenderly expanded ; and 
fhe continued with this revered and» natural proteftor> . 
a melancholy, and beautiful model of fweet propriety, 
Acetus, penetrating very far*- into the interior part 
of' the country, laid out what he hiad raifed from the 
fade of his goods in uncultivated lands> which he pur-r 
chafed at a low rate 5 and he immediately applied b 
bimfelfy.with unremitted diligence, to the felltzig.treesi., 

ILz and. 
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and all thpfe preliminary arrangements, Co neceflary 
upon new grounds. To all bis bad habits, in one de-- 
ciiive moment, he bid an eternal adieu ; and fuddcnly 
he became that very Acetus, which the good Merca- 
tor had, through a long fucceffion of years, laboured- 
to produce. His efforts were prodigious ; what man,. 
induftrioufly intent upon emolument, could accomplifh,, 
he afTuredly did : But' ft ill he was alone ; and havings 
expended every Ihilling he could command in his orig- 
inal purchafe, he had not the means of procuring la| 
Ijourers, nor could he obtain thofe additional grounds 
which were highly neceffary to the completion of Bis 
eftate. It was at this juncture, that the difficulties of 
his fituation appeared to him in their moft glarlng^ 
colours, when a blank cover fupplied him with bills to 
the amount of one thoufand pounds ! It was to no» 
purpofe that he diligently fought to tnveftigate the- 
fource of this opportune relief ; and, in a manner 
equally myfterious, fums, anfwerahle to his reai exigent 
aesi were from time to time fumifhed* 

At the expiration of a few years, Acetus few hfm-^ 
felf enriched beyond his moft fanguine eipedtationsir 
His grounds were extenfi^e, remarkably produdive,, 
and uncommonly weH ftocked^, His buildings were 
multiplied, many of them elegant, and all of them ia\ 
excellent repair. Heaven fmiled propitious on the re- 
claimed prodigal, and all his enterprizes were crown-^ 
ed by fuccefs. 

In an elegant carriage, conftrui6l«d for the occafion^ 
Acetus appeared before the paternal dwelling which, 
had Iheltered his Matilda* The tender mourner had: 
continued ignorant of the fate of her hufbarid ! Acetus 
was to be in all things eccentric ! Mechanically flic , 
approached the window — ^flie raifed her humid eyes — 
Acetus iffued from the carriage ! — " Gracious Hcav*- 
en !" Ihe exclaimed, " continue my reafon — ^my Ace- 
tus approaches. My children, behold your father !" 
In a moment ihe was in the arms of her husband I— 
Acetus was reftored to her — ^this circumftance was of 
itfelf calculated te render her, beyond expreffion, hag*

py— But he was reftored' to virtue tbo — and was be~ 
come worthy, not only of the tendemefs of an affec- 
tionate wife, but of the approbation of reafon, and the 
eUcem of every good perfon. 

Acetus, accompanied by the father of Matild^, fpec- 
dily removed his family to his own ample and commo- 
dious feat. Arrangements, prefcribed by difcretion> 
and fandioned by reafon, now took place. Matilda i 
was the charming dire(5lrefs, and happinefs became the 
gMrder of their lives;. It was juft one month after Ma- 
THda was reihftated in all thofe privileges and immuni- 
ties, to which fhe was in every view entitled, that 
Acetus received the fubjoined letter from his brother* 

Adrastus t& Acetus- 

NEVKR, my Acetus, did a mere mortal experience 
more extatic feelings than I, at this moment, luxuriant- 
ly enjoy. The night of myftery is paffed, and the 
morning of elucidation breaks upon us — Acetus fhalL 
no more continue eftranged frow/ his Adraftus — I am 
emancipated from my bonds— events are fulfilled, and 
concealment is at an end..

You will fee* that conferring upoa 
vou a legal claim to one half of all his pofTeflions, it 
mdiiputably confirms your natural right ; and, you 
will alfo obferve,. that // // dated ten days later than the 
infirumenty under ^which I inherit* Being a fpedator of 
the ftrong emotions of his foul, while pending this lajl 
njjritingy a high fenfe of his paternal goodnels, and of 
his unalterable attachment to his Acetus^ is indelibly 
imprefTed on my bofom.. Having completed the in- 
flfument, he inclofed it in an addrefs to me, which^ 
with all imaginable folemnity, he put into my hands. 
1 tranfcribe it for your perufal :. When we meet, the 
original fhall be fubje(fted to your infpedion. 

" My fon, my dear Adraflus, preferve this writingi,

henediiftion of our-Godreft upon you^ - I doubt you oiot, , 
AdraAus ; but a bufinefs of inch importance demands ^ 
all your .integrity, and the .ftrongeft en^gies of fiHal ^ 
and fraternal affedion. On my demife, let the teitau> 
ment firft ordained, which conftitutes yon my fole heir^ > 
come into inmiediate operation**— let it not be fuiped^^ 
that there exifts any other difpofiti^n of mypropert^ 
and, I charge -you, Adrafius, he unto ypur brother as < 
his guardian angel— obferve, carefully, the cSdSt which « 
raj fuppojed feverity will prodtice ; if, as I flatter my-- 
feif, it Ihould roufe to a^ion tkofe energies now dor-* 
mant in his foul — if itjhould hlomj to a flame 4he latent ' 
fpark of virtuous indujiry, foUow him withfuch'affift?' 
ance as his wants and his exigencies may.requjre— - 
Fermiia fmmentdry ftruggk\ iut / let it not he unnecef; 
farily feveiPi^ nartoolortg^ continued \ and, above all things^ . 
keep him in ignoranceof the fource,irom whence he- 
receives the benefits which yott-are to confer/ Every/ 
thing, my AHraftus, is entrufted to ypurdifcrction— - 
let it not fail you iii this, the moft arduous tranfac-' 
tkih of your life ! ' When years have rolled on, and* 
your brother fhalll>e confirmed in habits of rectitude— 
(and, at this moment,; a holy confidence in the common Fa*^ 
tbirofourfpiritSf affures me that this ppriod will even- 
ttlally fucceed) when, he fhall learn, to dajufticeto the- 
virtuous Matilda — ^when he Ihall have paffed one irre- - 
proachable month with that lovely, and incomparably * 
womanT*-then — ^and,'^ the fycKed authority of a father <t I 
command youf not titi theni let my laft'will be put into 
his hands ; let.it be accompanied wfth* a -regular ac- 
count of the ihtereft, which may have accrued on thofe 
ppfleffions, which, but for his continued irregularities, . 
Ihould have devolved to him at the period of my death*^ 
atrdi after reimburfihg yourfelf for the fums you taxf 
from time to time advance, let the full arrearages htd^- 
iiveredu£.: **Tto^ 
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« Thus, my AdraAus, while the figh of anxiety fwell» 
my bofbm, I repeat that I have conftituted you the 
guardian^ ^ri/rgr /^^ continuance of bis infanity^ of your 
uufortunatc brother. My fons are equally dear to me. 
Acetus has wandered ia oblique paths ;. but Heaven 
will reftore him, and the tranfporting event, even in 
the region of ble/Tedn^fs, (hall augment the enjoy- 
ments of your tenderly attached father." 

Well, my Brother, you have read, and your feelings 
^oubtlefs correipond with the occaiion ; the bounty 
TO our honoured father has ftill followed you ; his 
paternal goodnefs has been the continued fource of 
your emolument ; his rev«red memory is now exone- 
rated from every reproach ; and I deliver up the truft 
repofed in me with more gladnefs of heart, than: I 
iiiould experience in th^ fucceflion to a princely inher* 
kance. Adraflus. JliaU \o longer he hanijhed fhm the 
diveliing' of his -Acetus^^. Family harmony ««;/# agmn 
triumphs and my utmofl WUhcs will be foUy gratified* 
With to-morrow's fun I will Embrace my brother, and 
the ever lovely Matilda. Do me the favour to fpeak 
ef me to your children ; my introdu^fbion will be lefs. , 
formal, and I am impatient to clafp the youthful- 
grangers to my bofom. Accept the fraternal faluta^- 
tions of your unalterably attached

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Cuftomsj time honour'd, let us ftill revere r 
Stampt by antiquity:, they have their worth,, 

When in the train of wifdom they appear. 
And ar^e of. truth and gratitude the growth. 

IT is a common pradice to arraign the defpotifm: 
of cuilom ; and, lovers of Uhertyy we revolt from 
every thing which would begirt us with the lines of 
neceffity. The truth is, depraved nature fpums at 
government of every defcription ; and fmca the fatal 
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era which engendered pride, in heaven, and plunged a* 
third part of its denizens into the abyfs of guilty dif- 
efoedience, a fpirit o£ diforganization hath prevailed ; 
and it is only in proportion as the diforders in the 
mental world are reftified, and the niind informed, 
that we become folicitous for the general good, and 
are confirmed profelytes- to the beauty and propriety 
•f XDrder. It is utadcniably true, that cuftoms, inju- 
rious to the well being of: fociety, have foraetimes ob- 
tained undue influence ; againft thefe, to fet ourfelvcs 
in array, >is laudable ; but flill, thofe rules which have ' 
©btaned the fawdtion of revolving ages, fhouJd not, 
it appears to me, be difcarded for trivial inconvenience. • 
My reflexions h^ve b«en thrown into this train by ' 
a little incidesit, and a fimple tale, wi»ch perhaps I 
cannot do- better than narrate, as the fubjeft of this- 
B^y. It was on the evening immediately precedifig; 
eur \%Su annual Thankfgiving Day, • that a worthy 
tradefmsul, feated in my parlour iu a contemplative at-- 
titude, with folded arms, and eyes fixed on the cheer-

There is feme- 
reafon in your complaint, faid 1 j and if it has noth- 
ing to recommend it but barely cuftom, I alfo would* 
freely confign faid ddy to oblivion. It is true, it may 
be urged, that it is rational and pious to devote apar-- 

? ticular day to offer up our joint praifes, and to manifeft 
our united gratitude to that » onuiipptent and all-gra- 
cious Being, who gives us fo richly to enjoy ; but ta 
this it will be replied, that our orifons and thankfti^- 

. iag ought to. afcend with every returning day, ^"^

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•God is not now honoured by the blood rf thofe inino- 
: cents, which are the ufual viftims of a Thankfgiving 
Day ; that luxury enervates both bodily and Intellec- 
tual healtli ; and, that my friend, the tradefman above 
cited, is not the only fufferer from the extravagant 
profiifion ofa Thanlj^giving Day. 

All this is pointed by convidion ; but my mindy 
fond of inveftigating, doth not eafily yield its afTent 
to a difputed hypothefis ; and in the courfe of the 
week which contained our laft annual gala, I termi- 
nated a fentimental ramble, during which I had fe- 
.rionfly refleifted on the fubjefl, by a vifit to a valuable 
woman, whom I have long known ; and obferving, 
that in her accnilomed nianner fhe had diflinguifhed 
the era by diftributing to the neceffitous, 1 could not 
forbear remarking on that benevolence which was 
eminently prevalent in her bofom ; while, on her part,' 
that ihe might^effedualiy arreft words which were ilFu- 
ing in a ^panegyric on her virtues, fhe immediately 
drew my attention to an unfortunate female, with 
whom flie had juft parted. This female was bom ia 
a rank of life generally exempted from fervile depen- 
(dences for he who derives his fupport from the real 
»or imaginary exigencies of the opulent, admitting he 
as induilrious and frugal, almoft nece (Family commands 
refpeftability ; and the young Urfula was cradled In 
the tranquil rcceflcs of competency ; fhe was nourifh- 
ed, cultured, and reared to maturity by parental ten- 
demefs ; and the peaceful morning of her days was 
prote<5led by a father's love. But Heaven deprived 
her of her maternal parent, whofe place was foon fill* 
ed by a flep-mother ; and a train of thofe evils fuc- 
ceeded, which too commonly refult from fecond mar- 
riages, when children were the oflFspring of the firft. 

Urfula was marked the daughter of fuflFerance; 
but a fhort interval fucceeded her fadier's ill-judged 
Connexion, ere fhe was reduced to the neceflity of pro- 
viding for herfelfi various misfortunes have attended 
her folitary fleps ; and, mortified and difpirited by" 
the proftratioa of her eariy hopes, the difpofitioa of 

her 
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her mind hatii acquired a gloamj kind df acrimony $ 
fhe hath paffed through life without forming a par« 
ticular connexion, a prey to regret, diflatisfied with 
herfelf, and with a world to which fhe is fo little in- 
debted. She is now far advanced in years, and ihe 
is ftruggling with infirmities. A fcirrhus, from the 
progrefs of which fhe at times fbfFers exquidte pain, 
is gradually poifoning the fprings of life ; yet (he may 
ftill live long ; and although her exertions to obtain 
the means of living have been marked with unremitted 
induftry, fhe hath, notwithftanding, been frequently 
reduced to the laft extremity. Of pecuniary inconve- 
nience, however, fhe hath feldom been heard to com- 
plain. She hath almoft invariably preigrved a decent 
kind of pride, which hath impofed upon her lips, in 
this refpe<5l, the feal of filence. - 

But on the day immediately preceding our laft 
Thankfgiving, comparing, doubtlefs, the afjped of 
this returning feftival to thofe which had formerly 
met her view, her fortitude forfook her ; and, pale, 
emaciated and deiponding, fhie fought the parlour of 
my philanthropic friend. The children of misfortune 
know where to apply j and the road to the dwelling 
of the beneficent matron was pointed by a thoufand 
good adions. 

« What Jhall I doy Madam ?'' faid Urfula, as Ihe en- 
tered the apartment, " I fear^ ialas ! I fear that 1 muft 
" at length fubmit to the rigour of my fate. 7V- 
•* morrow ivifi be Thankfgiving Day^ and I have not 
« enough in the world to purchafe a fmgle bafket o£ 
" coal ! '* " Pray what is the price of a bafket of coal V* 
Probably the fifth part of a dollar, more or lefs, ac- 
cording to the caprice or mercenary difpofition of the 
vender.. " Not enough to purchafe you a baiket of 
*; coal 1 Aftonifhing ! but cheer up, Urfula, you Ihall 
" fpend your Thankfgiving Day with me ; and I would 
*' advife you to recoUedl that He who commanded you 
*? into being, hath all hearts at his difpofal ; that he 
" is the friend of the deftitute ; and that the calami- 
** ties to which we are fubje<aed, are the difpenfations 
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*•< of paternal ^fdom, of paternal love." Urfula bow- 
ed in filence ; fhe was too full to jfpeak ; but an af- 
-fc^ing kind of patient refignation fcemcd gradually to 
,j)ervade her grief-worn countenance. 

Jufl at this period) a gentleman entered the apart- 
ment : He had occafionally feen Urfula, and he was 
a man of humanity. Urfula, affliifted, and much op- 
"preffed, would have modeftly retired ; but our philan- 
thropic gentleman detained her. ** How are you, Ur- 
«« fula V' '^ Well, I thank you. Sir,*' returned the 
poor unfortunate* " You do not look well, Urfula— 
' ^* U'-morro^ *w$U he Thank/giving JOajH-^l would have 
every heart glad on that day" — and ne gave Urfula a 
liandfome benefadlion. Excellent memento ! we will 
record this circumftance in favour oiTbankfgmngDay: 
and, if it is found, that the cuftom of adminiftering to 
the neceiltties of our fellow-mortals, is coeval with thig 
fiflHvali we will, without heiltation, pronounce its eu« 
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Frfula courtefied, burft into tears>. and withdrew. 
A ray of hope once more illumined the bofom of the 
cheorlefs traveller ; fhe was animated to new exertions^ 
and again refuming her plans of induftry, fhe imme- 
diately fat out for the purpofe of fecuring fome work, 
Which a fear fhe fhould not be able to accompliih, had 
induced her to relinquiih. On her way, fhe looked ia 
on a perfon, whom ihe had been regularly in the habit 
of affilling, for the reimburfement of a debt, incurred 
in order to provide herfelf with a fmall bed, on which 
to rcpoie her weary limbs. Urfula pofTeffed great rec- 
titude and integrity of foul ; and the refledions occaiion- 
td by a recolle^ion of engagements fhe might pofEbly 
never be able to fulfil, had fiequently tortured her bo-^ 
fom I but fhe now met her creditor with an invigor- 
ated profped of being one day able to difcharge the 
laft farthing. 

Lucinda was her creditor ; fhe is a young and amic- 
able woman ; fhe is an orphan too, and altogether 
dependent on her own efforts for her fupport : Butt

contributes to adorn, muft experience genuine compla- 
cency, while they contemplate fo fair a model for 
thofe of the fex, to whom niggard fortune hath been 
parfimo^iiojas of her favours. Admirable yoimg wo- 
man 1 upon thy decent features, elegance and becom- 
ing modefty fits enthroned ; propriety mingles in thy 
train ; and, while I admire thy virtues, i will dally 
pray, that dijr love of independence may be crownecl 
by fucctfs, 

' ** Urfula,** fafid Lucinda, " you are indebted to m$ 
" juft fourteen fhillings— to-morrow will be Thankfgiv* 
** ing Day — ^Were it m my power, I would prepare ^r 
*• this day^ by an adlion which fhould calm every per- 
** turbed mind, wipe the tear from the cheek of for- 
^* row, and ^ hufh to peace the figh of ai^guifli ; but^ 
'* however limited my abilities, what I can, I will— - 
** From henceforth, that is, from Thankfgiving Dayi^ox^ 
** are free ; and remember, that for your future work 
** you are entitled to full and prompt payment." This 
was not the firft time Lucinda had taded the luxury 
of doing good ; for never had Ihe fei^it a |;)undle of 
•work to Urfula, in which ^fhe did not convey a half^ 
worn gown, cap, ikirt, $cc. ^cc. Yet, let xpe repeat, 
Lucinda cannot command a fingle penny, but what 
ihe receives as a compenfation for her ingenious and 
perfevering efibrts at her needle.

▼erfe. The week^ on which this jubilee is appointed, is 
devoted to the mott benevolent purpofes— to the recog- 
nition of the claims of the unfortunate, to the implant- 
ing, in the bofom of the orphan, the bud of hope, and 
to the making the ivido*w's heart Jing for jay. See 
the throng<5dureets — crowds of deftitute perfons aflert 
their accujl'omid prerogative — they pafs on to the dwell- 
ings of affluence— 4he feafon, habit, and the feelings, 
confequ^nt thereon, confpire to render liberality ftiU 
more liberal. Every prefent want is fupphed, gene- 
rofity is confHtuted almoner, a face of hilarity difplac- 
es that anxiety, which iiaturally clouds the brow of fuf- 
fering poverty ; they return to their now joyful retreats 
—they fmile over the fudden plenty — ^their hearts 
overflow with gratitude — ^their fpirits are attuned to 
praife — their dilpolitions arc in unifon with their feU 
low-citizens— they chant the fong of tbankfgtving--- 
they join in grateful proflxations to the God of their 
life ; and, the expe^ation of this Thankjghing Day fre- 
quently ferves to mitigate the calamitiesj^ ano to foften.

THE great fecret ofdeciding with accuracy, ahid«^ 
eth in the bread of deliberation ; hafty conclu^ 
Aons mud ever be hazardous, and a rational man wiE. 
never fubmit that to chance, which patient and atten- 
tive inveftigation may reduce to certainty. I have - 
for many years had the felicity of ranking Patronius 
among my intimate friends ; we have lived in the moft. ^ 
unreferved confidence ; and I do not recolle<a a fmgle 
inftance, wherein he has ever been necefiltated to re- 
tract an opinion which had received publicity from his 
adoption. 

He is never affuming ; his. fentiments^ are always^ 
advanced with modefty, and by confequence the bluihi 
of error never tinges his cheek. I am aware that this. 
IS a high panegyric, but an analytical examination of 
the {j^am of Patronius,, wiUt. if I zniftake nol^ evinofr 

the 
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the pradicability of a wife man, whatever may be his 
internal perceptions, apfeming to ohjervers always in 
the right. 

It is one of the firft prmciples of Patronins, to liften 
to the fentiments of thofe with whom he afFociates, 
before he hazards even a conjedure of his own ; and 
as he has an averfion from controverfy, he never ven- 
ttires upon a fnbjedl, except with a view of giving or 
receiving information. He is, on no occanon, the 
iioify difpntant ; he will not eontradtii peremptorily^ 
nor affert dogmatically ; he does not prefume that a 
thing //, or is not^ precifely as it happens on a curfory 
view to ftrike his perception. He is a clofe reafoner, 
hut then be is a reafiner ; his difqnifitions are marked 
with calmnefs ; and he would prefer remaining filently 
attentive daring the moft interefting converfation, to 
the y ttering a fingle fyllable in favour of an hypothefis 
which he conceived falfe and untenable. Hence, it 
wiH be concluded, that he is much more frequently a 
hearer than a /peaker, and this, indeed, of neceflity 
happens ; yet perfuafion dwells upon his Kps, and his 
opinions are rarely ever afcertained, that they are hot 
in(liantaneoufly adopted. His charaAer is marked by 
firmilefs ; he is known to be confiftently virtuous ; and 
his wovementSy rather than his language^ are decifive* 
He'is an accurate definer ; and when he fpeaks, filence„ 
m rapt attention, bends to hear. He propofes his 
fubjeft at large J marks, with precifion, its general 
contour ; ejcpreffes thofe ideas fuggefted by an aggre- 
gate view thereof ; and methodically proceeds to indi- 
vidual obfervations, from whence he deduces his com- 
prehenfive and felf-evident conclufions. 

Truth is the great objedl of his purfuit ; and his 
refearch after this ineftimable gem is uniformly con- 
duced with moderation. He is a pupil of the Socra- 
tic fchool ; and, by a regular feries of queftions put to 
his opponent, the invidious ta(k of refutation is foft- 
ened, and his tenets are eflabliftied without involving 
thofe rancorous feelings which are too commonly the 
^pendages of difputation. &y this mild mode of 
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conTincing^Patronius4s iure never to offirnd. Perfon?. 
are imperceptibly Informed ;, they admire Us ander*- 
ftandingy without envying its brilliancy? and I have 
frequently feen the brow of thts aocompiifhed vidlor 
adorned by the cheerful voices and ready hand& of the 
grateful vanquilhed, with tlie faireft laureU that ever 

frew in the aromatic haunts of animating praife I 
rom interrogatory arguments, Patronius derives aa 
obvious advantage ; he is fpared the arxogance of. 
aflertion ; convidion is gradually produced ; and ev«^ 
ery one is ready to join mue in opinions which become 
feLT-evidenty which they have helped to elucidate, aad> 
which, with a plea£ng periuafioa of their authenticity,, 
pervade the mind.. Thus are the feelk^s of conqpla* 
cency invigorated ; prejudice imperceptibly uadexmia*- 
ed ; and &at pertinacious adherence to a favourite? 
fentimbit,. fo natural to human pride, when attacked^ 
with Jefs mdgment, {kilfuUy divefted of its impofing; 
power, ratronius generally leaves it to his little ao-^ 
dience, to (umifh with the garb of words^ the conclu-^ 
fion which he has irrefragably demonflrated ; and< 
hence, ihould his reafoxung undefignecUy have GOSi!e^««> 
ed a latent error, he is fpared thoie unpleafant fea&— 
tions which would have attended the neceintx>of yi^*- 
ing his hypothecs, had he propcfed or defended it withr 
cbflinacy ; Thus he is a ilranger to the culpabiUt} a£. 
error ; and my txAogmia iSy JirUily fpeaklng^ a i(oboR 
ftft — ^its eonfci&us hlujhis nevfir tinge biucbeek* I grant: 
that Patronius has been rarely equalled ;- and that he 
is placed in our world, a luminary of the fir ft magni- 
tude ; and yet^^ I humbly conceive, I may propofe him^ 
as a model for imitation ; for although. we may never 
reach the fummit he hath attained, emulation may 
neverth clefs produce its eflFe<ft ;♦ and every adv-ance we 
make toward the point of rediitude, will be honourable 
to ourfelves, and beneficial to fociety. 

Patronius has the felicity to combine thofe qualities 
which have been fuppofed heterogeneous ; . and* while, 
his movements are the refult of cool deliberat^a afld, 
noble firmnefs i while his coudu<2 is und6r- the g«oUk 
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ance of prttdence and fn>priet]s tBe fesvour and. con«i 
ftancj of his regards amount to the enchanting and 
axmable enthufiafm^ mfeparable from fublime and ho- 
I7 friend(hip» Patronm& evinceth that a firong and 
well regelated mind is fufceptible of evefy exccUencei 
and his adions maf^ m the i^me moment, be coniid- 
ered as the ipontaneons growth of naturet and the re* 
iult of educated wiidom---they are. rich and abundant* 
\j prodoftive ; they are luxuriant as the wild and in^ 
difcriminatin^ impuUes of unfyftematized liberality t 
But a met mveitigator will obferve them carefully 
pruned by reafon,. and circumfcribed by the inclofurC; 
^ difcreet munificence. 

I do hc»Dage to the a^U'v^e mind of Patroniiis. In* 
felled, it b faid, will always command refpeA ; and». 
from full conYi^on, I receive this fentiment into my 
treafury o£ meotUrovertihle fa£is% Will a weight of 
years deftroy the energy of talents fo conipicuouily em* 
iaent ^ If it will, we could almoft breathe a wifh ta 
aireft the progrefsof ^ime ; and with. a.litde variation^ 
we apply and devoutly afpirate the Homeric petition! 
kft favour of Neftor v <* What now thou art. Oh 1^ 
ever may ft thou be ; and j^ the lot of any iage but 
thee/' But the uniforsi temperance of Fatronius> 
will entitle him to an old age of health ; while his; 
mind will continue cheerful and adlive, purfuing un- 
interruptedly a courfe of ufefiilnefs to the lateft period 
of his mortal exiften.ce ; thus Enifiiing his career with' 
tbofe meliovated Q>lendors that in the morning of his. 
dajs fhining with ftrong efi^lgence, emitted the fairefl 
hopes of meridian excellence. While he lives he wiU 
poifefs the appkufe of his fellow men ; and poUerity 
will learn to Tenerate his memory.. 

" The applaufe of his fellow men V^ cries Apathy ; 
*< And pray, good Mr.. Gleaner, of what ufe wiU this 
be to Patronius ? Fleafe to inform us to what the ap« 
plaufe bf his fellow men will amount ? Fame is a wind 
Idown vagabond ; ilse delighteth not in durable habi- 
tations. Virtue^ in the per/on of WA^atNGTONy hath en» 
ikawur^d ta render birjktionary / but the flood of lights 
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vntb which fhh hath encompafled the hero^ hath at 
length become infufferablc j it hath ftruck blind a 
number of \rell meaning indtviduals ; and it hath {(t 
far excited the rancottr of the fcreech-owls of our day, 
that, if the guardian chief fhould not itiddenly efcape 
to his native fkics, it will be wonderful if they do not 
for the time being, envelop him in that denfe atmof- 
pherc which circumfcribes their own ideas 5 it will be 
aftonilhing, if, encircling him by the murky clouds of 
envy, they do not defpoil him of the vagrant fame. 
Yet, lured by the charms of a condufl: irreproachable, 
^ould fame continue to enwreath the hanoured hrenus of 
Wajhingtony as^ worth fo rare is leldom the growth of 
mortahty, pretenfibns more equivocal muft fubmit to 
the veil of obfcurity, or confent to become the fport of 
alternate cenfure and applaufe. Praife is an airy com- 
modity ; a breath bellows it, and a breath- retrads ; it 
foothes for a moment, but it foon evaporates ; it ener- 
vates the mind, ihfmuating a perfuafion, that, having^ 
reached the ne plus ultra of inteHe<5hxal attainments^, 
every future eflfbrt is fuperfluous, and it renders us im- 
patient under the moft gentle and neceflary reproofe 
For my part, although I may admire your Patroniosi. 
I neverthdefs throw my gauntlet, and pofitively af- 
fert the- inutility of every fpecies of commendation r 
being fully able to prove its inability to confer happi- 
nefs, and its inefficacy on the morals of mankind. He* 
who' expefts * his peace from the- eulogizing voice of 
fame;, is making his couch on the pointed thorns of ca- 
price — is. buildmg a fuperftru<aure on the fiudhiatmg 
waves of opinion:, than which nothing is more fatilr 
and unftable. I truft not then the treachery of fenti- 
ment, the bubble fame is not an objeift g£ my purfuit ; 
and I am regardlefs of the opinion of the world." 

Stop,-ftop, Mr. Apathy — attend a moment, if you 
pleafe. The world is a vaiV, an ample theatre, and 
its inhabitants are an audience to each other — ^we arc 
alternately a^ors and fpe6lators ; and,, if we hold ia 
contempt the opinion of thofe who are affembled as^ 
<mr judges, the probability i$> we ft^l foon view witb 
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xidifierence thofe virtoes^ the attaiimient and pra<5Hce: 
«f whicby is the purchafe of their efieem ;. and it is. 
to be feared, we (hall ultimately become unworthy of 
the good, we have learned to defpife* I.fliould trem*^ 
hie for a fbn os daughter who regarded with indiffer- 
ence the facred tuterefts of reputation- To wiiat pur- 
poie are we diligently employed ia embellishing our 
perfonv or m pQli(hing our manners? thefe adventi-- 
tious graces make no effentiaL part of inborn integrity,. 
«r of a folid underilanding 5 yet, they are pleafmg ex- 
terioxsy which, render us^ acceptable to thofe with whom 
we aflbciate. But, was there no individual whom we 
wiihed to impreffi— ^was there no heart, on whofe fair 
tablets we were- anxious to i^mp ideas of our merits.

grub like induftry, havijig jenvelpped himfelf in his 
earthy conqr entertains as httle eatpedlation of breaking 
his fepulchral enclofure, as the reptile who thus jne- 
chanically encrufls itfelf, 

" Mamma," iaid my little grand-daughter to Mar- 
^garetta, " Mamma, where do butterflies go V* I re- 
peat, that a child may aik a queftion which would 
^puzzle a Sir Ifaac Newton to refolve, £iut although 
neither the wife nor the untaught onay %e able to def- 
cant learnedly .on the ^eftination of butterflies, yet do 
we take ine^fpreflible pleafure in tracing their various 
.and furpriling tranfinutations, .and in dwelling with 
cagi^r attention on their eventful career, until, borne 
on the gentle zephyr, they .become tenants of the aerial 
world. 

MayoiQt the Tjutterffylje confidered as a humble 
figure of the creature Man ? In its reptile ftate it 
feems fafiened to the earth ; it is indefatigable in its 
attempts to obtain that fubfiilence it will Jieed but a 
little while. At lengtli it is evidently on the decay j 
.it fets about preparing for its departure ; it makes 
ready the filaments in which it enwrappeth itfelf ; it 
enfolds and contrails them ; gradually they become a 
fepulchral cruft, in which fecurely enveloped, the de- 
ceafed 1nfe<fl apparently bids a final adieu to the bufy 
fcenes in which it hath taken fo laborious a part. 
But mark the aftonifhiug change : Thefe habiliments 
of death are thrown off — die hideoufly diigufting form 
is no more— its newly acquired wings are expanded—*- 
they aifiime a variety of hues, and look as if defigned 
in the gayeft moments of a fertile and brilliant imag- 
ination. Hardly will the little flutterer deign to reft 
on the bofom of that earth, to which it formerly fo 
clofely adhered j and, perched on fome beauteoufly 
fragrant flower, and indulging in all the rich variety 
of ambrofial food, it fips me embofomed fweets. 
With what aftonifliing celerity its movements are per- 
formed — slightly it purfues its elevated path, and we 
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■gaze with admiration ijpon its wonderful lI^pTt)v^ 
4nent5. Was not the vrhole procefs fobmitted to oat 
obfefvation, we fcouW call m qtieftioxf its reality ; and 
cold philofophy would teach us, firft, to rcafon — ^fecond- 
ly, to doubt— a^nd> finally, to embrace the creed of infi* 
dclity. 

Man, in Jiis preftnt ftatc of being, ttioves heavily on 
this opaque globe — he is princq)ally fbficitous, refoed- 
ing matters which appertain wholly to this Itfe — -he is 
often anxioufly opprefled, while every acceflion to th^ 
property he is carefnljy feeking to augment, does, 
but increafe his burdens. But whatever impediments 
may feem to bar his way, he, however, advances on- 
ward—he attains the period when his quick fcnfe ci 
«aith-bom joys is no more — he verges on the days on 
which he can fay he hath no pleafure— for a Utde mo- 
ment he abides, and his open grave is prepared — ^he is 
incloied in the narrow houfe, and the green turf clothes^ 
with undiftinguiijiing verdure, the faalloWed fpot 
where he repoies. Do We fay that we have bid him 
an eternal adieu ? we do not i^^eak cOrredtly ; for, in 
the morning of the refhrre^ion, he fliall burft the bar- 
riers of the grave— he fhall iifue from the chambers of 
the tomb. Behold how mortality hath put on immor- 
tality — ^he is bcantifiil as the inhabitants of the celef- 
tial world— he hath become as a winged feraph— he 
mounts, he foars on high — ^he purfues his tracklds 
way — ^he attains the heaven of heavens, and he min- 
gles with the angels who furroimd the throne of Deity. 

Is my figure exceptionable ? — I fhall not contend— 
I did not expedl it would anfwer in all its parts. £ 
think, however, fome of its features will be acknowl- 
edged fhiking ; and I could as eafily, had I not ocu- 
lar demonflration, believe the fefurredlion of the body, 
inclofed in yonder tomb, as I could lend my credence 
to the egg, the worm, the cone, the aurelia, and the 
butterfly. 

Yet, I do not vehemeritly infift on the refufcitatioa 
of this time-worn tenement. In the bloom of youths 
and vigour of my days, my re\udance to a final ic^ 
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vation from organs fo mcomparably well adapted to 
my exigencies, was extreme ; but a length of years 
have revolved— the fine machine is going to decay— 
I begin to d^tedk its inconveniences— it is a heavy clog 
upon my purpofes— and, when I am bounding for- 
ward with all the celerity of thought, I am retarded 
and pulled back by its unwieldy properties. I natur- 
ally wifti for a vehicle more agile ; and imagination, 
darting into futurity, anticipates accommodations more 
confonant with my wifhes. Hardly a day paffes, in 
which I do not dilcover, in my prefent refidence, new 
inftances to prove that the building is greatly im- 
paired ; nor is this a circumftance of regret. My 
glafs informs me, that time hath furrowed nly face ; 
that my eyes no longer fparkle with the vivacity of 
youth ; that the glony ornaments of my head are rap- 
idly giving place ; that my fm-m is bent ; that I hob- 
ble in my gait, &c. &c. No matter — ^my attachment 
to this earthly refidence is alfo on the decline, and I 
will fuppbrt, with fortitude, the fufferings which may 
he neceffary to its diflblution. Whether my all-wile 
and omnific Father will raife it again on a nobler 
principle, is a queftion that cannot greatly agitate my 
mind, fince I know that his paternal goodnefs .will or- 
dain for me, precifely that habitation, which (hall be 
the beft calculated for the full enjoyment of all my 
faculties. If I — if my beft felf can efcape from this 
wreck of nature, I am then fure to be as " b/efi as I 
van hear ;" and, the fuperiority and inferred durability 
of fpirit, is beyond a doubt. 

** Certainly not," cries the oppofer, "ySr the mental 
•* faculties decay with the corporeal ; thus evincing the 
^^ truth- of the hypothejis^ 'which defer ibes them as both per^ 
•* ifhing together,^* 

But againft fuch a comfortlefs and derogatory fen- 
thnent I enter my proteft. The immortal principle 
of life, retaining, in this debilitated body, its priftine vig- 
our, glows indignant at the humiliating idea ; and, 
notwithftanding the decaying organs by <which it operates^ 
it ftill afferts its own inherent fervours, ^ge cannot, 
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in rea/itjrCurtaJl the inbom powers of the foul ; thei 
claflicity, for want of iife,,may be abridged, but their 
native energies can .never depreciate. From the mo- 
ment in which the immortal mind becomes a fojournet 
in mortality, certain organs, by which it is to operate, 
^rc afligned to the celellial refident, and thefe organs 
-become the medium of its manifeftations. In infancy 
jlie mental faculties are under .a jneceffity of awaiting 
Jthe acquirements of thatprogreffingjuacbine, in"whic5 
they are enveloped ; and .t'he reafon is obvious ; the 
mod {kilful artift muft be fumiflied with inftrument* 
prQper to his .occupation. In the vigour of manhoo4 
the foul ftill finds many a laudable wifh ungratified— ;» 
.its habitfition is not in every refpe^l accommodated to 
'its views — it would move ovlth all die rapidity of mo- 
tion— -it would take the wings of the corning, an4 
jcompafs the globe in a way — :it would defign and exe- 
.cute in one. and the fame moment— .and the reftleft 
anxiety it experienceth is a prefumptive proof, that it is 
appointed to a higher and more perfedt (late. Old age 
arrive^ — ^and the bodily organs^ ordained for dijfolutiont 
€xperienceth the imhecility that marked tkejlate of chUdr 
hood — the imprifi^ned fpirit affays to quicken the flug- 
gifh ftreamr— it endeavours to roufe tlie ^torpid pulfe— ? 
it would read^ flexile xhe ftiflfening linews — with 
tremulous anxiety it jfearches every compartment, 
throws its inquiring glance through each avenue, and 
would ad upon the complicated nnachine .«is in thofe 
days when it appeared fo much under its command — r 
but it will not be — and it is in vain to ftjuggle againft 
a ftatute which hath paffed the great feal of Heaven. 
The retiring inijmoital at leiigth becomes confcioua 
that it is on the eve of its departure ; it coUeds its 
fcattered faculties, and, fubmitting to that ftate whick 
hears a ftrong refemblance to inactivity, and which is 
irnpofed by ^neceflity, it awaits, with ^lore or lefs refig? 
aiation, the approaching moment q£ its final emanci- 
pation. But ihall we for this expatiate on its diznifl' 
^fhed Juftre, ftrip it of its immortality, prepare its &• 
ficral dirge, and confign jit to the gu.lp.h of oblivion \ 
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Strange perverfioil of Ideas ! moft illogical conclufion ! 
and truly uhworthy facrifice of all thofe commanding 
incentives to virtue and fplendid hopes, that originate 
in an expedlatibn of future etiftence.- 

That it is highly irrational to charafterizc the im- 
ihortal mind, from the demonftration k maketh of its 
faculties by the medium of decaying bodily organs y^^ 
apparent from a variety of confiderations. Ah illuf- 
trative figure this moment prefentsv I take my feat' 
in the midft of a r^fpedtaWe company — a mufician is 
introduced — -I have heard much of this performer — ' 
he is very eminent^ underftands every branch of mufic, 
is unequalled in the line of his profeflSon, and particu- 
larly excels upon the piano-forte — the inftrument is^ 
opened, and he coitimences his eflPorts with a favourite 
piece of mufic. But what a futile attempt ! — ^foutids 
Ae moft 'difcordant iffue from die piano— not a-fingle 
liote isixi unifon — -th^ flats and fharps ar6 confoutidecf 
—he is out of tinlc — tt childf pfafiijitig his lejfon^ would 
have produced better tones. O horrid! I exclaim ; 
forcly, the artift is either grofsly deficient, or he has* 
kji thojk eTcquiJite poixjers of execittionl for luhich he has been 
P highly celebrated ; his faculties'^ prdbabfy^ are on the decay,- 

" Miftaken man^" repKeS the mafter of the houfe,- 
'•yotit conjeiJhire is- erroneous ; nothing can be fur- 
ther from: the truth.' The injlrumenty my good Sir^ ir 
mit of tune ; nay'y morty an accident hath defpoiled it of 
ks principal keys i the complicated machinef-y is objlrufted 
in its moft capital parts / in]fhortiit h ivornout by time^ 
difaftrous removals, and un/kilful ujage.** Ought I not» 
to feel ccnfcious of my injurious eftimation of the mu- 
fician ?- Doe3^ not the cbcumftance of the decayed in^ 
Jlrument" rtikt^re flSy high raifed ideas of his abilities ? 
and will it not be proper j that I henceforward render 
him the homage which nrnk ever- be due to fuperior* 
acquirements ? 

I confefs, I take a fuperi'bf pleafure-in tracing, im«* 
proving and cherifiiing, every idea which eftablifhes- 
Aepre-eminenccy independence and immortality of the mind f'* 
mdy in. tbe^ multifarious reflexions I have anxioufly' 
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made on thi^ fubjeft, I hsvre derived much confolation,. 
from recurring to the furpriiing aftivity the fpirit of- 
ten evinces, when the bodily organs are fail locked m 
the embraces of the image of death. I have thought^ 
that the adtion of the fpirit is inno momeitf entirely 
fufpended j and although I have paiTed many nightfr 
without a confcioufnefs of having dreamed, y^t it doe» 
not therefore fouow, that the mental &culties have, 
been unemployed. The naoft pleaimg viiions hav& 
f ometimes gathered round my ilecping hours ; medi- 
od and propriety have been in fiill exercife. \ but wheni 
the re-a£tion of the corporeal organs* hafi re-called th^t 
vagrant fpirit, only disjointed images have remaini~ 
ed, and it has beea beyond my- power to recover a fi&^ 
gle conne<5led ideaw Again» I have only been able tQ<i 
recolleiS): that I have dreamed^ wiliieut the yeftigeof aa 
impreillon, by, which I could> trace the natme ef thtr 
yiiion. From thefe fadts I gather, that I may dream^ 
without being 23i all confciousi. after the ftuadows o£ 
the night have fled, that my mind has been tha&occu^ 
pied. It appears to me of coBfeijuence,^ to eftabli&i 
the cor^iant a^ivity of the foul ; i<ur,.if it can, &r 9l 
ilngle moment, be diveftedof its cx?iafcioiftfiief«aBddie 
appendages of animation $^ if i(; caxi Jktftriter iM the 
body^ it may flumber for ages, it may 1<^ k» idottblyv 
it may link into oblivion ; and we are, by con&^ens^ 
condu'ded to the Gomfbi;tle£i verge of materiafifo £ 
But having expre&d myfelf freely on diis fub^<d^ itk 
Tax £flay> which ipay in future be fubnakted to the 
pubhc eye, I wave it for the pre&at* 
. I know that dreams are whimfxcal, perj^zisg aoA 
fallacious ; yet we do not aliipya underibwd their orv 
gin or tendency ; and, I conceive, theie may be aaat^ 
^tes in nature, of which' we are entirely ignoramu 
Que thing appears to me certain^ that dreanas fursiilk 
no inconiiderable evidence of that pre-e mim e meet kuk'. 
pindenee and irmrnrfaJity^ which I am fidicttoos to con- 
firm. A perfon far advanced in years, and enteiis|^ 
on the winter of life, every day accumulates infirao^ 
lies. Suffexinf under a fihtr^ pairoxyim of the gou^ 
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after a fucceflion of hours marked hj anguifli, nature, 
quite exhaufted, forgets itfelf in the arras of fleep ; 
to the-^uch of mifery the j^ain-worn body is ftill con- 
fined ; but the gladdened fpirit, as if felicitating it- 
felf on its momentary exemption, indulges the full ca- 
reer of fancy. The fcene is inftantly changed — a fur- 
priiing revolution fucceeds^-^youth again blooms on 
the cheek — ^die nerves are new ftrung — ^the fii^ews re- 
fume their wonted agility — the blood flows brifkly 
through the veins — ^health braces the frame — ^hope 
glows in the boibm*-*the heart Jeaps for joy — all is 
^ch^titinent, the enchantment of the morning of Jife — 
he contfsmplates the- tendered attachments — ^he forms 
new connexions — ^he becomes impaffioned — and h^ 
feels over again the ardours of youth. But alas I th^ 
'fle^Og vifi^ is* on the wing — a creaking door — an 
u ^p/eftinent footftep- — ^the charm is broken — and the 
mind i^ again embodied by age, infirmity, and confe- 
gpent fujQFering. Yet, I aik, has it not thus produced 
a proof of its pre-eminence and independence ; and may 
jiot its hmmrtaUty be fairly inferred ?

the, future and immortal exii^ence of every animate4 
t>eing« I fliould be right happy to witnefs the era 
pred^iSted by the prophet Kaiah, who tells us, Oiat the 
lion a^d the laynb ftall lie down together 5 and Ihculd 
.they be led- by the hand of blooming innocence, the 
fcene would be ftiU more highly wrought. In one 
word, .could I anfwer my little Margaretta's queftion» 
** Where do huttierfiies go P'' it would become to me 9 
m^ fource of pleafure. 
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When Genius, rich in inteUedbual (lores, 
With inborn force the path of light explores^ 
Nature purfuing with untutored gaze. 
Refulgent, fliining in unborrowed rays — 
Then native fplendours gild the beamy way, 
And its own orb beftows perennial day. 

PERHAPS there is no individual, who is imprefl^ 
ed with a higher idea of the advantages refolting^ 
from extenfive literature, than myfelf. I cheerfully 
do homage to fcience ; a conviclion of its excellence 
neceflitates me to place it among the firft of bleifing* ;• 
and I would enjoin perfons of airdefbriptions tofeizie 
with avidity every opportunity of accumulating knowl* 
edge. He who has negleded to ftore his mind with 
ideas, to invigorate the intelleftnal powers, and to 
habituate himfelf to reafoning, comparing, mreftigat* 
ing, and concluding, hath not only forgotten to con^ 
ftitute a fund on which he might occafioflaHy draw, 
but hath alfo defrauded fociety of that adlftance which 
mankind had a right to reckon on from his abilities ; 
and thus committed a crime againft his fpecies, for 
which, alas ! it is beyond his power to atone. 

But while I deliberately render all poffiblc rtfpeSt 
to thofe acquirements, fo indifpenfably requifite to him 
who would run with honour the career of life, I can- 
not forbear confefling tny/uperhr admiration of thofe 
fortuitous candidates for applaufe, who, in a great 
meafure unaffifted by the fchools, have reached the 
higheft eminence to which a human being can afpire ; 
nor does this diminilh the odium fo jufthjr affixed up- 
on him, who, inattentive to the means of informatioa 
with which he has been fumilhed, produces himfelf 
upon the world an unlettered blank, waiting the caf- 
tial impreflions of every, interefted compofitor, whom 
chance may dire<5l to fill up the vacant pages.

a Johnibn ; his didtion may be neither elegant nor 
C€»>re^; he. will be in the iituation of a man who 
has to ikape his materials, as well as tO' conlbu^ hiK 
-ftole ef buildiikg $ but he may ftrilee out fome bold 
originalities his fuperftru^re may poiUbly create a 
new ofdcir in literature, aasd 1^ may form very juft 
pr^traiiohs to rank with thofe venerable ancients wh» 
have, through a long fuccefliofi of ages, poflei&d the 
admiration of ^mankind. -Gmmmaticafter may un- 
doubtedly convidl him of a falfe ufe of nouns and pro- 
410UIIS, of coni^undiag modes, tenfes, verbs and ad- 
•▼erbs, and of the heinous crime of miftaking a colon 
for a full ftop ; but th& judicious critic will not ex- 
^ed to find the child of nature miraculoufly impreiFed 
with an accurate knowledge of the refinements of dic^ 
<tk>n, nor intuitively familiar with thofe rules whifh 
originated in convenience, and are the- production of 
the combining efforts and continued improvements of 
Succeeding centuries. The candid invefiigator will be 
-occupied, while perufing the compofitions of unculti- 
•^ated abilities, in fearching for thofe natural b^uties 
•Aat are the offspring of genius ; thcfe he will point 
out to public view, while he will take a fublime pleaf- 
ure in imagining the fummit his author would have at* 
tained> had he been aiHittd by education. Had 
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Had Gxatnntatkafior li^ed ia tba 4afs of Skake^ 
i^eitf*» be woijdd iindoubtedly have attacked, ^ridi 
tr«^ Zoihtan raacour^ the fplendid 3ar4 of N^tora^

Far from inw 
feding his eagle flight, they feem to point more forci- 
bly* his inimitable attainments ; they are foils, which 
like i^ots in the fun,, fbrikingly contrail his original* 
luftrc, and irrefiliibly enforce the. vigour of an imder- 
ftanding, that hath proved a rich and inexhauiUbla 
ibnrce, from which many, a leiTer light has borrowed 
its exigence. 

Mifs- Hannah Moore, (the celebrity of whofe char- 
ai^r might almoll fandtion error) writing to Mrs* 
Montague in favour of the milk woman of Cliiion» 
and (peaking of Shakefpear, elegantly embodies thofe 
. iflbias^ which I am iblicitous to enrobe. But Voltaire^ 
cbaraSerizes this prodi^ous- and incomparable geiuusy 
u&z harhafH>m poet I Mikon alfo is ranked in the famo^ 
da^fr by xJtki^civiUsud writer ! yet.it. will net be withipf 
lSxA ccMBnpafs even of a Voltaire, to diminish thof^^ 
j|ple&dours aeceflarily attached to luminairies of tb^- 
ixSi magnitude in the literary hemifphere. 

As the fatellite of Mifs Moore, the milk woman mu& 
fiiH be conilderedx;, andy if k is tame Khat an adveriji: 
cloud hath, fev' a timfi intercepted the beneficent rayjfl^ 
«£ ^ab refylendient orb» preventing thecontiQuaaicp cdf 
their genial influence oa the ^humble dai^hterof gQ-r 
^s> the innate refulgence of an intelle^ boish elevatf 
tdf and infcotnedy wiU imdoul^edly confume ever)^ 
opaque impediiaent which hath officioufly obtruded t 
Wd ihe will once more recefve to favour the gently. 
£emale whom fhe hath prefented- to obfervatlon, and 
wb<>i» fhe £b kindly fheltered» 

WQodh£)t3ie^ the Crifpian bard, extgriis Qur pil^ an^f 
•or adcniration : Like tlxe milk wonaaa^ conunon readU 
ttg agad writing comf rized the whiole of his educ9h 
^a; and, from an application to even thefe u&ful 
Ranches of fludy, he wa# taken when he was only fev«f 
ta years of age. Perhaps -Mifs. Moore's account of 
Mrs.. Yeariley, migliti be ftriuStiy replied t4» Woodhoufe % 
Iwt,. be this as it noay, he was, however, b»ed a lWe'«> 
maker ; at which bufinefsj.. he was no more than 9. 
jsuraeytnaQ^ and ceadeiimedl^ IktbMiM: with- indefa^ii^ 
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gabl6 induftfj^, for the fupport of a belored wife, andf 
an infant progeny. We cannot but venerate both his* 
genius and appKcaticm ; while we view him feated at 
his depreffing employ, the pen -and ink are at his el- 
bow ; he arrefts the couplets as they prefent, and,- 
penning them dtjwn fdr future revifioli, he again pur- 
fues the duties of* his- occupation. Of his third for^ 
knowledge, we receive a very hieh idea, when we 
contemplate him after a day pafled in earning the 
fcanty pittance adjudged the price of hts labour, ap«* 
ptropriating thofe hours ufually devoted to the reftora- 
tive fluiftberS of the night, to the o&taining that intel* 
leAual food^ fortunately fo amply fupplied^ by books,- 
with which the iitdUlgencc of his patron at lengthf 
ftimiflicd him ; and we yield him our full commifcra- 
tion, when -we hear him in his poem, -entitled Spring,' 
penfively coitiplain, not indeed fo much for himfelii* 
as for' the' beattteouS fair one whbfe fate was entwined 
with his. The circumftanice«- and' foanty advantage* 
cf the poet, induces us to allaav to his lays their /«// 
fnent\and the invidious attempt- to point out a hlemijhy 
Would fcem to cortned' a- degree of criminality. Thuff 
thought the ekgant bard of the Leafowes, when, with 
the utirioft tcndernefs,^nda^^ benevolence truly charac- 
teriftic, he commended, fan<5tioned and patronized \ 
while his dignified condefcenfion Was only equalled by 
the gratitude c^CrklJpinj who was ambitious of elevating 
almoft every poetical- effay, by the admired name of- 
Shenftonek 

Imagination, when tracing the progrefs'of genius/ 
©naffifted by education, neceilarily ftops to drop a- tear" 
of regret over the misfortunes, and to render- the tribute 
of applaufe, indifputabJy due to the merit and fublimtf 
genius of Ghatterton.- Uncommon youth ! with what 
facility did he arrcft and annex whatever could enrich 
and embellifh ; and how wonderful was the progreff 
of this untutored bard ! Excellent young man I de- 
frauded, . whilft thou fojoumed among mortals, of 
whatever could'foothe, invigorate, or fuftain ; thy er- 
iS;encebecan>e the forfeit! and nought, alas \ remaiotf 
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for pofterity, but to raife a monument to thy memory, 
which fhall endure as ioi\g as the.fmalleft veflige of 
jntelle<5hial worth (hall ^continue. 

But the Efforts of genius, unaffifted by education, 
lare alike entitled to fijperior panegyric, whatever track 
jt may purfue, , To the naturaLpowers of a Brindley^ 
Xhe celebrated pEOJe<3:or of navigable <anals, we do 
-reverence ; and, while we envy the felicity of the' Duke 
o£ Bridgewater, who firfl called into a^ion talents, fo 
inherently energetic, we uiihelitatingly (jonfefs that 
the total Ignorance of art which Mr. Brindley evinced, 
nwhile fubmitting to the inveftigating interrogations of 
,the Houfe of Commons, renders ftillmore conijpicuous 
ihe magnitude of his underRanding. 

The contemplation of the powers of nature, is, 
•undoubtedly, a delightful employ : Native talent in- 
•Tefts with independent luftre-; and' every inftance of 
4inaided excellence y (lamps .an idea of the inheneni value of 
intelleCl. Mankind are proportionably dignified, as the 
4nhorn 'worth ^oixhdX celeftial emanation, which animates 
;them to adtion, is acknowledged and eftabliihed ; and, 
^mprefTed with this fentiment, I am free to own^ diat 
I trace with fnigular 3(atisfa<ftion, the brilliant efforts 
,of untauglit abilities, warmed to admiration and ftimr 
plated to exertion by tlie unborrowed rays -which they 
jemit ; I love to ba(k beneath the genial beam ; and I 
Jioard, with all a mifer*s indudry, the golden treafure- 

Ku LIBIA, a Rudian peafant, commemorated in Cox's 
:travels, is a rich inftance of tlie wonderful powers of 
»nature > he will ever be grouped witli examples of ex- 
traordinary genius ; and the bridge, thrown over the 
4-iver Neva^ which he projected, with many other 
.achievements of bis untutored abilities, will continue to 
i>ear teftimony to the fublimity of his intelledt. 

The confideration of negle(5ted education hath been 
;the ground, on .which the fuperftrudlure of female abil- 
ities hath been reared ; it hath invefted women of 
elevated underftanding with an indifputable claim to 
fuperior eftimation ; for when fuccefsfully ftruggling 
with thofe difcouragements which are peculiarly fexual; 
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dq>refled by a fituation iieoefikrily 'lumitkiting^ aifi 

checked by the invidious fncer of the fupercilious and 
pedantic critic ; when, in defiance of every iinpedi»ieiili> 
witli talents almoft wholly uncultivated, they boldly 
leize the palm of merit, we are unavOidably'Compelltfi 
to yield them that refpectful veneration diee only U'^mniy 
and which intelleftual excellence muft ever extort* 
•But the apok)gy for female deficiencies, fiA-iiilhed by 
v^ant of education, will not, in future, be acknowledged 
as vaRd ; the partial diftribution of Had vantages which 
has too long obtained, is, in this enlightened age, 
rapidly giving place to a more uniform fyftem of 
information ; and the frequently contefted queflion, 
rerpe<5ling the intelle<5tual pretentions of the fexes, may 
one day be difcufled on fair and equal -ground. 

In the family* of Alexy' Michaelovitch, Czar of 
Ruffia, a ftriking in{]:ance is recorded where fiiperiorilj' 
of underftanding Ihone forth with decided bnllian<$)r 
in the female line. Feoc\or and Ivan, fons of tlie»Ciar^ 
evinced in every particular a marked inferiority of 
intelled, while their fifter, the Princefs Sophia, was 
endowed by nature with all thofe ihining talents, and 
that folidity of underftanding in which her brothers 
were fo remarkably deficient. Eminently qualified 
for her high ftation ; although a woman of uncommoa 
beauty of perfon, (he combined therewith firft-rate 
abilities. She poiTeiTed an extraordinary knowledge 
in the theory of government ; and ihe knew how to 
reduce to pra<5lice its true fpirit. Of perfons of genius 
and learning fhe was the avowed and liberalpatronefs ; 
and the introdu<5tion of polite literature into 'Emxoi^ 
was encouraged and fan<fi:ioned by her example. At 
an era when the lowell fpecies of compofition both 
aflumed and difgraced the name of morality, this 
elegant princefs occupied her leifure hours in tranfla- 
ting the Medicin Malgrelui of Molicre. 8he aifo 
compofed a tragedy, fuppofed to be the firft crtant in 
the Ruffian language ; and a circumftance whkh adds 
effentially to the merit of this eflay, is, that it was 
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tke fredvlKcm of 4i pemd ^en the moft dangerous 
in^gncs Wjere excitefl a»d fomented againft her ad* 
xnkslftratskxB ; "wiien ^e fpirit of rebellion was abroad ; 
andt when, l>y ceofequ^jce, every faculty of her mind 
fceined £ocaUy eogrQiTed by the xro& momentous 
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WitU native dijgnity and graceful eafe, 
Mtid condefcenfion, ever Aire to pieafc, 
And^afl^biiity, with poliih «rue, 
WUl worth intrinfic, as its ikt9de pnrfuc ; 
Grandeur of foul, in redlitude arrayed. 
Is nc*cr to haughty arrogance betrayed, 

IF all tfaofe perfon«> who are ambitious o£ taking 
rank in what is called the iiriOb grade of fociety, 
iPOttl^ be care£al to^adopt thofe ^nanuers which are 
descriptive of the reai gentleman, of the reai lady, if 
they would be fdiicitous to attain thofe virtues inhe- 
Kent in the bofom of the truly noWe, we fhould not fo 
often he called to obferve the indignant blufh pervad- 
iag the cfaedk of modtStyf we fhoold not fo frequently 
lament d^eSkd worth, nor witnefs the merttorious 
dbdms of the truly deferving crulhed by the ovjwbear- 
mg arrogance of thffkf whoTe only pretan£ons to dif- 
tindion are grounded upon opufence. 

A fenfation of painful and infurmocust^ble dt%tift 
has foiaetimes arrefted my perception, when I have 
inade one ia ihe drawing-room of an imperious worn- 
aja, wh<^e awkward efforts to aiTume that dignity 
whidi is tnever annexed tp a&dlation, have rendered 
ber truly ridiculous. The approach of. timid excel* 
l^ce i$ announced ; it enters in the perfon of a fe- 
male, whofe unafTuming mamaers and reiaring fweet- 
ne& tnftantly call up to recoUe^ion Mary WoolC^on* 
craft's beautiful apoftrophe to . saodefty. She is adom- 
^ with all the graces ^^^ch defignate the noilder vir« 
tues $ ihe might be confidered a9 origioftting th^ par* 
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agraph adverted to ; and at her appearsmce the xnoll 
prepofTeUing fenfations ruih upon the.niiiid. Ilie la* 
dj of the drawing room ady^nces arfeW fteps, then 
recedes back, Jiands ereliy courtefiu fonnally^ Uo9ks fir^ 
biddings and afumesy at Jh^ hpp&fis^ ahs pf importance ; 
while, in the eftimation of reafon, fhc is only giving, 
an exliibition of irtfufferable haughttnefs. In diic mean 
time, the lovely maiden (perhaps in foDie way a de- 
pendant) is abafhed at a reception fo little correfpond^ 
ent with her wifbes. Of her want of confcqucnce, and 
the invidious triumph of the.lady, there are many 
witneflcs ; fhe is covered with bluihes ; (he feem^ to 
fhrink into "herfelf ; confufed wd difconipo^ed, fbt, 
Jiaftens to a feat ; and, divefted of that innate-compla- 
cency which true politcnefs is folicitous to chcHfh, fhc 
liftens in filence during the continuance of her ill-^ted 
:virit, to a redundance of nonfenfe, diifertations oil 
jEalKion, and refinements on fcandaL 

y^ie politenefs is but another name for bencV5(V 
ience* It is ftudious to contribute to the eaie and 
-Jiappinefs of thofe -^with whom it is conncfted— -it de- 
•liffhteth to give confequence to timid -worth — it ieefc- 
eth to elevate the humble mind, and it difdsuneth to 
aiFejft ignorauc^e of thofe charajfters and- perfons whofe 
claim to attention is indubitabk, an^ nnhom it h^tatn^ 
not to carefs in its private parties^ Nature, when flie 
i>roduces her offspringr itivefts them- with eqaa! claims-^ 
and deati reduces- them to one common ievei-^^Ayot vari- 
ous are the paths whi«cJh interfeft the. paflage from the 
cradle to the grave : Subpr<lination is undoubtedly 
neceflary to the well-being of fociety ; and, withoot 
feeking to fap the foundation of inftitutions which in- 
volve the public weal, we only contend for that afia- 
bility which is proper to every condition, and well 
calculated to ameliorate thofe mortifying circunl- 
ftances attached to humble life. 

The celebrated Mrs. Wright, introduced by 1ier un- 
common talents to a.perfonal knowledge of thetiobtl- 
ity and gentry of the kingdom of England, had, ^' 
ing her rcfi4wc« ia that country, sin opportunity^f 
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iFmleiiiff many, chara<^eriftic obfervations ; and, in one 
cif her letters, ihe humoroufly contrafts the manners 
tf the^wpman well educated, and pofTeOiing habitual 
and real'fuperiorkyy vrith thofe of a female, conduifted 
hj a variety of fortuitous events to move in a fphere 
for which n^itli^r her natural • nor acquired abilities 
had qualified her*' Mrs. Wright devoted a fine winter 
morning to calling en pajfent on feveral of her patrons ; 
and among the number of thofe wbom flic attended^ 
and who were- ambitious of obtaining celebrity, by in* 
i^rttng in their lift -of acquaintance the votaries of ge- 
^us, was the lady' of a barOnet, Wlk)hftd been raifed 
from obfcurity> to all tlie privileges.' annexed to rank 
and title. 

In the faperb maniion* of this" cSance created lady f 
Mrs. Wright, after fending up her name, was reduced 
to the neceffity of waiting a tedious interval ; and, al- 
though the chilly blafis* of December were abroad, no- 
genial blaze decorated^ by its cheering fiame^. the 
gloomy chimney ! It is true the elegant apartment, i» 
which flie waited the convenience of the lady^ was or- 
mented in high tafte ; btit this circumliance did not 
poffefs a fufificient intereft in the bofom of Mrs. Wright 
to charm her fenfe of fuSering ; and flie regarded the 
fummons, which admitted her to the prefence of the 
proprietrefs of the maniion, as an emancipation fi'om 
^ very unpleafant fituation* The reception ftie obtain- 
ed, was, however, not more to her tafte. The lady af- 
&med the moft petrifying airs of fuperioAy 5 and 
both her language and her manner were cold as the icy 
breath of the northern tempeft : But Mrs. Wright, 
having the addrefs to curtail her vifit, hurried^ away 
to lady N , at whofe toilette, y^/i ceretmnley flie was 
immediately admitted, and inftantly engaged in that 
pleafing interchange of civilities, which fo frequently^ 
marks a female tete-a-tete* Lady N chatted fa- 

miliarly ; foothed the felf complacency of our Ameri- 
ca adventurer, by eulogizing the art in which flie con- 
^emi^ed future eminence ; and, after completing the 
labi^urs of the toilette^ agreeably to a previous appoint- 
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mmtf accosnpanied her to tbe rc^ftl -prtfmee^ aad^ 
)!>ciiign conddcenlion of the BificHll qoeeiiy vasetiacei 
bf iH]l higher demonftratiom of TiSaMlkfr tiita Ihoft 
which had graced the maimers of lad^ N -> • * > 

Mrs* Wright, penetrated "Wiith the inoft liirelf gr^ 
tode, fet no bounder to her joy or her ^miration ^ aiidl^ 
after narrating the particulars q£ this interriew, ftit 
obferved, that in exaft ratio as (he approached thelifc'^ 
eral and fplendid fdurce of genuine magntfieence, thi 
mild regency of urbanity became more ilrStmgly aj^ 
parent. 

Thus the orb of day, with regular mftmificence^ dift 
feieth over the globe its eenial influence ; while tb^ 
glow-worm fparkles only for thofe who take their fti^ 
tion within- iis narrow Hirsts. 
' From a gentkndan ihtim^fetelT conTerfam wtdi Mrsi 
Wri^llt, I have been fumifhed wkh ibme aaecdotel 
lelative to this extraonfinary woiiian> wfaickr ^ theit 
aufhentickyis unquefticnabley I ihail prelbnt, as a bi* 
cgraphkal iketch, that I prefnme will act be akogetb* 
er uninterefting. 

Mrs. Wright Was a hnmch of a faixiily, refidrng i*

Parities, which diftinguiihed its individuals. Of het 
father, Mr. Lovel, t»3.ny l^ngularities are narrated i 
btit, as it appears that his Hie was unoffendtiig, be hadi 
a right to the indulgence ci his innocent caprice&i 
After hiAiemife, his ddeft fon deteil:nined to ered fot 
himfelf a dwelling, agreeably to the faihion of his own 
ideas ; and he combined with this refoh^on the ejc^ 
traordinary ambition of preparing the materials with 
his own hands. He not only dengned, but executedj 
'and, both the tenement and its furniture were the pr6* 
du<?lion of his ingenious indijftry, while every article 
evinced the ikill of a mafter ! He nekt confkudted a 
fpinneti from rrhXch, feifiaught^ he drew f^ch tones, a» 
are not often furpafled. The violin, to6, beeame fiih- 
je^ to the verfatility of his genius ; and be both n^dtt 
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that pleailng inilruxn^nty and executed thereon the 
ax^oll extenfive comppfitions. 

It appears, that either from want of ability or in- 
clination, Mr. Lovel, the old gentl^an, had not been 
;<>ver folicitous reipeding the education of his children. 
Mrs. Wright was apprenticed to a mantua maker, 
with whom fhe continued, until fhe Was miflrefs of her 
bufinefs. She formed her matrimonial connexion 
early in life, which connexion was unhappy ; and her 
little family drew their whole fupport from her induf- 
trious application. But, altliough her condu(5t during 
this part of her life was truly meritorious, yet, as her 
exertions were apparently the refult of neceflity, they 
jdid not pointedly evince thofe remarkable talents, which 
eventually produced her in the fir ft circles in the me- 
tropolis of England ; noi did the demlfe of Mr. Wright 
.produce an immediate change iu her arrangements— 
the mantua making bufinefs ftill afforded her a kind 
of fubfiftence- — ^her week's work procured her week's 
fupport> and her hours revolved in their accuflomed 
routine, until an accident, rendered important by its 
confequences, originated a furprifing revolution. A 
woman, oiFering wax figures for fale, ftopped at her 
door ; when Mrs. Wright, poflefiing a large fharc of 
,that curiofity infeparable from fuperior abilities, qucf- 
tioned her relative to the compofition of her comniodl- 
^ties ; and, for a imall confideration, obtained that infor- 
^paation which proved to her the fource of uncommon 
celebrity, and great pecuniary emolument. •Thecelef- 
tial ipark of genius, fo long dormant, was inftantly 
blown into a flame ; and, immediately throwing np 
her bufinefs, fhe became the ingenious fabricator of a 
new and aAoniihing. creation ! Her fuccefs was be- 
yond her mofl fanguine expe<5lations : from fancy fig- 
ures, fhe proceeded to particular refemblances ; and 
from her fafhioning fingers grew the moft finifhed 
likeneffes. General admiration was excited, and the 
'gratitude of thofe, who beheld exad tranfcripts of their 
beloved connexions thus multiplied and perpetuated, 
knew no bounds. ^ 
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Bordentown, where (he had refided during her mar- 
riagCy foon became too narrow sr field for the difplay 
of talents fo raro, and (he removed to the eity of 
New-York, where (he advanced rapidly in die career 
of fame ! She foon fumilhed' a fpacions apartment 
Vith her figures, confifting of the moft celctetted pcr- 
fonages, in facred and fecular hiftory, aflbciated wkh 
reipeftable mo4erns, and beings, copied from her own 
imagination. By the liberality of her patrons, (he was 
amply fupplied with the necefTary drefles, and her 
rooms became the refbrt of the curious, the gay, and 
the idle. Her next attempt was painting ; and her 
ciTays^ in this elegant art were by no means defHfute 
of merit* Among other performances, fhe pamted a 
miniature of Governor Tryon, which was efteemed an 
admirable likenefs. Thus, imcommonly qualified by 
the literal hand of nature, the orbit of this youn^ 
world being judged a fphere too contra^ed for abili- 
ties fo fplendid, me was encouraged to crpfs the Atlan- 
tic ; and, fumilhed with letters to Do^r Franklin, 
then refident in England^ and many other refpedable 
charadlers, fhe best her courfe over the great waters, 
taking with her fome of her moft capital pieces, as 
fpecimens of her abilities. Governor Tryon enclofed, 
by Mrs. Wright, the miniature fhe had painted, as a ^ 
prefent to his fifter, then maid of honour ; this proved a 
moft happy introdudion. The lady, charmed with 
the accuracy of the fimilitude, was proportionably 
pleafed with tlie inftrument ; and it is hardly neceA 
fary to add, that her good offices were, from that mo- 
ment fecured. The protection and ailiftance of Dodor 
Franklin was in courfe, and the nobility and gentry, 
of every defcription, were numbered as her patrons* 
To her American coUe^on of, illuftri'ous perfonages» 
fhe added, while in England, the moft celebrated char« 
aders of that nation. Even their majefties fiibmittedt 
their heads to the procefs of her art, and a juft tribute 
of applaufe was rendered her, by all ranks. I»ord 
Chatham was among the foremoft of her favourers; 
he was an adniirer of xatitfi genius^ and a likenefs'of 
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this truly patriotic and dcferving nobleman, the pro* 
dudion of her ingenirity, now figures among the prin- 
cipal ornaments of Weftminftet Abbey. 

Thus countenanced, and thus iupported, her income^ 
it will -be Ireadily believied, was iuflicientljklucrative t 
She gcncrallyayeraged nineteen ffuineas per week; and^ 
conndering the rapid progrefs ine had made to attain- 
ments {o ^lendid, confidering her origin, and group* 
mg in the fame view her eftablifhed and unequivocal 
celebrity, we are ready to iuppofe her in poi!ei!ion of 
a fulnefs of felicity ; but, it is, alas ! true, diat per* 
manent happinefs is not the growtfiof humanity. 

As Mrs. Wright pofleflfed great depth of undcrftand- 
ing, her intellectual powers were, of coude, much exer*. 
ci&d, and the calculation of the probable confequenccs 
of events, was to her a continued fource of inquietude. 
She was a profound politician, and her regrets, on ac- 
couiit of the ftruggles in which her native country was 
Involved, were imaieaAirably affliCltng. Her attach- 
ment to die foil on which {he had drawn her firfi: breath, 
was natural, if not laudable ; but, it is to be wifhed 
that fhe had forborne to engage in a conteft, fo invidi- 
ous, as \hat of an ardent difquirition, relative to pub- 
lic men and measures ; eipecially, as it ieems to have 
put a period to thoie advances ihe was fo rapidly 
making toward a fplendid eflablifliment of herfelf and 
family. It has been obferved, that, although fhe was 
capable of the moft folid and forcible reafoning, yet, 
her converfation was often fo fervid and irregular, as 
to originate an idea of a derangement of intellect ; this, 
probsibly, was the refult of a warm imagination, a de- 
ficiency in early inflrudlion, and a want of die habit ^ 
methodizing her ideas ; and, from this trait of incohe- 
rence in her obfervations, and manner of expreffing hdr 
fentiments, her character, infa^ imffenjive^ may pofll- 
bly have l>een mifunderftood. But, be this as it ma^, 
ihe experienced unequivocal marks of the decline of 
pulylic favour ; and a conviction fo painful, together 
with combining circumAances, induced her to pafs 
* over into France, -whercjt under the aufpices of Dcrdtdr 
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FranUin, fhe was known, diftinguiflied, and efte^ned. 
At th€ clofe of the war, flie, however, returned to 
England, thus demonftrating a decided preference to 
the Albion fhore ; and fhe exprefled the warmeft wifh- 
es for the |ferfe£t reftoration of amity and unreferred 
confidence between the United States and their par- 
ent country. This aflonifhijig woman finiihed her. 
mortal career in the month of March, 1 78(5. _ ^ 

In tlie family of Mrs. Wright, genius feems to .b^. 
hereditary : Her fon now takes rank in the firil line of 
painters in the ifland of Great-Britain ; and we can- 
not but wifli him a double portion of that fpirit of em- 
ulation, which is ever Simulating to the higheft attain* 
ments in the gift of fame.

With much labour he hath; fmce thrown a bridge ovet 
that difficult ftream, commonly known by the name 
of Bloody Point Ferry ; and he is now> we are toldi 
employed in the Federal City, where, we doubt not; 
his talents and- application will receive -an adeqaaXif 
recompenfe. 

, EfTex Merrimack bx4dge is uieful and produSlve 
beyond the moft fanguine expe^ations of the proprie* 
tors. It joins an enehantingly romamlc little ifland 
to the main land : Its works are fq wholly detachedi 
as to wear the appearance of- two bridges ; and the 
convexity produced by the arches, is extremely beau^ 
tiful. A commodious houfe of entertainment, con- 
taining dancinc.. and ctining halls, are frequently the 
fcene of thofe pieafurable hours which the gentlexnen 
and ladies of Newbury-Port devote to hihtf ity j it i» 
diilant ^om that refpedlabjie emporium only three milesi 
on a fine level tra<5t, ornamented on either hand with 
trees of various growth, elegant feats, diflant hills, and 
verdant plains.^ From the window of this convivial- 
tenement, we have a view of a beautiful grove on the 
right, atid the towering bridge on the left ; and,.! am 
inchued to tbio^i our country produces few moi^ 
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eaptmting fccnes than are to.be found upon "Merri- 
mack bridge, and its environs,

ebbing currem^ flo^ited in his V^ns j. 6or &^ ^ttij h^- 
Fevre languidly within his knowledge^ to whom he did> 
not haften to adininifter the oil and wiije of confbk^^ 
tion. I recoiled^ an anecdbfe relative to ttes-beneTo^ 
/ lent mstti, not perhaps generally, knovm f and, as I^ 
conceive it 'sHU ftrlkinriy etiftcfe his afllnity to the- 
Shandian ftock, I feel KnpeLled to prodttce it. The- 
ctrcumftatice adverted tOi took- place in hx4 youth,^ 
when his pulfe beat high fbr pleafure, and the Hlarity. 
of his dif^eiitidn frequently prefented him at the ihrine^ 
of genuine humout.

totigetnaitt y. " Bieft itulbcents !** Ke cried, ** w, war- >

«*fweeitft. carols, the <k>niefti6 Heft j narrate, my fede. 
**flutterers,how you have difarmed your enemy, and 3 
• fey, that^againft- lives lb uaao^nding, his hand fhalL 
•• never more be raifed,** The birdsr as if obedient to 
his mandate, on more ftri?lly i^jcakfng, alarmed by 
Ae found of hiis voiCe* Igreadijig their, party-coloured j 
wings, inttantly difperfed ^ and IliaJle}!,. fhouJdering 
his firelock, triumphantly left the grove* 

To the raillery conftqttcnt on the teiidernefi of hii 
ftattue^. he wa$ rally e^nal* His I>^nty had, what the^ 

termed^ 
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termedy a fuccefsful morning ; and the feathered vio* 
tixns they produced, evinced the dcathful valour of their- 
exploits.. Ru/Tell, ou that memorable day, feafted on 
vegetables, in all theb maturity of excellence and rich* 
variety ; he confecrated the era facred from the repa/t 
of blood ; and the ripened ftrawberry, meliorated by. 
refined fugar and a flowing bowl of cream, crowned^ 
his deflert ; nor was he ever after known to attempt 
aught againft the defenceleis. and- tuneful inhabitant^' 
of the grove. 

I have thought that RuiTell's robin was a fit com- 
panion for Uncle Toby's fly ; and, that the annals o£ 
benevolence may no longer record the Shandian ebul-- 
lition as a folitary inftance, it is here inferted. I con- 
tend alfo> that the benign feelings which preferved the. 
life of the robin, were original in^e bofom of Ruf- 
fell \ for,, at that period, his eye had never travelled^ 
over the heterogeneous pages of Triftram Shandy. 

The aftibn, however trivial, was indicative of the^ 
difpofition of the man ;.and it may be vieTyedas a fina- 
gle thread of that web, the texture of whirfi was equal' 
and con{jflent»« He was, in the mofl extenfive ienie, a 

?hilanthropi[l ; the poet has perfedly. delineated him*' 
lis fympathy and humane exertions primarily embrac- 
ed thofe whofe alliance to his blood naturally demanded* 
his aid ;. but the rays of his beneficence,xiiverging from. 
S|. centre fo virtuoufty infixed^ extended their genial in- 
fluence to his fellow-citizens at large ; and the human' 
being exifted not, whofe claim to msre^rd he refufed 
to acknowledge.' Nay, his capacious mmd, emanatmj^ 
from the Parent of the univerfe,. encircled, by its over- 
flovrtng afpirations, every being of ev^ry defcription- 
He anticipated the extermination of evil ; and he faw^ 
in imagination, vice, and its concomitant,. forrow, ban- 
iibed from the wide extenfive circle of all intelligence.* 
No wonder then that earth po/Teffed, in Kis^ eflimation^ 
fuperior charms, and that, viewing it as the produdion 
bf a fupreme and beneficent Archite(5t, it was drefTed 
for him in fmiles. When the fevering angel caught 
from his embracer thoie he belt loved; he felt, it is

txntf a psmg ;. but that pang wastrandeiH: ; and, wip- 
ing from his cheek, the. natural teat, his elevated fpirit 
rejoiced in.the.a/Turaace, that be alfci ws^ in a (late of 
l^greffion, and that he fhouldfoon rejoin them in a 
aew and improved flate of being*. Thus he pafTed on ; 
and, while he ble/Ted the bounties of- Omnipotence, tho 
virtues of J heaven, were imaged m liis bofomf Spirit^ 
of Pope \r immortal bard j forgive, this appropriating 
paraphrafe of thy rich and beautiful yerfification ; ^ 
defcription of the philanthropift muft, invariably in- 
volve thy well felefted ideas ; and it fuits with thy mu- 
nificence to beftow, from thy abundance, a portion of 
that thou^canft.fo well fpa]%^. 

Benevolence — ^philanthropy— The name and charac- 
ter of Mr. Jofeph Ruflell has been confidered as fynoni* 
mous withthefe virtues. Should I attempt to particular- 
ue his deejds of worth,innumerabUinftance.s would crowds 
lU'Ound. Thronging feilow-citizens, aided by counfel 
and by pecuniary gratuities— 4)ankrupts reinftated-^ 
Uie. little tenement and^houfchold goods of the widovj 
redeemed from the mercilefs graip. of the unfeeling 
creditor — ^helplefs orphans acconunodated with patert 
-nal friends — ^public meafures^.tending to the general 
good, powerfully fupport^d— ^Arangers ho/pitably re* 
ceived, and taught to hail a fecond home. 
. What fJvere, the feelings of the amiable, the youthful 
La Fayette ! How fwejkd the bofom, and how beat 
the pulie of his worthy precq>tor, when, in the hum- 
ble guife of perfcQUted foreigners, their wandering 
fpotiteps firft prefled the thremold of the benevolent; 
RuffeJl I firft met, in that celebrated abode of genia| 
l^ofpitality, a reception fo ampjy fuited to their exigen- 
cies and tjxeir merits*. 

But vain is my recital. A virtue fo uncommon, 
and marked by fuch a multitude of inftances, dazzles 
by its refulgence ; and> although many of his philan- 
thropic ^exertions, which ,fhouJd have been recorded by 
the living fingers of. immortal fame, enveloped by in- 
^triititude, and clouded by a train of fucceeding ciri*

'rekindle in my bofom the pleafures of anticipation. 

His kind interference followed me to the end of this

HOW fwcUs high the notes of praife — exigence sifiumes 
to hiin another afpedt — ^hbpe is reftored to his bofom 
-^motives for attachment to life are Suddenly multi- 
plied tinto him — ^his wants are liberally fupplied — and« 
upon the head of his munificent bci;ief;^(5lory his tongujs 
invoketh bleffings. 

'" jind I caufedthe naU^s heart tojtngforjoy /** Poor, 
.defolate mourner ! at the period whidi inhumed in the 
gloomy manfiOHS of the grave, him in whom her foul 
delighted, her widowed fpirit calculated on an unbrok- 
en' fucceffion of melancholy days ; but the heart of the 
good man ftill beat compaflionately. in the "bofom of 
Ruifcll dwek tjie -virtues of commiferation — ^pleafant 
is the voice of amrty, its honied accents founded grate- 
ful on her ear, and her heart once more ''^Jtngs for jcy>>** 
Yes, undoubtedly, the path of RufTell was the path of 
re6litude 5 it waspointed by right eoufnefs, and wifdom 
ittflaenced 1ms eie^ion 5 for admirable is the judgment 
of that philantiiropift, who becomes " eyes to the hlind^ 
feet to the lamei and a father to the poor ;" who inveftigat- 
eth tlie caufe of the opprefied ; who *^fearcheth it out^^ 
and arrefts the decifion of iniquity ; who procureth a 
righteous hearing, and becometh an advocate for thc~ 
afflidied. Such addons are indeed *1^/ a robe and a duh 
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dem;** they are produftive of geoeral benefit} and they 
are entitled to univerfal applauiev t 

That Mr^ Ruffell richly merited the eulogy of virtue* 
diieruiaaffeiJtcd forrow with-vrlucb all ranks ^f people ret 
garded his exit> fully evinceth.- To repeat, that he well 
difcharged the-filial duties^and wa& the principal pr^p of 
a venei^le parent,- who ftill lives -to mourn his depart** 
«re y to celebrate his attachment to the orphan children 
ef a deceafed brother ; to dwell-onhis delicate and faiths 
&1 a£Fe(5lion to the amiable females: w&o fucceffively be- 
eame the partners of his heart ; to defcant on hispater* 
Hal goodnefs to thofe of whofe eidftence he was th&au^ 
thor ; or,, to expatiate on his beneficent regards to tbp 
hidividuals who compofed his houfehold, would-be bu& 
a fuperfluous^ attempt to diitinguifh and dignify pmpetH 
iitiesy which aice therefidents of almofl* evei^7 bofomi 
and, had Mr. Ruifell pofleflcd only thefe common* at^ 
tachments of humanity, which are but a refined inodifi» 
Mtion^ oifelf'kve^ he would have merited no tributsir]f 
lay» and his panegyrifts would have incurred the 
charge of adulation. But to xHxt friend oftbefriendkfs^ 
t^ the univerfal benefa^or, the bard of integrity fpon- 
tsaneoufly raifeth the ixmig- y and, although the ear of 
death is heavy, that it cannot hear^ y^ we pleafingly 
kelieve, that the immortal fpirit ileepeth not ; nor is it 
Irrational tofuppofe, that it-^metimes bends from itsr 
etherial elevation, liftening with- complacency to the 
effuiions of gratitude, to the expreifed commendationfir 
of thofe virtuous children- of men,, whofe approbation, 
it once- delighted to merit.- t 

To ccjmmunicate benefits is truly godlike ;; and, in^ 
proportion- as- w& are made inflrumental in diflfemiictat-^ 
ting happinefs to our fellow-ci^atures,, exaftly in fu^ch 
prd{iortion we imitate Him who went about doing 
good. The exercife of munificence is invariably re* 
garded with a glow of fatisfadion y and perhaps this 
"Veftige of an. illuftrious and divine original^ is never* 
totally obliterated from the heaven-bom mind. That 
Mr. Rufiell was eminently confpicuous for the number 
v^vakc of his beneficent a£l$i the concun'ent teflimo* 

nies. 


%m of tkofe who Keft Ibiew him tvianimonny pre^ 
claim. Seldom have we known a chara<!ter whoha^ 
IbiuUy ni&ited the ftttfrages of all ranks in this panic- 
ygARt ;' and it is, me conceive, ©n this ground, that Ae 
Iplendor atjd eclat of his life h chicSf refted. 
- His intjegrity and punftuality as a nacrchant $ hi«^ 
ertcnfivc coiiMnei«ctal knowledge, with the vaft advan- 
tages which accrued from his mercantile career, were 
bet the appendages of found pblicy, ingenuity, habit 
and application. The eafy manners, the gracefully; 
elevated deportment, the freedom of accefs, and gen- 
liine politenefs, attribtlted to Mr. Rnflfelhbot defignate. 
Ae gentlenian.. Early introduced to, and making a - 
Mpd^able ]»art of, the moft gented circles, it would. 
have been rather furprifing, if hts deportment had not 
been that of a man thoroughly well fered. His wealth,. . 
and eonfequent importance, might poffihly place him 
«t the head of tht^e fecieties, over which he prefidcd - 
Irith honour to himfelf, and advantage to them j and 
his op«ik»ce may be fnppofed to have been his'paflpdrc 
%OyXMmy other honoj^ary diftih<SionSi Bait it has beetr 

Seftmed, that afFedionate fympathy and unre/crverf . 
icerity mrenot gmerai/j the Tteeejfary refnk of an inUr-* 
totafr ^t^ what h called^ high Hfe ; and for thefe pro^ 
Ai^ive VirtHes, we are inclined to give the diceafecf 
J^lanthropift full credit ; they were unqueftronably 
fioherent in his bofom 5 and hence ifTued thofe ftrtiliz- 
iftg ftreams, which made glad the fons and daughters 
of forrow ; henee originated that cheerful and equal*, 
difpofition of mind, and that fi^nknefs of temptrt, 
i#hich baaiifbed fufpicion, and authorized the moft un-- 
equivocal confidence ; and, to the fame fotrrce we may 
likewise trace his unbounded hoQ>itality, and that man- 
ly and grateful' welcome, with which he ever greeted* 
the footfteps of the ftranger. 

• Religion diffufed over the excellent qualities of, bis- 
Jteart her meliorating influence ; he reverenced herr 
law5> and bent in humble acquiefcencc and filial obe- 
dience to her dilates. Her minifters pofTeiSed htsre- 
ipe^lful andf ^ffinguiftixtg Tieg^^rds ; he co ir ftantly lexte 
' -^ them 
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tiiem his cooziceaance ; he was particularly fond q£ 
patronizing men of merit in this line ; and the hand^ 
fome benefaction which he bellowed on the fund ap-- 
propriated to the relief of thofe among their widows,' 
whofe circumftances ase embarraiTed, is evincive of 
his attachment to>, and confideiration for, this venera- 
ble body. Here again we aire brought round to a^ 
contemplation of that liberality,; on which we have 
chofen principally to rear the fuperilruCture of his, 
fame. It is faid that Mr. RufTell annually appropri-^ 
ated t*wefvff t^tJand dollars to private charities ! WTiat 
an ample relief^ mu A: this fum,- diflributed by the hand; 
of econoniy, have aiEbrded to thofe indigent fuiFerers,, 
who were the penfibners of his bounty I How do the! 
virtues which give birth to fuch liberal arrangementii 
command efleem ! how do they endear the man, and^ 
exalt the citizen \ And who but muft painfully regret 
the exit of a perfonage, by whofe departure fuch ricj^. 
and copious Areams are, alas \ fuddenly dried up I 
Who but muft fupplicate the Fountain of munificence^ 
that they may again fprjng forth, in the lives of his 
defcendants ? who, if they purfiie the path nxarked out 
for them by their illuftrious anceftors, will unqueilioQ-- 
ably infure to themfelves the higheft poflible honours^ 
the efteem, confidence and approbation of their fellow* 
men, the peace of their own boibms^'and the plaudi^ 
cf their Creator. 

But the munificence of Mr.^ Ruflell was not excb^ 
^vely fhared by thofe claimants, to whom his judgment 
apportioned occafional gratuities ; nor was it wholly 
confined to the citizens of Columbia. Mankind in gen- 
eral, according to their neceilities,feemed tobe the objed£ 
of his beneficence, while his difPufive and equal regards 
extended their genial influence to the far diftant ikore.' 
Inftances of his generofity are, queftionlefs, echoed in 
many a clinae ; but a recent example, &:ikingly in 
point, may ferve as a clofe to this fketch. . 

A refpe<aable houfe in a celebrated European em- 
porium, (the capital of which was fuppofed immenfe) 
celebrated for punctuality and probity; fuddenly ftop^ 
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^fed payxDcnt, and aftoti?flinierR:~ pervaded- every de- * 
fcnption of our merchants. This jnisfortuoe was not 
attiihated to ill conduft, but rather to a fucceffion df 
advcrfe accidents ; and an arrangement was ijjeedihf 
produced, which enabled one of the firm to vifit Ameri* 
ca, for the purpofe of coUefti'ng outftandfng det>ts*. 
This gentleman arrived in the town of Bofton, the 
ilnetropolis of Maflachufetts, (which place Mr. RufleU 
then dignified by his prefence J und?r the preflTure of 
very uBpleafant circumftances. Both the houfe and" 
jbeart of :the generoufly hefpitable RuffeM were open for 
his reception. A traveling prince could fcarcefy hate * 
been received with higher marks of refpe^fbl atten- 
tion 5 and he fotmd in the bofom of this worthy faini- 
Ijr, during his abode there, an elegantly pleafing afy- 
Itim. But this was not enou^ — thje kindnefs of the: 
American merchant ftopped not here. From the pe^ 
<tod which announced t!be failwe of l3ie European 
boufe, no commercial negociation had been entrultciti 
to its firm. Under fuch a cloud the wary trader ftoo4 
^oof ; but the bofom of Mr. Ruffeil poffefled a fpur 
|)athetic chord, which, as furcTy as his eye glanced oa- 
the children of adverfity, unifonnly vibrated to pity ;- 
he regarded the ctainw of misfortune as facred ; and 
^ conceived, that the fuffering iijdividual itopofed on. 
him dutres vhich were indifpenf^blcv Tfaougli the 
'-foemerful aid and ^xtej^Jive bipience of Mr. Rtifleu, two> 
©ips, richly ladesi with Weft- India produdions, and* 
Calculated, with their cargoes, to amount to not lefs- 
^'3in forty t^ufand potmdsy weKC configned to the proiP 
trate houfe ! The emoluments ariting from.7he fale of" 
thefe valuable appropriations, let the arithmetician. 
. compute. What an advantageous, re-commencement. 
6rbu(inels was thus furnifiied I and what a benign 
luflre is thereby thrown over the American name t 
teut af further aft of beneficence remains to be re- 
counted. 

On the departure of the European, Mr. Ruflell^. 
with that delicacy which is the appendage of munifi* 
ce*,t acirons, preien\ed*Bun wiUa bills, for hrs ftparate 
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and fble ufe,, to the amotmt (^ five hundred^ pounds Jkf'^ 
Sng; inclofing, atTo, Kke fnras for fimilar pnrpofes, to 
the unfornjnate gcBtlemen wMr whom he ftood con- 
neded t ] t^ T© throw the veil of filence over virtues 
thus fplendfd, would, vre conceive, betray a phlegmatic 
Or an envious ttiind ; and the advantages neMting 
from eulogizing the meritoxibus dead, are too obvioui 
to n^ed. enumeratit)n«. 

The panegyrift of the evcrlaftihgly abfent, if he lev^ 
les ifo tax on fiirvivors, cannot be accufed of }ntcreft« 
td motives ; he has but exprefled his admiration of 
"What he has conceived dbflrailedly good ; he does not 
do homage to the creature, for he regards e^ery vir- 
tue as emanating from Deity ; and he is morally and 
teligiouliy certam, that he ri&s nothing by proftrat- 
iiig before the image of his Creator, wherevier it may' 
conilfl with the arrang^ement^ of Omnipotence to ba- 
yrefs it^

iatibn. My heart Has beat higH with exgedation, an(C 
I have hafied wiiii avidity to the place of rendezvous f 
but> in vain have I watched for the moment of fenti- 
ment ; in vain-fighed for the richly enrobed thought,' 
which I might bear as a trophy from a^fcene where I 
had calculated to partake the feafl of reafbn ; for» 
firange to tell, the gems of ihtelledl were muffled iit^ 
the thickefl' clouds^— not a ray was elanced — and the 
company have feparated without a Angle oHfervation 
which could merit ah infcription upon the tablets o£ 
memory ! 

But, if I hav« been necefStated to conlefs that expec* 
tations, originating iii reafon, have proved' fallaciousy. 
sny mortification has been amply balanced by oppor& 
tunities from which I Have reaped a large fupply of 
intelledlual eif^yments, where I have looked for tafte-- 
lifs-filence,- or noify mirths 

Confiderations of intereft, the dutijis orgood'neigfi^ 
feourhood, or motives of general civility, Eave ire-- 
quently introduced me to parties, that, but fbr the' 
obligations thus impofed^ I mould have avoided. Yet,. 
in thefe reforts^ a rich repaft has awaited^ me ! Nature^' 
Ukadulterated, and replete with fteriiag worth, has^ 
ftood' confefTed r filence, imprefled by re^pe^lful at* 
tention, has hung on the lips of the hearers, aiid thus 
endowed with energy even the timui Jpeaker. Inqiiirf 
has pvodaced inquiiry ; a fubjed of €onverfatibn has- 
obtained ^ general ear i imlividuals have alternately 
exprefied their fentiments ; rational conclttfions have 
been deduced ; and I have returned homej informedr 
complacent, and happy.

" / •rtw^/ not difpide the correBnefs'.of your tajhy Mr^ 
'Gkemery* returned. the gentleman, ^^ hut the pantomime 
4i t^ he. preceded hy Shakefpear^s Tempefl^ or Enchanted 
Iflttnd^^ What loT«r- of the drama but feels his bofom 
glow at the mention of this immortal bard? I had 
*cad the Tempeft-, but I had never fcen it on the ftage 5 
WKf a" friend, whoie jndgmefit ho votary of fciencc 
liath ever yet impeached, had informed me \\.% ftag^ 
tffe^ was wonderfuL 

Yes, I will go by all means; andjl elated by the 
Vocft fanguiBe expedlitions, in a front box I obtained^ 
a front feat. The curtain drew tip ; and the tempeftcd 
•flnp — ^thc bfflowy waves-»-thc ftorm of thunder and 
lightning-7-the aflrighted mariners — the crafh of the 
felling maft, alt together^ obtained their full effeA ; and. 
i could fcarcely have believed it in the power. of fi^ftioii 
to have raifed fuch a hurricane in my bread* But, : 
from this moment, I experienced little elle but difap- 
pointment and difguft. Some of the fineft fentiments 
were fo mangled and mutilated, that it became impof- 
fibie to re-unite them, or to endow them with that 
divine energy, thufs extitiguiOied by their diffolution^ 
inHbich was breathed into them by the creative bard, 
when they firfl received the vital principle* Whole 
feeeches were fo mouthed and mifreprefented, that we 
wiled were w« Ihould have wept j and. were fretting 
with vexation, when fSe genuine wit of the inimitaW^ 
untiior fliould have excited the moft mirthful approba- 
tfoa ♦ Yet tJie pait cf Prcs%icro was wdl fupported ; he 
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JecsMd apprized' o£ the gravity of his charadefr ■ 
and he ieldom forgot his dignity. Ariel, alfo> the 
fpirit Ariel, her fylph- like movements would indeed^ 
liave become an- inhabitant of the bhie expanfe ; (he 
wsLs-cxsuStlf what we could have wifhed her,. as near 
celeftial as tlic habiliments of mortality would permit;- 
not a foul but blell the winged vtfion^,and not a hand 
hut was raifed to approbate her- emancipating afceor 
fion. Her *^fi//oiVy /hUonvy fiiknuf* ftill vibrates melo- 
diouJQy on my ear ; indeed, ev^n the ihoft phlegmatic 
mul^ confefs that Mifs Harding is a very lovely and' 
a very promifmg child. With. re%eft- to the other* 
performers, they generally overtopped or undervalued' 
their parts ; apd, although Dorinda and Miranda* 
were very engaging women, yet they ftemtd to have 
little, idea of that artl^fs fimplicity with, which the 
education they were fuppofed to receive,, fhoold have 
invefted them ;. and I fufpetSt it will be fome^ tim«- 
before they will be qualified for. an. aflumption (£ 
Shakefpear's capital chara6lers# 

The play over,, I was hurrying away, with the pain*^ 
fill reiied.ion. that I had lofi an evening ; but- in the 
moment of my intended departure, . I was arrefted by 
the obfervatlon, that ^ferious pantomime was to be pre- 
fented- A ferimts pantomime ! repeated.!.- I will ftay 
then, and fee of what CcoS^ferious pantomitne is com-- 
pofed. La Forete Noire, or the Pidlurc Difooveredr— ■ 
this was the title, of the piece ; and, to my great afton* 
ilhment,.it poilelfed every feature of a well conceived 
and regular, comedy.- The plot, was evideat-and ftrik- 
ingly worked up ; it had its Protafij^ its Epitafu^ and 
its Catajiafit ; and thefe introduced a moft happy ca* 
Uijlrx)ph&. Whether the uniti&f are fbridly preferved^ 
I cannot exadly determine 5 but if they are.not, while 
.Shakefpear abounds with precedents of the utmo^ 
latitude in this refpedl, an inferior author will hardly 
become inconfolable for fuch defects. On the drawings 
up of the curtain, Madame. G*-" — was difcovered at 
her toilette ; from her work-bag fhe drew a parcel of 
ktterS|.from whicb>. (do&m^vn^ ihe feemcd aUno{^ 
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to devour the contents ; and vAilt flie traced and re* 
traced the lines^ we ready in her acgitated countenance^ 
tJie ftronge;ft emotions : Suddenly fhe arofe, and novrp 
with quick and'perturbed fteps, anonfolemn and fldw» 
fhe travcrfed the ftagCy evidendy ftruggling to obtain 
t^iat felf-connnand, which may puttier in,pofle9ion of 
fome degree of calmnefs — ^her effbrts'prove inefiedtualf 
and (he haftens to the wainfcot, where, touching a 
(ecret^ing, the.paxmel flies "baclc, and exhibits a por- 
trait, to i^hi6h fhe addrefTes the moil impadioned afpi- 
rations. Every one readily concluded that the pidlure 
was the refemblance of a perfon whofe image was 
imqueflionably engraven x>n her heart, and whofe 
letters fhehad^been fo fervidly perufmg. On the ap- 
proach of footfteps ihe Tetouched the Ipring, and the " 
friendly pannel again concealed the objedl to whom, 
flie had been breathing her tributary fighs. A figure, * 
on whofe brow the dignity of manhood fat enthroned, 
next approached-; "ihe haftened to meet him 5 and we • 
hefitated not to pronounce him the original of the 
portrait, the writer of the letters, and the man df her ' 
affe^ons. A tender interview having fucceeded, the 
sdmoft diihadted fair one warned him of approaching ' 
danger ; and, fo irrefiftible, fo heart affefting were her 
pleadings, that, yiclchng to her energetically enforced * 
wifhes, and tearing laimfelf from her embraces, he 
reludlantly made his cfcape from the open cafement 
to which ihe had condudled him. Our heroine then 
approached an apartment, and a particular fignal 
produced froin thence a beautiful boy, \diom Ihe em- 
braced with fuch animated tranfport, as induced us to 
pronounce, without hefitation, that (he prefled him to ' 
a matemsd bofom : After ihe had evinced, by a variety 
of animated geftures the inherent claim he poffeffed to 
her protedion, (he led him, all agitated and trem- 
bling, to her toilette, and, putting into his hands a 
letter, the perufal of which produces in the child the 
unequivocal expreffions of furprifey afPeftion and filial 
duty,- fte has once more recourfe tb her treafure * 
bdund the wainfcot; (he points it out to the Httle 
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cbcniluivho«m a tmniport of duteous attachixieatyaSiya^ 
tografp the redTpedcd figure, kaps on his feet, thrown 
abroad his bands>.claips them in a.petitioning attitude^ 
as if ibliciting a father's beaeoidion ; and, in fhortr 
demonllrates^ beyond the power of laaiguage, every 
emotion which could be fuppofed to triumph in the 
affectionate bofom of innocence, an an unexpededb 
cfifcovery of the author of its being. Juft at this junc- 
ture, a loud noife interrupted the foreet and s^miable^ 
cffufions of young attachment ; the boy. was hurrie4^ 
to his place of coacealment, the pidlure veiled, and the- 
lady prepared to meet the approaching ftorm ; nor 
was (he lone held in fuii>enfe« Her father entered, and, 
ignorant ofthe marriage ihe had clandeiUnely procoredt 
he was accompanied by a perfon, whom from his dxi^ 
wc conclude to be an eccleilaiUc;, whom he commandsr 
her to receive as her future hufband. The authoritf ^ 
of this father was marked by audere feverity ; he en* 
joined with unrelenting fterxmefs, and it was evident 
that he would admit of no appeaL The lady entreat- 
ed, but her fupplications.were ineffedkial ; her tyran- 
nic father continued obdurate.

oae letter is. taken out, and another^ and another^ 
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'ir|ticlr» ii<>t proving &e paper he wifhedy are carelefi- 
ly tolTed about» until^ with childiih impetuofityy he 
^rafps the whole parcel and after throwing them 
^romifcuoufly over the floor, rdinquifhii^ me pur- 
fuit» he hades to catch one more, glance at the be- 
loved portrait, by which he had been fo much cap* 
tiVated. With fkilfiil hand he touches the ready 
ipring, the obedient pannel yields to his preffure, and 
he again exhibits thofe teftimonies of a duteous heart 
"which are fo becoming, and in him fo hazardous. 
But as the tremendous thunder and the lightning's 
"glare, to him who had promifed himfelf a ferene fky» 
or as the roar of the -hungry lion, to the traveller 
who dreamed of fecurity, thus fearfully portentous 
founded the tread of authority in the ear of the poor 
afirighted vidtim» wiio, all trembling and appalled^ 
dew to his place of fhelter, regardlefs of the letters 
that ftrewed the floor, and utterly forgetting to veil 
the treafured portrait.
